ASSESSOR'S DEPARTMENT—The 
department should be furnished fleld 
books dragvn to scale, also the titles 
in our assessment rolls should be 
brought up to date by checking 
with office of register of deeds at 
Mason; this would eliminate annoy- 
ance. in both the treasurer’s office 
and this department . Plans should 
be made to provide assessor's plats 
to take care of descriptions, now 
given by metes’and bounds. 


ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT — 
The Engineering department is one 
of the most important with which 
your honorable body has to deal and 
its work should be planned ahead 
to avoid loss of time, and to mini- 
mize inconvenience to the public 
while strget improvements aré un- 
der way. 

Our city is experiencing a rapid 
growth that demands safe, sane 
guidance, and the importance of di- 
recting the physical growth, by 
proper regulation of platting of 
land, and preventing the destruc- 
tion of property values by a reason- 
able zoning ordinance, would im- 
measurably assist this department 
by mh possible the proper plan- 
ning and extending of such _ser- 
vices as sewers, electric light, 
power, water, gas and proper trans- 
portation facilities. ; 

The extension of water mains and 
sewers should go*hand in hand, be- 
ing sanitary and health measures, 
these facilities should be provided 
to all homes as rapidly as possible. 

Bridges should be maintained in 
absolutely safe condition and where 
this is no longer practical, they 
should be replaced. 

The new pavements already pbti- 
tioned for and ordered constructed 
(about 7 miles) wilh keep this di- 
vision of the Engineering depart- 
ment very busy the rest of this sea- 
son, 


Accidents, a number of which 
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have been fatal, have occur?éd at 
railroad crossings and the gerades 
between railroads arid streets should 
be separated, whenever a favorable 
opportunity presents itself for i? 
curing the co-operation of the rail- 
roads, 

Arrangement should be made im- 
mediately to provide for proper 
building inspection. : 

Fire protection,’ should be avail- 

able to all sections of the city, and 
the growth of this department 
should keep pace with the growth 
of the city. 
. Traffic congestion is becoming 
daily a harder problem to. solve and 
while the widening and improving 
of certain of our close-in downtown 
streets will relieve this condition 
immeasurably, the  pohce force 
should be sufficiently. augmented to 
adequately take care of the situa- 
tion, ’ 

We are fortunate in t posses- 
sion of splendid parks and park- 
ways; under very capable supervi- 
sion, plans should be worked out to 
ultimately‘ connect up these parks, 
by paving; and improving’ the 
streeta leading from one park to 
another. 

The proceedings of every meeting 
of all the various boards should be 
published same as council proceed- 
ings. 

he city comptroller will ‘hereaf- 
ter submit to you, on the first of 
each month, a_ statement setting 
forth balances to credit of, the dif- 
ferent departments ,alsp all other 
funds, and daily xeports will be

“An act to regulate and define conimmon car- 
riers of persons and property by motor ve- 
hicle on public highways of this State, pre- 
scribing the payment and fixing the amount 
of privilege taxes for such carriers, the dis- 
position of such taxes and prescribing penal- 
ties for violation of this act.” 

This Act gives the Michigan Public Utilities 
jurisdiction over all Interurbans, Bus and 
Freight Lines. 

The Commission has full authority under 
this act to Rx the termini and routes between. 

It is my understanding that under this Act 
the City is without power to fix and deter- 
mine but and freight line routes within the 
City Limits.

Gentlemen of the Council: 


At the present time the Michigan Railway 
are operating a bus over in the South West 
section of the city, running from Boston Houtle- 
vard and Moores River Drive East to Logan; 
then South on Logan to Sparrow, to Beal, to 
Smith and to Washington Avenue. 


T find that bus does not render service that 
could be rendered by re-route. 


I have, therefore, directed the Michigan 
Railway to ‘install a cross town bus _ line, 
running from the North East section of the 
city, through the down town business district 
and thence over to the South West end; that 
would mean that the busses now operating 
over the Sheridan-Magnolia Route, instead of 
looping at Washington and Michigan and re- 
turning back over their route, would continue 
West on Allegan to Logan Boulevard, then 
South on Logan across the bridge making the 
loop on Moores River Drive, Boston Boule- 
vard, Pettis and Blair Streets. 

.I have asked the Railway Co. to put four 
busses in this service and would like to have 
this tried out to see if the people living in 
these sections of the city do not obtain better 
service from this re-route. 

If, after a trial this service does prove 
satisfactory, I would suggest that your Hon- 
orable Body pass the necessary resolutions 
to make this service permanent.

An ordinance to amend sections numbered 
4, 5, 6, and 19 of the ordinance entitled “An 
ordinance to regulate traffic and the use of 
carts, wagons, drays, coaches, omnibuses, 
bicycles, motorcycles, automobiles and every 
description of carriage, motors and vehicles 
propelled or driven by motive power or other- 
wise on any of the streets of the City of Lan- 
sing,” adopted August 25, 1920, 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1.—That sections numbered 4, 5, 6, 
and 19 of the ordinance entitled “‘An ordinance. 
to regulate traffic and the use of carts, wagons, 
drays, coaches, omnibuses, bicycles, motor- 
cycles, automobiles and every description of 
Carriage, motors and vehicles propelled or 
driven by motive power or otherwise on any 
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of the streets of the City of Lansing,” be 
amended so that said sections’ shall read as 
follows: : 

' Section 4. Drivers or operations of vehicles, 
before turning, stopping or changing their 
course, shall. make sure that, such movement 
can be made with safety, and before so doing 
shall give a timely warning signal to other 
drivers by extending the arm beyond and 
outside of the side of the vehicle, holding 
the same in such position for a sufficient 
time to appraise approaching drivers of ve- 
hicles of his intention to change his course 
or stop, as the case may be. Any vehicle driv- 
ing into another street to the right shall turn 
the corner as near to the right-hand corner 
as practicable. Vehicles driving into the street 
to the left shail pass to the right of and be- 
yond the center of the street intersection be- 
fore turning. Vehicles crossing from one side 
of the street to the other shall do so by turn- 
ing to the left so as to head in the same 
direction as the traffic on that side of the 
street toward which the crossing is made. 
Vehicles moving slowly must keep as close to 
the right-hand curb as possible, allowing more 
swiftly passing vehicles passage to the left. 
No vehicle shall have the right of way 
through any procession or parade without the 
permission of a police officer, except vehicles 
carrying United States mail. No vehicle shall 
cross any street upon which there is any traf- 
fic officer, without the permission of such 
officer, and if the traffic signal is against 
the driver he must bring his car to a full stop, 
at the near edge of the crosswalk or lot line 
until signaled to proceed by the traffic officer, 
except in case such vehicle is making a right- 
handed turn onto the intersecting street. No 
vehicle shall remain backed up to the curb 
unless for the purpose of loading or unloading, 
and in such case no longer than the usual load- 
_ img or unloading requires. Any horse or horses 
attached to the vehicle backed up to the curb 
shall be turned at right angles to the vehicle, 
and in the direction in which the traffc on 
that side of the street is moving. 


No vehicle shall be turned around in the 
center of the block within the 30 minute or 
one hour parking limit districts, hereinafter 
described, but must make the turn at the strect 
intersection. 


“Section 5. The driver or operator of every 
vehicle shall give some plain or audible signal 
of his approach to other vehicles or pedes- 
trians upon the streets. No driver or operator 
shall drive past a street car which is stopped 
to take on or let off passengers, except at 
such crossings where a traffic officer is sta- 
tioned, or where there is a raised loading 
platform. No vehicle shall be driven with its 
muffler open. Heavily Jaden and slow moving 
vehicles shall not be driven abreast upon the 
Street, but one must follow the other and keep 
ae near to the right hand curb as _ possible.’ 
No vehicle shall stand on any street except 
within two feet of the curb, whether parked 
or in the presence of the driver or operator. 


Section 6. All vehicles shall, except as here- 
imafter provided, be parked parallel to and 
within two feet of the curb, provided that on 
streets which are not equipped with a curb 
_ that such vehicles shall park parallel to and 

ithin two feet of the gutter line. Provided 
farther, that all vehicles shall be parked par- 
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-allel on but one side of the following streets 
viz.: on Ottawa street west between Capitol 
avenue and Walnut Street on the North side 
of Ottawa street; on Allegan street west be- 
tween Capitol avenue and Walnut street; on 
the south side of Allegan street; on Wash- 
ington avenue south from the Grand Trunk 
tracks to Baker street on the west side of 
Washington avenue; on Baker street from 
Washington avenue to Cedar street on the 
south side of Baker street; on Isaac street 
from Chestnut street to Logan street on the 
north side of Isaac street; on Logan street 
south from Isaac street to the Grand Trunk 
railway tracks on the west side of Logan 
street; on Capitol avenue south from Kala- 
mazoo street to Lenawee street on the east 
side of Capitol avenue; on Townsend street 
from Kalamazoo street to Lenawee street on 
the west side of Townsend street. Provided 
further, that on Washington avenue, from 
Lenawee street to the center of the block be- 
tween Shiawassee street and Genesee street: 
on Grand avenue from Ottawa _ street to 
Washtenaw street; on Michigan avenue from 
Capitol avenue to the east side of the bridge 
over Grand river; on Ionia street from Capitol 
avenue to Grand avenue; on Ottawa _ street 
from Capitol avenue to Grand avenue; on AI- 
legan street from Capitol avenue to Grand 
avenue; on Washtenaw street from Capitol 
avenue to Grand avenue and Kalamazoo street 
from Capitol avenue to Grand avenue, cars 
shall not be parked for a longer period than 
one hour. Provided further, that on both 
sides of the street in each block of above 
district a space not less than 50 feet in width 
shall be marked off by plain legible signs 
wherein the parking limit shall be 30 minutes. 
Provided further, that above mentioned park- 
ing limit restrictions shall only apply during 
the hours between 8 a. m., and 6 p. m. Pro- 
vided further, that no vehicles shall be parked 
in the north half of the block on Washing- 
ton avenue between Shiawassee street and 
Genesee street. Provided farther, that on 
Washington avenue from Lenawee street ta 
the center of the block between Shiawassee 
street and Genesee street and on Michigan 
avenue from Capitol avenue to the M. C. R. R. 
tracks all vehicles shall be parked to an angle 
of 45 degrees. Provided further, that on Turn- 
er street from Franklin avenue to Clinton 
street and on Washington avenue north from a 
point 68 feet south of Franklin avenue, and 
north to Willow street, all vehicles shall be 
parked at an angle of 45 degrees. No vehicles 
shall be parked for a distance of thirty feet 
in front of the entrance of hotels and theatres, 
provided that the chief of police causes suitable 
“No Parking” signs to be placed in front of 
said theater and hotel entrances. No vehicles 
shall double park on any street. No vehicle 
shall stop on any crosswalk. No vehicle shalk 
park within fifteen feet of any fire hydrant. 
Every vehicle, when left standing on. any 
street, if mot in the immediate presence or con~ 
trol of the driver or operator shall, if pro- 
pelled by horse, the said horse shall be hitched,, 
and if a motor vehicle shall have its engine:

An ordinance to amend sections numbered 
4, 5, 6, and 19 of the ordinance entitled ‘‘An 
ordinance to regulate traffic and the use of 
carts, wagons, drays, coached, omnibuses, 
bicycles, motorcycles, automobiles and every 
description of carriage, motors and vehicles 
propeller or driven by motive power or other- 
wise on any of the streets or the City of Lan- 
sing,,” adopted August 25, 1920. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1.--That sections numbered 4, 5, 6, 
and 19 of the ordinance entitled “‘An ordinance 
to regulate traffic and the use of carts, wagons, 
drays, coaches, omnibuses, bicycles, motor- 
cycles, automobiles and every description of 
carriage, motors and vehicles propelled or 
driven by motive power or otherwise on any 
of the streets of the City of Lansing,” be 
amended so that said sections shall read as 
follows: 


‘Section 4. _ 
before turning, 


Drivers or operations of vehicles, 
stopping or changing their 
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course, shall make sure that, such movement 
can be made with safety, and before so doing 
shall give a timely warning signal to other 
drivers by extending the arm beyond and 
outside of the side of the vehicle, holding 
the same in such position for a sufficient 
time to appraise approaching drivers of ve- 
hicles of his intention to change his course 
or stop, as the case may be. Any vehicle driv- 
ing into another street to the right shall turn 
the corner as near to the right-hand corner 
as practicable. Vehicles driving into the street 
to the left shall pass to the right of and be- 
yond the center of the street intersection be- 
fore turning. Vehicles crossing from one side 
of the street to the other shall do so by turn- 
ing to the left so as to head in the same 
direction as the traffic on that side of the 
street toward whic hthe crossing is made. 
Vehicles moving slowly must keep as_ close 
to the right-hand curb as possible, allowing 
more swiltly passing vehicles passage to the 
left. No vehicle shall have the right of way 
through any procession or parade without the 
permission of a police officer, except vehicles 
carrying United States mail. No vehicle shall 
cross any stréet upon which there is any traf- 
fic officer, without the permission of such 
officer, and if the traffic signal is against 
the driver he must bring his car to a full stop, 
at the near edge of the crosswalk or lot line 
until signaled to proceed by the traffic officer, 
except in case such vehicle is making a right - 
handed turn onto the intersecting street. No 
vehicle shall remain backed up to the curb 
unless for the purpose of loading or unloading, 
and in such case no longer than the usual load- 
ing or unloading requires. Any horse or horses 
atteahed to the vehicle backed up to the curb 
shall-be turned at right angles to the vehicle, 
and in the direction in which the trafic on 
that side of the street is moving. 


Section 5. The driver or operator of every 
vehicle shall give some plain or audible signa! 
of his approach to other vehicles or pedes- 
trians upon the streets. No driver or operator 
shall drive past a street car which is stopped 
to take on or let off passengers, except at 
such crossings where a traffic officer is sta- 
tioned, or where there is a raised loading 
platform. No vehicle shall be driven with its 
muffler open. Heavily laden and slow moving 
vehicles shall not be driven abreast upon the 
street, but one must follow the other and keep 
as near to the right hand curb as possible. 
No vehicle shall stand on any street except 


within two feet of the curb, whether parked. 


or in the presence of the driver or operator. 


Section 6. All vehicles shall, except as. here- 
inafter provided, be parked parallel to and 
within two feet of the curb, provided that on 
streets which are not equipped with a curb 
that such vehicles shall park parallel to and 
within two feet of the gutter line. Provided 
further, that all vehicles shall be parked par- 
allel on but one side of the following streets, 
viz.: on Ottawa street west between Capitol 


avenue and Walnut Street on the North side 


of Ottawa street; on Allegan street west be- 
tween Capitol avenue and Walnut street; on 
the south side of Allegan street; on Wash- 
ington avenue south from the Grand. Trunk 
tracks to Baker street on the west side of 


Washington avenue; on’ Baker street from. 


Washington avenue to Cedar street on the 
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south side of Baker street; on Isaac street 
from Chestnut street to Logan street on the 
north side of Isaac street; on Logan street 
south from Isaac street to the Grand Trunk 
railway tracks on the west side of Logan 
street; on Capitol avenue south from Kala- 
mazoo street to Lenawee street on the east 
side of Capitol avenue; on Townsend street 
from Kalamazoo street to Lenawee street on 
the west side of Townsend street; on east 
Saginaw street between Larch street and Penn- 
sylvania avenue, on the south side of Saginaw 
street. Provided further, that on Washington 
avenue, from Lenawee street to the center of 
the block between Shiawassee street and Gene- 
see street; on Grand avenue from Ottawa street 
to Washtenaw street; on Michigan avenue from 
Capitol avenue to the east side of the bridge 
over Grand river; on Ionia street from Capitol 
avenue to Grand avenue; on Ottawa street 
from Capitol avenue to Grand avenue; on Al- 
legan street from Capitol avenue to Grand 
avenue; on Washtenaw street from Capitol 
avenue to Grand avenue and Kalamazoo street 
from Capitol avenue to Grand avenue, cars 
shall not be parked for a longer period than 
one hour. Provided further, that on both 
sides of the street in each block of above 
district a space not less than 50 feet in width 
shall be marked off by plain legible signs 
wherein the parking limit shall be 30 minutes. 

Provided further, that above mentioned park- 
ing limit restrictions shall only apply during 

the hours between 8 a. m., and 6 p. m. Pro- 
vided further, that no vehicle shall be parked 
in the north half of the block on Washing- 
ton avenue between Shiawassee street and 

Genesee street. Provided further, that on’ 
Washington avenue from Lenawee street to 
the center of the block between Shiawassee 
Street and Genesee street and on Michigan 
avenue from Capitol avenue to the M. C. R. R. 
tracks all vehicles shall be parked ta an angle 
of 45 degrees, Provided further, that on Turn- 
er street from Franklin avenue to Clinton 
street and on Washington avenue north from a 
Point 68 feet south of Franklin avenue, and 
north to Willow street, all vehicles shall be 
parked at an angle of 45 degrees. No vehicles 
Shall be parked for a distance of thirty feet 
in front of the entrance of hotels, provided 
that the chief of police causes suitable “No 
Parking” signs to be placed in front of said 
hotel entrances. No vehicles shall double 
park on any street. No vehicle shall stop on 
any crosswalk. No vehicle shall park within | 
fifteen feet of any fire hydrant. Every vehicle, © 
when left standing on any street if not in the 
immediate presence or control of the driver ‘ 
or operator shall, if propelled by horse, the 
said horse shall be hitched, and if a motor 
vehicle, shall have its engine or other propel- 
ling mechanism or motive power stopped and 
not running. 

Section 19. All vehicles approaching a street . 
on which street cars are operating, shall come’ 
to a full stop before entering upon such street, 
On other street crossings the vehicle - 
proaching from the right shall have the right 
of way.

Whereas there appears in the issue of the 
Lansing Capital News, of date, Monday, July 
23rd, not only an item of news in regard to 
the change of the Charter, and also a lengthy 
editorial headed “Low Brow Politics,’’ which 
editorial is as follows: 


“LOW BROW POLITICS 


On Friday the people are to be asked to 
vote on an amendment to the city charter 
which would change the fiscal year from May 
1 to January 1. The proposition has much 
merit. There is foreec in the statement that 
under the present system the best half of the 
year for outdoor work is wasted in the process 
of getting ready. It is doubtless true that in 
the early spring the aldermen are so busy 
campaigning that they have little time to get 


interested in starting puhlic improvements, and , 


there are other good reasons why the city fiscal 
year should conform to the calendar year. 
There is, however, one unfortunate proviso 
in the manner in which the suhject is sub- 
mitted to the voters, and that is that it adds 
eight months to the terms of the present city 
officers, not only alderman hut also to every 
other elective official, Mayor Doughty, who 
was elected to fill the balance of the unexpired 
term of the late Mayor Ferle, instead of serving 
one year, as his original election provided, will 
serve one year and eight months. Aldermen who 
were elected over a year ago will have their 
terms extended eight months without giving 
the people a change to say whether their ser- 
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viee has been satisfactory or not. In other 
words, if the voters do not wish their alder- 
men to continue longer than the term for which 


they were elected, they must yote against a 


proposition which has fundamental merits. 


That many persons will do this very thing 
is becoming more and more evident every day. 
Right or wrong, many voters have gathered 
the idea that the big motive back of the propo- 
sition to amend the charter was solely for 
the purpose of stretching official terms beyond 
the period for which the men were chosen to 
serve, While the Capital News does not sub- 
scribe entirely to that viewpoint in every case, 
we feel that it was unfortunate that the coun- 
cil did not take that phase of the subject into 
consideration and provide some other way to 
make the change in the charter. It is always 
unfortunate when the people lose confidence in 
the motives of their public servants. 


As this paper pointed out during the recent 
city cainpaign, there are several points where- 
in the city charter is proving cumbersome, The 
greatest fault of the document, in the mind of 
the writer, is the provision that prevents an 
official seeking election to another office dur- 
ing the time for which he was originally elect- 
ed. That provision prevented the people from 
expressing themselves on the administration 
of Silas S. Main, who served with singular 
ability for several months after the death of 
Mayor Ferle. Every consideration of fairness 
should have given Mr. Main an opportunity of 
seeking election to the office in which he was 
giving the city constructive service, but for 
some reason the council has not seen fit to 
grant the people an opportunity of wiping that 
particular provision from the charter which 
prevented them from continuing in office a 
man who was making good, 


Several exceedingly meritorious propositions 
are to be considered next Friday, and it is very 
unfortunate that anything so unwise as the 
proposition of extending the terms of city 
officials for eight months should have been 
injected into the issues to be voted on.” 


And, Whereas, this amendment is a matter 
that has been discussed by the Council and 
citizens for several years, and in the judgment 
of a great many of the thinking people, it is 
a matter that should he passed for the inter- 
est and behalf of the city; and

ORDINANCES.

An Ordinance to prohibit the use and sale 
of fireworks in the City of Lansing. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. That hereafter it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person or persons, firm or corpora- 
tion to sell or offer for sale or to use in the 
City of Lansing any blank cartridge, pistol, 
toy cannon, toy pistol, fire cracker of any size 
loaded with dynamite, daygo bombs or any 
other high explosive, potash and sulphur tab- 
lets or powders, or Pollet’s cane, ammunition 
cane used for exploding same or any fire crack- 
er exceeding two inches in length by one- 
quarter inch in diameter, sky rockets, Roman 


. candles containing over five balls, flying pig - 


eons, fire balloons, grasshoppers or devil on 
the walk fireworks. 


Sec. 2. Hereafter it shall be unlawful for 
any person, persons, firm or corporation to 
use fireworks, the sale of which is prohibited 
within the City of Lansing. Provided, that the 
City Council of the City of Lansing may grant 
permission to any person or persons, firm or 
corporation to use said fireworks within the 
City of Lansing upon such times and under 
such regulations as the City Council may deem 
advisable and justified. 


Sec. 3. No person, firm or corporation shall 
sell at retail or expose for sale at retail any 
fireworks without the consent of the City 
Council and Chief of Police. 


Sec. 4. Any violation of the provisions of 
this ordinance shall be punished by a fine not 
to exceed $300 or imprisonment for ninety days 
in the county jail at Mason or both such fine 
and imprisonment, in the discretion of the 
court. 


This ordinance shall take immediate effect.

Gentlemen: 


Sometime ago the matter of crossings of the 
streets of the different railroad companies was 
referred to the Mayor and City Attorney. I 
beg leave to report on this matter that the 
same has been taken up with the different 
railroad companies who have tracks running 
through the city, and we at once found that 
it was necessary to have the city prepare to 
fix that part of the street abutting on the 
portion to be repaired and kept in repair by 
the railroad companies, and if this part of 
the program needs looking after I would recom- 
mend that the special duty of ascertaining and 
determining the condition of the streets at 
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tailroad crossings and putting the same in 
condition, as far as it is required by the city, 
be referred to some Department of the City, to 
be looked after and attended to. It may not 
be in manner for me to suggest any Depart- 
ment but my opinion is that it properly be- 
longs to the Engineering Department. 


The Act under which the railroad companies 
are now regulated is Act 270 of the Public 
Acts of 1921, This Act reads in part as fol- 

lows: “Within five years from and after the 
taking effect of this Act, the owners and per- 
sons in operation of each and every railroad 
and railway within this state * * * shall 
make the street or highway roadbed at each 
and every street and highway crossing at 
grade on their lines smooth and even between 
all of their tracks, and shall thereafter main- 
tain the same in such condition.” 


As appears from the foregoing, they have 
five years in which to do this work, and that 

me-fifth of the same shall be done each and 
every year, and subject to the orders of the 
Michigan Public Utilities Commission so as 
soon as the other matters of the city progress 
we will immediately take the same up with 
the Public Utilities Commission, and this be- 
ing the second year of the Act we can un- 
doubtedly get a considerable portion of our 
_¢rossings fixed up soon.

Dear Sir: 


In reply to your interrogatory relative to 
construction of Chapter 18 of the Charter, 
and especially as to the assessment in rela- 
tion to main or trunk sewers, I beg leave to 
submit the following: 


‘As will be noted by Sections 272 and 273 of 
the Charter, the city should be divided into 
Sewer Districts, and Section 274 provides 
“Such part as the Council shall determine, be- 
not more than one-sixth of the cost and 
expenses of any main district sewer, or of 
the cost of any lateral branch, or local sewer, 
constructed within a special sewer district, 
shall be paid from the general sewer fund,” 
md, as will be understood, the balance to be 
, paid spread in that district. However Section 
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274 also provides “The cost and expenses of 
establishing and making any main or trunk 
sewers, constructed without reference to sewer 
districts, shall be paid from the general sewer 
fund, excepting such portions thereof as the 
council shall deem to be of benefit to private 
property.” I construe that part and portion of 
this Section as follows: 


Where a main or trunk sewer is established 
without reference to any district, although the 
Same may run through one or more districts, 
the same may be paid for by the City at large. 
In this regard the Council may also, if they 
should find that it was a special benefit to pri- 
vate property, spread some special assessments 
for a portion of the same against that prop- 
erty, which amount would be determined by 
the council. I am of the opinion that in estab- 
lishing these main or trunk sewers, a special 
district might be created whereby a_ special 
assessment would be spread regardless of the 
original sewer districts, for the Payment of 
the same. As for instance if a trunk line is 
being built on the west side and there is no 
possible benefit to be derived by the citizens 
on the east or north side, it might be well to 
make an assessment district in relation to the 
same, although it is not necessary, and as 
heretofore stated, it may he spread at large. 


It might further be said that these trunk 
lines will undoubtedly be built so as to reach 
all parts of the city sometime in the near 
future, that is, east, north, south and west, 
and as the assessment was made on the en- 
tire city and the system adopted, it would 
work no particular injustice in the future, al- 
though one main trunk sewer might be built 
in one part of the’ city before the others. 
Whichever system is adopted of making assess- 
ment districts for public improvements for 
these main sewers or assessing them at large, 
it would make no difference in the future if the 
scheme is carried out.

Zone Ordinance. 


An ordinance to regulate and restrict the 
location of trades and industries and the loca- 
tion of buildings designed for specified uses, 
to regulate and limit the height and bulk of 
buildings hereafter erected or altered, to regu- 
late and limit the percentage of lot occupancy, 
and to regulate and determine the area of 
yards, courts and other open spaces surround- 
ing buildings, to limit and restrict the maxi- 
mum number .of families which may be housed 
in dwellings hereafter erected or altered, and 
for said purposes to divide the city into dis- 
tricts and prescribe penalties for the violation 
of its provisions. 


The city of Lansing ordains: 
Section 1.—Definitions. 

For the purpose of this ordinance, certain 
terms and words are herewith defined, as fol- 
lows: 

Words used in the present tense include 
the future; words in the singular include the 
plural number, and words in the plural num- 
ber include the singular number; the word 
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“building’’ includes the word ‘“‘structure’’; the 
word “shall’? is mandatory and not directory. 
(Any word not herein defined shall be con- 
strued as defined in the Housing Code of 
Michigan, Act 167, Public Acts of 1917, and 
amendments thereto.) 


Alley: A public thoroughfare not 
twenty-four (24) feet wide. 
Apartment House: See ‘‘Multiple Dwelling.” 


Apartment Hotel: An apartment hotel is 
a multiple-dwelling in which are provided 
dining room accommodations for the joint use 
of the apartment house tenants only. 


Apartment: A household unit in a multi- 
ple dwelling, tenement or apartment house, 
suitable for occupancy for one or more per- 
sons. 

Area: See “Building Area.” 


Basement: A story partly under ground, 
but having at least one-half of its height above 
the highest level of the adjoining ground. A 
basement, if not occupied for living purposes 
by other than the janitor or his family, shall 
not be included as a story for purpose of 
height measurement. 

Boarding House: A boarding house is a 
building or place wherein table board is pro- 
vided to five or more individuals pursuant to 
previous arrangement and not to any who 
may apply. 

Building: A structure having a roof sup- 
ported by columns or walls for the shelter, sup- 
port or enclosure of persons, animals or 
chattels; and when separated by division walls 
from the ground up, and without openings, 
each portion of such building shall be deemed 
a separate building except as provided in sec- 
tion 15. 

Building Area: The maximum horizontal 
projected area of a building and its accessory 
buildings, excluding open steps, terraces, and 
cornices projecting not more than thirty (30) 
inches. 

Cellar: A cellar is a story having more 
than one-half of its height below the highest 
level of the adjoining ground and not occupied 
_for living purposes. A cellar shall not be 
counted as a story for the purpose of height 
measurement. 

Curb Level: The curb level is the level 
of the established curb in front of the build- 
ing measured at the center of such front. 
Where no curb has been established the city 
engineer shall establish such curb or its 
equivalent for the purpose of these regulations. 

Depth of Rear Yard: The mean horizontal 
distance between the rear line of the build- 
ing and the center line of the alley, where an 
alley exists; otherwise the rear lot line. 

Depth of Lot: The mean horizontal dis- 
tance between the front and rear lot lines. 

Dwelling: Is any house or building, or por- 
tion thereof, which is occupied in whole or 
in part as the home or residence of one or 
more human beings. 

District: A section of the city of Lansing 
for which the regulations governing the height, 
the area or the use of buildings and premises 
are the same. 

Group House: A group of not more than 
four (4) one-family dwellings, erected simul- 
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taneously as one building, under the same 


roof. 

Height of Building: The vertical distance 
measured from the curb level opposite the 
middle of the front of the building to the high- 
est point of the roof for flat roofs; to the deck 
line for mansard roofs, and to the mean height 
level (between eaves and ridge) for gable and 
hip roofs. Where a building is located upon 
a terrace the height may be measured from 
the average ground level of the terrace at the 
building wall. 

Height of Yard: The vertical distance from 
the lowest level of such yard to the hightest 
point of any bounding wall. 


Hotel: A hotel is a building in which lodg- 


ing is provided with or without meals (for 


more than fifty (50) persons) and offered to the 
public for compensation. As such it is opened 
to transient guests in contradistinction to a 
boarding house, a lodging house, an aparament 
house or an apartment hotel which are herein 
specifically defined. 


Lodging House: A lodging house is a build- 
ing or place providing lodgings to individuals 
pursuant to previous arrangement and not to 
any one who may apply. 

Lot: Land occupied or to be occupied by 
a building and accessory buildings and includ- 
ing such open spaces as are required under 
this ordinance, and having its principal front- 
age upon a public street or officially approved 
place. 

Lot, corner: Lot, triangular: A lot front- 
ing on two or more streets at their junction, 
said streets forming with each other an angle 
of 45 degrees or more, is a corner lot. When 
the angle formed by the intersecting street 
is less than 45 degrees, such a lot shall be 
known as a triangular lot. For the purpose of 
determining the percentage of lot occupancy, 
corner and triangular lots shall be assumed 
to have an area not greater than 5,000 square 
feet and a frontage not greater than 100 feet 
on either of the intersecting streets. 

Lot, interior: A lot other than a corner 
lot or triangular lot. 

Lot, through: An interior lot having front- 
age on two streets. 

Lot lines: The lines bounding a lot as de- 
fined herein. 

Multiple dwelling: Is a dwelling which is 
occupied more or less permanently for resi- 
dence purposes by several families and in which 
the rooins are occupied in apartments, suites 
or groups, includes tenement houses, flats, 
apartment houses, apartment hotels, and all 
other dwellings similarly occupied, whether 
specifically enumerated herein or not. 

Non-conforming use: A_ building or prem- 
ises occupied by a use that does not conform 
with the regulations of the use district in 
which it is situated. 

One family dwelling: Is a building occupied 
as a dwelling by not more than one family. 

Percentage of lot occupancy: That portion 
of the area of a lot, as herein defined, which 
is occupied or which may be occupied under 
this ordinance as building area. 


Place: An open unoccupied space dedicated 
to purposes of access for abutting property. 
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Private garages: A garage with a capacity 
for not more than three steam or motor-driven 
vehicles. 


Public garage: Any premises used for hous- 
ing or care of more than three steam or 
motor-driven vehicles, or where any such 
vehicles are equipped for operation, repaired, 
or kept for remuneration, hire or sale, not 
including exhibition or show rooms for model 
cars. 


Private stable: <A stable with a capacity 
for not more than four horses, all but one of 
which shall be the property of one owner. 


Public stable: A stable with a capacity for 
more than four horses. 


Rear Yard: An open unoccupied space (ex- 
cluding accessory buildings, see Sec. 15) on 
the same lot with a building between the rear 
line of the building and the rear line of the 
lot. for the full width of the lot. 


Setback: The minimum horizontal distance 
between the front line of the building (exclud- 
ing steps and unenclosed porches) and the 
front line of the lot. 


Side yard: An open unoccupied space on 
the same lot with a building between the 
building and the side line of the lot extending 
through from the front building line to the 
rear yard. 


Street: A public thoroughfare more than 
twenty-four (24) feet wide. 


Story: That portion of a building included 
between the surface of any floor next above 
it, or if there be no floor above it then the 
space between such floor and the ceiling next 
above it. 


Half story: That portion of a building in 
the 35-foot height district, between the eaves 
and ridge lines of a pitched roof, which may 
or may not be used for tenant purposes. 


Structural alterations: Any change in the 
supporting members of a _ building, such as 
bearing walls or partitions, columns, beams or 
girders, excepting such alterations as may be 
required for the safety of the building. 


Tenement house: See ‘“‘Multiple-Dwelling.”’ 


Terrace: A natural or artificial earthen em- 
bankment between a building and its street 
front. The “height of terrace” shall be the 
difference in elevation between the average 
curb level, and the average elevation of the 
terrace at the building wall. 


Tower: <A subordinate enclosed structure 
projecting above the roof line of a main build- 
ing and having a roof line of a main building 
and having a roof supported by columns or 
walls. Such tower may or may not be used 
for tenant purposes. 

Two-family dwelling: Is a building occupied 
as a dwelling by not more than two families. 


Section 2,—-Use District Regulations. 


In order to regulate and restrict the loca- 
tion of trades and industries and the location 
of buildings erected or altered for specific 
uses, the city of Lansing is hereby divided into 
“fuse districts,” of which there shall be five, 
known as: 


a. oy Residence District. 
ow Residence District. 
“C” Commercial District, 
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“D” Industrial District. 
“E” Unrestricted District. 


The City of Lansing is hereby divided into 
five (5) districts aforesaid, and the boundaries 
of such districts are shown upon the map at- 
tached hereto and made a part of this or- 
dinance, being designated as the “use district 
map,’ and said map and all the notations, 
references and other things shown thereon shall 
be as much a part of this ordinance as if 
the matters and things set forth by said map 
were all fully described herein. 


Except as hereinafter provided, no building 
shall be erected or altered nor shall any build- 
ing or premises be used for any purpose other 
than is permitted in the “use district” in which 
such building or premises is located. 


Section 3.—‘‘A’’ Residence District. 


In the “A” Residence District no building 
or premises shall be used and no building shall 
be hereafter erected or altered, unless other- 
wise provided in this ordinance, except for 
one or more of the following uses: 


. One and two-family dwellings. 

. Group houses. 

Churches and temples. 

Schools and colleges. 

Libraries. 

Farming and truck gardening. 

. Accessory buildings incidental to the above 
uses and located on the same lot (not involv- 
ing the conduct of a retail business) includ- 
ing one private garage, private stable, when 
located not less than fifty (50) feet from the 
front lot line or in a fireproof compartment as 
a part of the main building, providing that 
any barn, stable, chicken coop or other build- 
ing or enclosure used for the purpose of se- 
curing or keeping animals or poultry is not 
riearer than thirty feet to any street line or 
to any dwelling and including also home oc- 
cupations engaged in by the occupants of a 
dwelling not involving the conduct of a re- 
tail business on the premises, and including 
the office of the occupant for a trade, profes- 
sion or occupation when situated in the same 
dwelling or apartment used by such occupant 
as his or her private dwelling. 


Section 4.—“‘B” Residence District. 


In the “B” Residence District no building 
Or premises shall be used and no building shall 
be hereafter erected or altered unless other- 
wise provided in this ordinance, except for 
one or more of the following uses:

1, Any use permitted in the “A” Residence 
District. ; 

2: Multiple-Dwellings. 

3. Hotels. 

4. Private Clubs and Fraternity Houses. 

5. Boarding and Lodging Houses. 

6. Institutions of an educational, philanthro- 
pic or eleemosynary nature. 

7. Accessory buildings incidental to the above 
uses and located on the same lot, not involving 
the conduct of a retail business. 

8. A garage for storage purposes only and 
for the exclusive use of occupants of the prem- 
ises when located not less than fifty (50) feet 
from all street lines. 

Section 5.—“C’”? Commercial District. 

In the “‘C’? Commercial District all buildings 

and premises except as otherwise provided in 
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this ordinance, may be used for any use per- 
mitted in the ‘“‘B’’ Residence District or for 
any other use except the following: 


1, Bakery (employing imore than five (5) 
persons. 

2. Blacksmith or horse shoeing shop. 

3. Bottling works. 

4, Building material storage yard. 

Carting, express, hauling or storage yard. 
Contractor’s plant or storage yard. 

. Coal, coke or wood yard. 

Cooperage works. 

Dyeing and cleaning works (employing 
more than five (5) persons). 

10. Ice plant or storage house in excess of 
five (5) tons capacity. 

11. Laundry (employing more than five (5) 
“ persons). 

12. Livery stable. 

13. Lumber yard. 

14. Machine shops. 

15. Milk distributing station. 

16, Stone yard of monumental works. 

17. Stove polish manufacture. 

18. All uses excluded from the “D”’ indus- 
trial districé. 

19, Any kind of manufacture or treatment 
other than the manufacture or treatment of 
products clearly incidental to the conduct of a 
retail business conducted on the premises.

A public garage may be established or erect- 
ed in a commercial district if, when the per- 
mit is issued, there are on file with the build- 
ing commissioners the written consents of the 
‘owners of 75 per cent of all property within 
two hundred (200) feet of any part of the lot 
to be used for garage purposes. 


Section 6.—‘‘D” Industrial District. 


In the “D” Industrial District all buildings 
and premises except as otherwise provided in 
this ordinance may be used for any use per- 
mitted in the “C’’ Commercial District or for 
any other use except the following: 

1, Abattoirs. 

2. Acetylene gas manufacture. 

3. Acid manufacture. 

4. Ammonia, bleaching powder or chlorine 
manufacture. 

5. Arsenal. 

6. Asphalt manufacture or refining, 

7. Blast furnace. 

8. Boiler works. 

9, Brick, tile or Terra Cotta manufacture. 

16. Candle manufacture. 

11. Celluloid manufacture. 

12. Coke ovens. 

13. Crematory. 

14. Cresote treatment or manufacture. 

15. Disinfectants manufacture, 

16. Distillation of bones, coal or wood. 

17. Dyestuffs manufacture. 

18. Exterminator and insect poison manufac- 
ture. 

19. Emery cloth and sand paper manufacture. 

20. Fat rendering. 

21. Fertilizer. 

22, Fish smoking and curing. 

23. Flour Mill. 

24. Forge plant. 

25. Gas (illuminating or heating) manufac- 
ture. 

26. Glue, size or gelatine manufacture.

Section 7.—‘‘E” Unrestricted District.

In the “E” unrestricted district building and 
premises may be used for any purpose what- 
soever, provided the provisions of the present 
or hereafter adopted ordinance of the city of 
Lansing, regulating the location or mainte- 
nance of nuisances, are complied with. 


Section 8.—Non-Conforming Uses. 


The lawful use of a premises existing at 
the time of adoption of this ordinance, al- 
though such use does not conform to the pro- 
visions hereof, may be continued, but if such 
non-conforming use is discontinued, any fu- 
ture use of said premises shail be in con- 
formity with the provisions of this ordinance. 

The lawful use of a building existing at the 
time of the adoption of this ordinance may be 
continued, although such does not conform 
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with the provisions hereof, and such use may 
be extended throughout the building provided 
no structural alterations, except those required 
by law or ordinance are made therein. If no 
structural alterations are made, a non-conform- 
ing use of a building may be changed to a 
use of the same or higher classification accord- 
ing to the provisions of this ordinance, and 
provided further that whenever a Use District 
shall be hereafter changed, any then existing 
non-conforming use in such changed district 
may he continued or changed to a usc of a 
similar or higher classification, provided all 
other regulations governing the new use arc 
complied with. Whenever a_ non-conforming 
use of a building has been changed to a high- 
er classification or to a conforming use, such 
use shall not thereafter be changed to a use 
of a lower classification. 


Section 9.—Height and Area District Regula- 
tions. 


In order to regulate and limit the height 
and bulk of buildings hereafter erected or 
altered; to regulate and hmit the percentage 
of lot occupancy; to regulate and determine 
the area of yards, courts and other open spaces, 
and to limit and restrict the maximum number 
of families which may be housed in dwelling 
hereafter erected or altered, the city of Lan- 
sing is hereby divided into districts of which 
there shail be five, known as: 


“A” Height and Area District. 
“B” Height and Area District. 
“C” Height and Area District. 
“DPD” Height and Area District. 
“E” Height and Area District. 


The City of Lansing is hereby divided into 
the five (5) districts aforesaid, and the boun- 
daries of such districts are shown upon the 
map attached hereto and made a part of 
this ordinance, being designated as_ the 
“Height and Area District Map,’ and said 
map and all the notations, references and 
other things shown thereon shall be as much 
a part of this ordinance as if the matters and 
things set forth by said map were all fully 
described herein. 


Except as hereinafter provided no building 
shall be erected or altered to exceed in height 
and limit herein established for the district 
in which such building is located. Provided 
further that no new building shall be erected, 
nor shall an existing building be altered, en- 
larged or rebuilt, nor shall any open spaces 
surrounding any building be encroached upon 
or reduced in any manner except in conform- 
ity with the regulations hereby established for 
the district in which such building is located. 


Section 10.—‘A” Height and Area District. 


In the “A” Height and Area District the 
height of buildings, the minimum dimensions 
of vards and courts, the maximum percentage 
of lot occupancy and the maximum number of 
families per acre shall be as follows: 


Height: No building hereafter shall ex- 
ceed thirty-five (35) feet or two and one-half 
(2%) stories, 


Rear Yard: On interior lots there shall be 
a rear. yard having a minimum depth of sixteen 
(16) feet for a one story building, eighteen (18) 
feet for a two or two and one-half story build- 
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ing, and twenty (20) feet for a three story 
building. 


On a corner lot abutting on two streets the 
depth of the rear yard may be six (6) feet less 
than that required for an interior lot. 


On corner lots abutting on three streets 
the rear yard need not extend across the full 
width of the lot, only to its median line. 


The above requirements for a rear yard may 
be decreased by one-half provided there is no 
room of the dwelling which receives its legal 
light as required by the state housing code 
front such rear yard. 


Side Yard: There shall be a side yard on 
each side of the lot of not less than three (3) 
feet in width, provided, however, that build- 
ings used for commercial purposes and _ locat- 
ed in a “C” commercial district may waive 
this side yard requirement, except on the side 
adjacent to ‘‘A”’ residence property. 


Sethack: There shall be a setback of not 
less than twenty (20) feet; provided that where 
all but one of the buildings on ore side of a 
street between two intersecting streets have 
observed a uniform setback line of more or 
less than twenty (20) feet all new buildings 
shall conform to such setback line; and pro- 
vided that this regulation shall not reduce 
the buildable width of a corner lot facmg an 
intersecting street to less than twenty-four 
(24) feet where such corner lot was held un- 
der a distance and separate ownership from 
adjacent lots and of record at the time of the 
passage of this ordinance. 


Building Area and Number of Families per 
Acre: No building with its accessory build- 
ings shall occupy in excess of 40% of an in- 
terior lot, nor in excess of 50% of a corner lot. 
No dwelling shall hereafter be erected or al- 
tered to accommodate nor make provision for 
more than ten (10) families on any acre of 
land, nor make provision for more than a 
proportional number of families on any frac- 
tional part of an acre of land. The maximum 
number of families which may hereafter be 
housed on any lot shall not exceed the integral 
number obtained by multiplying the acreage 
of such plot, exclusive of the area within street 
lines hy ten (10). 

Section 11.—*B” Height and Area District. 


In the “B’’ Height and Area District and 
height of buildings, the minimum dimensions 
of yards and courts, the maximum percentage 
of lot occupancy and the maximum number of 
families per acre shall be as follows: 


Height: No building hereafter erected shall 
exceed forty-five (45) feet or three stories. 


Rear Yard: On interior lots there shall be 
a rear yard having a minimum depth of six- 
teen (16) feet for a one story building, eighteen 
(18) feet for a two story building, and twenty 
(20) feet for a three story building. 


On a corner lot abutting on two streets the 
depth of the rear yard may be six (6) feet 
less than required for an interior lot. 


On corner lots abutting on three streets the 
rear yard need not extend across the full 
width of the lot, only to its median line. 


The above requirements for a rear yard 
may be decreased by one-half provided there 
is no room of the dwelling which receives its 
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legal light as required by the state housing 
code from such rear yard. 


Side Yard: There shall be a side yard on 
each side of the lot of not less than three (3) 
feet in width, provided, however, that a side 
yard shall in no case be less than one (1) inch 
in width for each foot of building length, and 
provided further that buildings used for com- 
mercial purposes and located in a ‘“‘C’’ com- 
mercial district may waive this side yard re- 
quirement, except on the side adjacent to “B” 
or “A” residence property. 


Setback: There shall be a setback of not 
less than twenty (20) feet; provided that where 
all but one of the buildings on one side of 
a street between two intersecting streets 
thirty-six hundred (3600) square feet have ob- 
served a uniform setback line of more or less 
than twenty (20) feet all new buildings shall 
conform to such set back line; and provided 
that this regulation shall not reduce the build- 
able width of a corner lot facing an intersect- 
ing street to less than twenty-four (24) feet 
where such corner lot was held under a dis- 
tinct and separate ownership from adjacent 
lots and of record at the time of the passage 
of this ordinance. 


Building Area and Number of Families Per 
Acre: No building with its accessory buildings 
shall oecupy in excess of 50% of an interior lot, 
not in excess of 60% of a corner lot. No 
dwelling shall hereafter be erected or altered 
to accommodate nor make provision for more 
than eighteen (18) families on any acre of 
land, nor make provision for more than a 
proportional number of families on any frac- 
tional part of an acre of land. The maximum 
number of families which may hereafter be 
housed on any lot shall not exceed the inte- 
gral number obtained by multiplying the acre- 
age of such plot, exclusive of the area with- 
in street lines by eighteen (18). 


Section 12.—‘‘C’? Height and Area District. 


In the “C’ Height and Area District the 
height of buildings, the minimum dimensions of 
yards and courts, the maximum percentage of 
lot occupancy and the maximum number of 
families per acre shall be as follows: 


Height: No building hereafter erected shall 
exceed seventy-five (75) feet or six (6) stories. 


Rear Yard: On interior lots there shall be a 
rear yard having a minimum depth as_ fol- 
lows: Sixteen (16) feet for a one (1) story 
building, eighteen (18) feet for a two (2) 
story building, twenty (20) feet for a three (3) 
story building, twenty-four (24) feet for a four 
(4) story building, twenty-eight (28) feet for 
a five (5) story building and thirty-two (32) 
feet for a six (6) story building. 

On a corner lot abutting on two streets the 
depth of the rear yard may be six (6) feet 
less than required for an interior lot. 


On corner lot abutting on three streets the 
rear yard need not extend across the full 
width of ‘the lot, only to its median line. 


The above requirements for a rear yard 
may be decreased by one-half, provided there 
is no room of the dwelling which receives its 
legal light as required by the state housing 
code from such rear yard. 


Side Yard: There shall be a side yard on 
each side of the lot having a width of not 
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less than three (3) feet. In no case shall the 
width of the side yard be less than one (1) 
inch for each foot of building length. 


Set back: There shall be a setback of not 
less than twenty (20) feet; provided that 
where all but one of the buildings on one 
side of a street between two intersecting streets 
have observed a uniform setback line of more 
or less than twenty (20) feet all new build- 
ings shall conform to such setback line; and 
provided that this regulation shall not re- 
duce the buildable width of a corner lot fac- 
ing an intersecting street to less than twenty- 
four (24) feet where such corner lot was held 
under a distinct and ‘separate ownership from 
adjacent lots and of record at the time of 
passage of this ordinance. 


Building Area and Number of Families per 
Acre: No building with its accessory build- 
ings shall occupy in excess of 60% of an interior 
lot, nor in excess of 70% of a corner lot. No 
dwelling shall hereafter be erected or altered 
to accommodate nor make provision for more 
than seventy-five (75) families on any acre of 
land, nor make provision for more than a pro- 
portional number of families on any fractional 
part of an acre of land. The maximum num- 
her of families which may hereafter be housed 
on any plot of ground shall not exceed the in- 
tegral number obtained by multiplying the 
acreage of such plot, exclusive of the area 
within street lines by seventy-five (75). 


Section 13.—“D” Height and Area District. 


In the “D” Height and Area District build- 
ings used for residental purposes shall com- 
ply with the regulations of the “C’ Height 
and Area District. The height of the buildings, 
the minimum dimensions of yards and courts, 
the maximum percentage of lot occupancy and 
the maximum number of families per acre, 
for al] other buildings shall be as follows: 


Height: No building hereafter erected shall 
exceed seventy-five (75) feet or six (6) stories. 


Rear Yard: There shalt be a rear yard of 
not lesa than fifteen (15) feet. 


Side Yard: A side yard, if provided, shall be 
not less than three (3) feet wide, nor less than 
three-fourths (44) of an inch in width for each 
foot of building length. 


Building Area and Number of Families per 
Acre: No building with its accessory build- 
ings shall occupy in excess of eighty (80) per 
cent of an interior lot, nor in excess of ninety 
(90) per cent of a corner lot. 


Section 14.—“E” Height and Area District. 


In the “E” Height and Area District build- 
ing used for residental purposes shall comply 
with the regulations of the ‘“C’ Height and 
Area District. The height of building, the 
minimum dimensions of yards and courts, the 
maxiinum percentage of lot occupancy and the 
maximum number of families per acre for all 
other buildings shall be as follows: 

Height: No building hereafter erected shall 
exceed one hundred (100) feet or eight (8) 
stories. 

Rear Yard: There shall be a rear yard of 
not less than ten (10) feet. 

Side Yard: <A side yard, if provided, shall 
be not less than three (3) feet; nor less than 
three-fourths of an inch wide for each fot of 
building length. 
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Building Area: A building with its accessory 
buildings may occupy the entire lot on the 
first floor, provided the required provision for 
a rear yard is complied with. Above the first 
floor a building shall not occupy in excess 
of ninety (90) percent of a corner lot, nor in 
excess oi eighty (80) per cent of an interior 
lot. 

Section 15.—Height and Area District Excep- 
tions. 


The foregoing requirements in the height 
and area district shall be subject to the follow- 
ing exceptions and regulations: 


Heights-- 


First: That in the “A” and “B” Height 
and Area Districts, public or semi-public 
buildings, hospitals, sanitariums or schools may 
be erected to a height not exceeding sixty 
(60) feet, when set back from all lot lines not 
less than one foot for each foot such building 
exceed thirty-five (35) and forty-five (45) feet 
respectively in height. 


Second: A one family dwelling in the “A” 
Height and Area District may be increased in 
height by not more than ten (10) feet when 
two (2) side yards of not less than fifteen 
(15) feet each are provided. Such dwellings, 
however, shall not exceed three (3) stories in 
height. 


Third: Churches, cathedrals and temples, 
which have side yards on all sides and com- 
ply with the area restrictions of the “A” 
Height and Area District may be erected as 
to the height and regulations in accordance 
with existing or hereafter adopted ordinances 
of the City of Lansing. 


Fourth: Chimneys, cooling towers, clevator 
bulkheads, fire towers, gas tanks, grain ele- 
vators, light-houses, pent houses, stacks, stage 
towers or scenery lofts, sugar refineries, tanks, 
water towers, ornamental towers and _ spires, 
wireless towers or necessary mechanical ap- 
purtenances may be erected as to their height 
in accordance with existing or hereafter adopted 
ordinances of the City of Lansing. A _ tower 
may be erected on a building having a mini- 
mum frontage of one hundred (100) feet on a 
street, provided such tower occupies not more 
than 50% of the frontage of the street, is re- 
moved twenty-five feet from any adjoining 
property line and shall have a maximurn hor- 
izontal area not to exceed thirty-six hundred 
(3600) square feet. A tower may be erected 
on a building having a frontage on three 
streets, but such tower shall have a maximum 
horizontal dimension of not more than 50% of 
the average frontage of the building on all 
streets, shall be removed at least twenty-five 
(25) feet from any adjoining property linc, 
and shall have a maximum horizontal area 
te to exceed thirty-six hundred (3600 square 
eet. 


Fifth: On “through” lots one hundred (100) 
feet or Jess in depth the height of a building 
may be measured from the curb level on 
either street. On through lots more than one 
hundred (100) feet in depth the height 
regulations and basis of height measurement 
for the street permitting the greater height 
shall apply to a depth of not more than one 
hundred (100) feet from that street, 
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Area— 


First: For purposes of the area regulations 
a semi-detached dwelling in the “A” Residence 
District, or group house in the “B” Residence 
District may he considered as one building 
and occupying one lot. 


Second: Buildings on through lots and run- 
ning through from street to street may waive 
the requirements for a rear yard when com- 
plying with the percentage of lot occupancy 
by furnishing other open spaces in lieu of such 
required rear yard. 


Third: In computing the depth of a rear 
yard or the width of a side yard for any build- 
ing where such yard opens onto an alley or 
Street, one-half of such alley or street may 
be assumed to be a portion of the yard. 


Fourth: In computing the percentage of lot 
occupancy in the “D” and “E” Height and 
Area Districts where a lot abuts on an alley, 
one-half the width of the abutting alley may 
be assumed to be a portion of the lot. 


Fifth: Every part of a required yard shall 
be open from its lowest point to the sky un- 
obstructed, except for the ordinary projections 
of skylight above the bottom of such yard, 
and except for the projection of sills, belt 
courses, cornices and ornamental features not 
to exceed four (4) inches. 


Sixth: No cornice shall project over the 
street line more than three (3) per cent of the 
width of such street, and shall in no case 
project more than three (3) feet. 


Seventh: Open or lattice enclosed fire es- 
capes, fireproof outside stairways and _ solid 
floored halconies opening upon fire towers, 
projecting into a yard not more than five (5) 
feet, and the ordinary projections of. chimneys 
and flues, may be permitted by the Building 
Commissioner where same are so placed as not 
to obstruct the light and ventilation. 


Eighth: One or more accessory buildings 
may he erected within a required rear yard 
when built to a height not exceeding twelve 
(12) feet and which occupy an area of not 
more than thirty (30) per cent of the area of 
such required rear yard. 


Section 16.—Board of Appeals. 


Creation of Membership: A Board of Appeals 
is hereby established. The word “Board” 
when used in this section shall be construed 
to mean the Board of Appeals. The Board 
shall consist of five members, ‘of whom not 
less than two (2) shall be members of the 
City Planning Commission, appointed by the 
Mayor for terms of one (1) for one year, two 
(2) for two years, and two (2) for three years, 
respectively, in the first instance, and there- 
after appointments shall be for three (3) 
years each. The chairman of the Board shall 
be annually elected by the members of the 
Board. All members of the Board shall serve 
without compensation. 


Meetings: Meetings of the Board shall be 
held at least once a month and at such other 
times as the Board may determine. There 
shall be a fixed place of meeting and all meet- 
ings shall be open to the public. The Board 
shall adopt its own rules of procedure and 
keep a record of its proceedings, showing the 
action of the Board and the vote of each 
member upon each question considered. The 
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presence of four members shall be necessary 
to constitute a quorum. 


Appeal. Appeal from the ruling of the 
Building Commission concerning the enforce- 
ment of the provisions of this ordinance may 
be made to the Board of Appeals within such 
time as shall be prescribed by the Board by 
general rule. The appellant shall file with the 
Building Commission and with the Board of 
Appeals a notice of appeal, specifying the 
grounds thereof. The Building Commissioner 
shall forthwith transmit to the Board all the 
papers constituting the record upon which the 
action appealed for was taken, 


Stay: An appeal stays all proceedings in 
furtherance of the action appealed from unless 
the Building Commissioner, from whom the 
appeal is taken, certifies to the Board of Ap- 
peals, after the notice of appeal shall have 
been filed with him, that by reason of facts 
stated in the certificate, a stay would in his 
opinion cause imminent peril to life or prop- 
erty, in which case proceedings shall not be 
stayed otherwise than by a restraining order 
which may be granted by the Board of Ap- 
peals or by the Circuit Court, on application, 
on notiee to the Building Coinmissioner from 
whom the appeal is taken and on due cause 
shown. 


Jurisdiction: The Board of Appeals may, in 
specific cases, after public notice and hearing, 
and subject to appropriate conditions and safe- 
guards, detertnine and vary the application 
of the use, height and area district regulations 
herein established in harmony with their gen- 
eral purposes and intent as follows: 


(1) Grant a permit in a residence district 
for a temporary building for commerce or in- 
dustry incidental to the residental development, 
such permit to be issued for a period of not 
more than one (1) year. 


(2) Grant a permit for the reconstruction 
within twelve (12) months of a building de- 
stroyed by fire or other causes to the extent 
of not more than one-half of its assessed value 
when such building is located in a district re- 
stricted against its use. 


(3) Grant a permit for the extension of a use 
or height and area district for a distance of 
not more than twenty-five (25) feet where the 
boundary line of a district divides a lot in a 
single ownership at the time of the adoption of 
this ordinance. 


(4) Grant a permit for the enlargement of 
existing building or buildings, or erection on 
the same lot or plot of ground of additional 
buildings for a trade, business or industrial 
located in a district restricted against its use, 
where such enlargement or expansion of such 
trade, business or industry will not be detri- 
mental to or tend to alter the character of the 
neighborhood. 


(5) Grant a permit for the erection and use 
of a building or the use of a premises in any 
location to a public service corporation or for 
public utility purpose which the Board ad- 
mits reasonably necessary for the public -con- 
venience or welfare. 


(6) Interpret the provisions of this ordinance 
in such a way as to carry out the intent and 
purpose of the plan, as shown upon the maps 
fixing the several districts accompanying and 
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made a part of this ordinance where the street 
layout actually on the ground varies from the 
strect layout as shown on the maps aforesaid. 

(7) Adopt from time to time such rules and 
regulations as may be deemed necessary to 
carry into effect the provisions of this or- 
dinance. 


(8) “Grant permit for the erection of a one- 
family dwelling on a lot held under a separate 
and distinct ownership from the adjacent lots 
and of record at the time of the passage of 
this ordinanee which has less area than the 
lot area per family requirements of this or- 
dinance for the district in which such lot is 
located, 


Seetion 17.—Certificate of Occupaney and Com- 
plianee, 

No premises shall be occupied or used and 
no building shall hereafter be erected or a)- 
tered, nor any building existing at the passage 
of this ordinance be altered or changed in its 
use, until certificates called a “Certificate of 
Occupancy and Compliance,” shall have been 
issued by the Building Commissioner, stating 
that the building or proposed use of building 
or premises complies with all building and 
health laws and ordinances of the city and 
with the provisions of this Zoning Ordinance. 


This Certificate of Occupancy and Compli- 
ance shall be applied for at the same time 
as the application for a building permit and 
shall be issued at any time, not exceeding 
ten (10) days, after the erection or altera- 
tion of such building shall have been com- 
pleted in conformity with the provisions of 
these regulations. A record of all certificates 
shall be kept on file in the office of the 
Building Commissioner and copies shall be 
furnished, on request, to any person having a 
proprietary or tenancy interest in the build- 
ing affected. No fee shall be charged for 
the original Certificate of Occupancy and 
Compliance when applied for at the same time 
as the application for a building permit, for 
all other certificates or copies of any original 
certificate there shall be a charge of one dol- 
lar each. No building permit shall be issued 
before application has been made for Certificate 
of Oecupancy and Cornpliance. 


Section 18:—Plats. 


All applications for building permits shall 
he accompanied by a plat in duplicate drawn 
to scale showing the actual dimensions of the 
lot to be built upon, the size of the building 
to be erected, and such other information as 
may be necessary to provide for the enforce- 
ment of these regulations. A careful record of 
such applications and plats shall be kept in 
the office of the building commissioner. No 
yard, court or other open space provided about 
any building for the purpose of complying with 
the provisions of these regulations shall again 
be used as a yard, court or other open space 
for another building. 


Section 19:-—-Use Permit. 


No change shall be made in the use of a 
building without a permit having first been 
issued by the building commissioner, and no 
permit shall be issued to make such a change 
unless it is in accordance with the provisions 
of this ordinance or amendment thereto here- 
after duly enacted. 
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Section 20: —Interpretation. Purpose and Con- 
flict. 


In interpreting and applying the provisions 
of this ordinance, they shall be held to be the 
minimum requirements for the promotion of the 
public safety, health, convenience, comfort, 
prosperity and general welfare. It is not in- 
tended by this ordinance to interfere with or 
abrogate or annul any ordinance, rules, regu- 
lations or permits previously adopted or is- 
sued, and not in conflict with any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance or which shall be 
adopted or issued, pursuant to law relating to 
the use of buildings or premises, nor is it in- 
tended by this ordinance to interfere with or 
abrogate or annul any easements, covenants, or 
other agreements between parties, provided, 
however, that where this ordinance imposes 
2 greater re striction upon the use of building 
or premises or upon height of building or re- 
quires larger open spaces than are imposed or 
required by such ordinances, rules, regulations 
or permits, or by easements, covenants, or 
agreements, the provisions of this ordinance 
shall control. 


Section 21.— Violation; Penalty. 


Every person, firm or corporation violat- 
ing, neglecting or refusing to comply with any 
of the provisions of this ordinance shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be punished by a fine of 
not less than twenty-five ($25) dollars, nor 
more than two hundred ($200) dollars. 

Each and every day’s continuance of the 
violation of this ordinance shall constitute a 
separate offense and be punishable as such, 

The City of Lansing or any private citizen 
may take steps to cause the abatement of 
any violation of this ordinance. 


Section 22.— Boundaries of Districts. 


Where uncertainty exists with respect to the 
boundaries of the various districts as shown 
on the maps accompanying and made a part 
of this ordinance the following rules shall 
apply: 

(a) The district houndaries are either 
streets or alleys unless otherwise shown and 
where the designation on the maps accom- 
panying and made a part of this ordinance 
indicating the various districts are approxi- 
mately bounded by streets or alley lines, 
said street or alley shall be construed to be 
the boundary of such district; 

(b) Where the district boundaries are not 
otherwise indicated and where the property 
has heen or may hereafter he divided into 
blocks and lots, the district boundaries shall 
be construed to be lot lines, and where the 
designations on the maps accompanying and 
made a part of this ordinance indicating the 
various districts are approximately bounded by 
lot lines, said lot lines shall he construed to 
be the houndary of such district, unless said 
boundaries are otherwise indicated on the 
maps. 


Section 23.—Validity and Administration. 


Should any section, clause or provision of 
this ordinance be declared by the courts to 
be invalid, the same shall not affect the 
validity of the ordinance as a whole or any 
part thereof. other than the part so declared 
to be invalid. 


Tt is hereby made the duty of the Building 
Commissioner to administer this ordinance. 
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Section 24:—Changes and Amendments. 


The city planning commission may, of its 
own motion or upon petition signed by the 
owners of a majority of the property accord- 
ing to frontage in any district or portion 
thereof, prepare an ordinance amending, sup- 
plementing, or changing the district bound- 
aries or the regulations herein established. 
The city planning commission shall cause to be 
prepared a notice indicating the proposed 
change in the regulations or in the district 
boundary lines and describing the boundaries 
of the territory to be affected, which notice 
shall set a date for a public hearing for con- 
sideration of such proposed amendment, sup- 
plement or change. After due publication and 
posting and public hearing of such proposed 
amendment, supplement or change, as required 
by law, the city planning commission may 
cause such ordinance to be introduced in the 
city council of the city of Lansing. When- 
ever a written protest against such proposed 
amendment, supplement, or change, signed by 
the owners of twenty (20) per cent of the 
frontage proposed to be altered, or by the 
owners of twenty (20) per cent of the front- 
age immediately adjoining or across an ‘alley 
therefrom, or by the owners of twenty (20) 
per cent of the frontage directly opposite the 
frontage proposed to be altered, shall have 
been filed with the city planning commission, 
the ordinance providing for such proposed 
aniendment, supplement or change shall not 
be passed except by the favorable vote of 
three-fourths of the members of the city 
council. lf any area is hereafter transferred 
to another district by a change in district 
boundaries by an amendment, as above pro- 
vided, the provisions of this ordinance in re- 
gard to buildings or premises existing at 
the time of the passage of this ordinance shall 
apply to buildings or premises existing at the 
time of the passage of such amendment in 
such transferred areas. 


Section 25:—Conflicting Provisions Repealed. 

All ordinances or parts of ordinances in con- 
flict with any of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance are herehy repealed. 

Section 26:—When Effective. 

This ordinance shall be in effect from and 
after its passage, publication and recording, 
according to law, thirty days after publication.

Honorable Mayor and City Council, Lansing, 
Michigan: 


Gentlemen: 


In regard to the resolution heretofore intro- 
duced in this council, to wit: “By Ald, Phillips 
—Resolved by the City Council of the City of 
Lansing: That hereafter all regular meetings 
of the Board of Police and Fire Commissioners, 
Board of Health, Board of Water and Electric 
Light Commissioners, and Board of Cemetery 
and Public Park Commissioners shall be open 
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meetings held in the councif chamber and the 
public shall be invited and may attend.” 


It will be observed by the resolution that 
the same is an undertaking to designate the 
place of holding the meetings. of the several 
commissions of the city and declaring that 
the same shall ‘be public, 


Before arriving at a conclusion in this mat- 
ter let us examine what the Charter has to 
say as to the meetings of these several 
boards. 


As to the Board of Police and Fire Com- 
missioners, the Charter does not state when 
they shall hold meetings or where they shall 
hold them. 


As to the Board of Health, the Charter, 
Section 286, provides for its holding meetings, 
and among other things says: 


“The Mayor, who shall be ex-officio, a 
member of the Board of Health, shall on the 
first Tuesday in May, in each year, or as 
soon thereafter as possible, call a meeting 
of said Board desigaating a time and place 
of such meeting. Said board shall elect one 
of its members president, and it shall provide 
by rule for the time and place of its regular 
meetings and for the calling of special meet- 
ings,” 

So it appears that the Chai ter has pointed 
out how the Board of Health shall hold their 
tneetings and directs that they appoint the 
time and place for the same. 


The Board of Water and Electric Light 
Commissioners are directed by the Charter, 
Section 302, as follows: 


“The board shall hold not less than two 
regular meetings each month and a_ special 
meeting may be called at any time by the 
President.”’ 


As to the Board of Cemetery and Public 
Park Commissioners the Charter does not 
appear to designate particularly as to_ their 
meetings, leaving it up to some of the Boards 
by rule or regulation to call meetings at such 


time and place as they may deem proper or - 


necessary. 


These different bodies are features of the 
Charter and form a component part of the 
city government, and it ig very questionable 
whether the city ‘council ‘could destroy the 
right of the said boards to hold their meet- 
ings as they might determine, as long as they. 
kept within reason. Again the “duree 2 
these boards, while they are handling od 
matters, are not always of such a nature 
as would be advisable for the public to know of 
or be informed of, in advance. Many business 
transactions are carried on which gre in many 
instances of a comparatively private nature, 
and it would not seem advisable to say that 
they must open the doors and that the public 
be invited in to héar:all matters pertaining 
to the affairs of the different departments. 


I do not wish to ‘be understood as indicating 
that these boards are entirely outside of the 
scope of the city. council, but. their duties 
generally are laid down by the charter, and 
should the council pass the resolution in 
question. the only: possible way' of enforcing 
it would be if the board ‘ignored the order, 
to remove the board. By so doing it would 
make these .boards entirely subservient to 
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the will of -the council, which was not in- 
tended by the framers of the Charter. These 
boards are supposed to exercise discretion in 
the affairs which they are called upon to 
discharge.

In reply to your cMiged # in relation to the 
sale of cemetery lots which are only par- 
tially paid for at the time, I will say that I 


have carefully examined the situation and 
given it full consideration, and I am of the 
opinion that the receipt which you give for 
payments, and the opportunity of the pur- 
chaser to pay is very generous on the part 
of the Board. 


The Board has an option of two things. 
They can either sue and collect upon the 
notes or consider the contract at an end and 
repossess the lot as stipulated in your agree- 
ments. Undoubtedly the latter will be fol- 
lowed most generally, and it is my opinion 
that there are no steps necessary for the 
Board to take in order to foreclose their part 
of the contract. Simply take possession of 
the lot and resell it in the course of business. 
However as a matter of good conscience and 
equity I would recommend that where you 
have the address of the parties, to notify them 
that you intend to conclude the matter and

On September 26th I suspended Patrolman 
Archie Wilber for the following reasons: 

Patrolman Wilber at one time attempted to 
arrest a man who he suspicioned of being in 
possession of liquor in an automobile. The 
party abandoned the auto and escaped from 


Wilber. The automobile was held at the sta- 
tion for a considerable period, then repaired 
and placed in service for the Police Depart- 
ment; which apparently did not meet with the 
approval of Patrolman Wilber, as on differ - 
ent occasions he had made remarks to Me- 
chanic William Hale that the car rightfully 
belonged to him and that he was going to 
take some steps to find out why he did not 
get it. Patrolman Hale reported these re- 
marks to me from time to time and I waited 
for officer Wilber to approach me on the sub- 
ject, but he never did. 


At about the time of the beginning of the 
police investigation by the City Council an 
insurance agent by the name of Zeeland 
Goodell came to me and reported that Dr. 
W. K. Wilson and Allen Ferle had been to 
his office trying to trace up the ownership 
of this certain automobile. Also J learned 
that the same parties had been to the Ford 
service station operated by F. J. Blanding 
Company looking up details in regard to the 
same car. 


On September 26th, Officer Wilber was sub- 
poenaed to appear before the investigating 
committee. His entire testimony was on the 
seizure and disposition of this automobile. The 
way in which the questions were asked and 
answers given, which questions were frequent- 
ly answered before they had concluded the 
question, satisfied me there was a clear un- 
derstanding between Mr. Cummins and officer 
Wilber in regard to this automobile.

REPORT ON INVESTIGATION OF POLICE 
DEPARTMENT. 


The Committee of the Whole of the City 
Council of the City of Lansing acting under 
instructions of said Council to conduct an in- 
vestigation into the affairs and conduct of the 
Polite Department of the said City, beg 
leave to report as follows: 


That said Committee has, with considerable 
eare, conducted such investigation, has heard 
the testimony of a large number of witnesses 
and has endeavored to learn the true facts 
with reference to all matters concerning which 
testimony was taken and we further beg 
keave to report the following findings: 


The Case of George Sitterding. 
1, The committee finds that in this case on 


Sunday, the 10th day of June, 1923, said 


George Sitterding was arrested and placed in 
jail until sometime on the following day. And 
we firid that said arrest was wholly illegal 
and without any authority of law whatever 
and cotistituted an act of false imprisonment 
on the part of the officets making the sare. 
We find that the Chief of Police was not in 
the city at the time of such arrest and did 
not know the facts concerning the same at 
the time thereof, but that those in authority 
next to him were familiar with the facts and 
that such facts should have brought about 
pronipt disciplinary measures against the of- 
fiters' making the arrest. 


2. We further find it to be a fact that said 
George Sitteraing after being brought to the 
city jail and while being confined there was 
attacked and beaten hy police officers. There 
i8 considerable conflicting testimony on this 
point, but the testimony is convincing that 
when He was taker to the jail he was not 
suffering frottt any physical injury of any 
cotisequence and that at the time of his re- 
léas¢ he had been in sOme manner and by 
sotfie persons, striotisly beaten. This having 
octurréd while he was under the immediate 
charge of police officers and no explanation 
whatever having been offered therefor we can 
come to no conclusion but that it came 
about substantially in the way testified by Mr. 
Sitterding. 


3. We further find that while so confined in 
the city jail, said George Sitterding was 
denied the right to communicate with his 
frierids, and while we do not wish to be un- 
derstood as finding: that indiscriminate or un- 
limited opportunities to use the telephone 
should be accorded to prisoners, we do find 
that in every instance a prisoner committed 
to the jail should bé allowed, under the stip- 
ervision of the officers and with full knowl- 
edtté oft their part of the communication sent 
out, to communicate with his friends in order 
that they may take such steps as would be 
lawful in his beHalf. 


The Case of Goodnecht. 


We find that on two occasions the Police De- 
partment conducted illegal searches of the 
premises of the said Goodnecht and illegal 
seizures of his property, atid on two occasions 


’ such conduct. 
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arrested him and confined him in jail illegal- 
ly owing to the fact that they had at the 
time of such search and seizure no search 
warrant, and at the time of each said arrests 
no warrant for his arrest, and he was not in 
either case arrested on reasonable suspicion 


of a felony committed by him or for any mis- © ° 


demeanor committed in the presence of the 
officers, 


The Case of John Spaniola. 


In this case we find that the officers c¢on- 
ducted an illegal search and seizure of the 
premises occupied by said John Spaniola, and 
illegally arrested him and confined him in 
jail, said arrest being without warrant. and 
without any evidence against said Spaniola 
except such as was gained by means of an 
illegal search. Said Spaniola testified that he 
was denied the right to communicate with 
any one while in the jail, although he expressly 
requested the right to communicate with 
counsel; and though he explained to the officers 
that he had a large quantity of perishable 
fruit on hand which would suffer if it did 
not have his immediate dare. 


Were it not for the testimony of officets of 
the Police Department relating to the matter 
of allowing prisotiers to communicate with out- 
sidérs, we might hesitate to find that this 
claim was true. But it has been admitted 
by evidence of the officers on the part of the 
Police Department that it was the policy in 
such instances to deny such communication 
until the party had been arraigned before thé 
couft. 


Case of Charles Stone. 


In this case no charge of any kind was mx 
or contemplated against Mr. Stone. Notwith- 
standing that fact police officers went to his 
residence attd forcibly réquired him to leave 
his home and ‘go some distance up the street 
to cohfer with otber police officers, including 
the Captain of Police. While there he was 
threatened with being forcibly taken to Police 
Headquarters. The conduct of the officers 
was’ immediately brought to the attention of 
the Chief of Police. Such conduct was illegal 
afd constituted a grave infringement upon the 
rights of Mr. Stone, afd should have resulted 
in bringing about prompt disciplinary meas- 
ures against the officers who were guilty cf 
No such measures whatever 
were taken. 


Case of George Wixom. 
In this case it is not disputed that Mr. 


Wixom was placed under arrest by a police 


officer while at the city market in the city. 
He had stated to friends of his that on a 
certain occasion the police officers had beaten 
Him. No justification was offered for his 
arrest other than the fact that he had made 
such statements. These statements, whether 
true or false, constituted mo ground for his 
arrest at the time and place and in the man- 
ner testified to. i 


The Case of “Poota” Madden. 


In this case officer Miles shot Maddes 
through his shoulder and lung while Madden 
was driving a truck on Michigan Avenue 
East. The only reason offered for shooting 
Madden was that he refused to stop the truck

when ordered to do so by the officer. Said 
Madden was not wanted for any crime there- 
tofore committed and the effort of the officer 
to stop him was solely because of a breach of 
a trafhe ordinance. Such shooting was a gross 
abuse of authority and was of such character 
as should have called for an immediate dis- 
missal from the police force. It did not result 
in any disciplinary measures whatever, al- 
though the facts were fully known to the 
Chief of Police. 


Case of William Crowley. 


In this case, two police officers had made 
the arrest of two men who were drunk and 
disturbing the peace. The arrests was un- 
questionably lawful, but we find that while 
said officers were conducting the arrested men 
to police headquarters, officer Keith Laing 
cruelly and brutally beat said Crowley over 
the head with his police club and that this 
was without any justification whatever and at 
a time when no resistance to said officer 
was being made by said Crowley and purely 
as a result of insulting remarks made by said 
Crowley to said officer. We further find that 
the injury inflicted upon said Crowley were 
such as-should have had immediate medical 
attention and that no such medical attention 
was provided and said Crowley was not even 
allowed to wash the blood from his hair which 
was matted with blood. We find that said 
Keith Laing for this gross misconduct should 
have been immediately dismissed from the 
said force and that the officers in charge of 
the city jail were subject to severe censure 
for not having seen to it that the wounds of 
said Crowley were cared for and given proper 
attention. 


Party Arrested in Front of Lawrence Apart- 
: ments. ‘ 


-In this case a party of two men and two 
women were arrested by police officers, about 
two o’cleck in the morning, in front of the 
Lawrence apartments. They had previously 
been occupying, with others, an apartment in 
sak building where they had been sufficiently 
noisy to attract the attention of police off- 
cers on the outside and where they had been 
drinking intoxicating liquors. When arrested 
they were under the influence of liquor to 
Such an extent that they were very talik- 
ative and noisy and were planning to drive 
to Pine Lake to go swimming. . They were 
in.,possession of a bottle of Gordon = Gin 
partially consumed and which one of the men 
tried to pour out at the time of the arrest. 
They were caught in the open violation of 
the liquor law and made no claim of having 
any ‘defense thereto. Notwithstanding these 
facts and notwithstanding the ‘fact that the 
officer had in all respects conducted the arrest 
lawfully they were ordered released by the 
Chief of Police without investigation, other 
than a telephone communication from one Mrs. 
Phelps, and the statement of the sergeant in 
charge at the police station that while the 
party wa8 under the influence of liquor they 
weré tot drunk... We condemn a release of 
parties known to be guilty of offenses against 
the -liquor law by any police officer without 
taking the parties before the court as wholly 
improper, illegal and strongly tending to’en- 
courage the violation of such laws.

Louis Moore’s Case 


The facts in this case are not in dispute. 
It appears that one DeCoursey, representing 
the SeaGraves -Engine Company occupied a 
room at the Hotel Downey. About one o’clock 
in the morning a police officer found said De- 
Coursey in said room with four quart whisky 
bottles, a number of glasses and bottles of 
mineral water on a table. The whisky bottles 
were nearly empty. One Louis Moore, at the 
time a member of the Police and Fire Com- 
mission, had just left the room in company 
with a one Mr. Sheets who was an employe 
of the city, employed as a driver for the 
ear of the Chief of the Fire Department. 
There is no: evidence that said Sheets had 
been in the room or that he had partaken 
in any way of any intoxicating liquor. He 
was delegated by the Chief of the Fire De- 
partment to drive said Moore’s car. When 
said Moore left said room he had with him 
two unopened quart bottles of bonded liquor. 
Said Moore and Sheets went to the Wolver- 
ine Restaurant and while they were there an 
officer took the two quart bottles of whisky 
from Moore’s car. Immediately thereafter said 
Moore and Sheets went in said car to a point 
in front of number 305% North Washington 
Avenue, when said Moore went up the stair- 
way and eight minutes thereafter returned 
with two other quart bottles of whisky. When 
he went up said stairway he did not have this 
whisky. Officers of the city, thereafter, in 
the proper performance of their duty arrested 
said Moore and Sheets and took them to the 
police station. Said Moore was grossly intoxi- 
cated. Shortly thereafter his release was order- 
ed by the Chief of police by telephone. No 
record was made of the arrest nor of the seiz- 
ure of the liquor in the books where such 
seizures were customarily recorded. No report 
of the seizure of the liquor was made to the 
State Department of Public Safety as required 
by law. No effort was made to prosecute De- 
Coursey or Moore or one McElvey who occu- 
pied the premises from which Mr. Moore pro- 
cured the second two bottles .of liquor. It is 
claimed that Mr. Moore declined to make any 
statements concerning the transaction. No 
effort was made to procure affidavit of Mr. 
Sheets relating to the facts within his knowl- 
edge. At the investigation Mr. Sheets testi- 
fied freely and frankly concérning the same- 
Mr. Moore has been absent from the city dur- 
ing the entire investigation. 


We find the Police Department to have been 
grossly neglectful of its duty in the handling’ 
of this case. The facts known to Mr. Sheets 
would have justified the immediate procure- 
ment of a search warrant to search the prem- 
ises of said McElvey. A prompt and _ vigor- 
ous prosecution of all the guilty parties was 
the only course open to the Police Depart- 
ment, and would have been of immense bene- 
fit in the enforcement of the liquor law. 


In Re One Ford Car. 


It appears that on one occdsion, officer Wil- 
bur arrested a4 man who was driving a Ford 
automobile. After making the arrest the party 
resisted him and broke away from him and 
escaped leaving the car behind him which was 
found to contain a quantity of bonded whisky. 
The car was injured by running into the Shia- 
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wassee Street bridge at the time of the ar- 
rest. Said car was afterwards appropriated 
by the Police Department and after being 
used for some months by the‘Department was 
traded in towards a new car. This action on 
the part of the Police Department was wholly 
illegal and contrary to law, and we condemn 
such action on the part of the Police De- 
partment as strongly tending to encourage 
others in the violation of the law. 


Release of Automobiles Seized By Police 
Department. 


It is admitted by the Police Department that 
quite a large number of automobiles have been 
seized by police officers when being used for 
the illegal transportation of intoxicating liquors 
and that in every instance such cars have 
been turned over to the owner or to persons 
claiming liens or interests therein, by the 
Department. It is claimed that this has been 
done upon the verbal direction of the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney of the County. No reports what- 
ever as to the seizure of such cars have been 
made to the Department of Public Safety of 
the State of Michigan. No court proceedings 
have been had to determine whether or not 
they should be retained or released. The 
statute expressly requires that an immediate 
report and inventory be made to the Depart- 

.-ment of Public Safety of all such seizures, 
and to insure the making of such report, any 
officer failing to make the required report 
and inventory is declared guilty of a misde- 
meanor and suhject to a fine of not more than 
Two Hundred Dollars or six months imprison- 
ment or both in the discretion of the court. 
The course to be pursued and the method of 
procedure is very carefully Jaid down by the 
statute. Nothing is left to the discretion of 
the police officers in such cases, nor, it may 
be said, to the discretion of the Prosecuting 
Attorney. The procedure detailed in the sta- 
tute was manifestly carefully thought out hy 
the legislature for the purpose of aiding in 
the enforcement of the liquor law. Notwith- 
standing all that, the law has been inten- 
tionally and wholly disregarded. In other 
words the Police Department has assumed to 
nullify, so far as the City of Lansing is con- 
cerned, the deliberate judgment of legislature 
as to what should be the course pursued in 
this class of cases. No claim is made that 
the law is invalid. The only justification of- 
ferred by the Police Department is the claim 
that this course is directed by the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney, and the Chief of Police openly 
avows that even though the law was per- 
fectly plain he felt himself under obligation 
to disobey it if so directed by the Prosecuting 
Attorney. The Prosecuting Attorney was not 
sworn in the case and we have no means of 
knowing whether it is true that he did so 
direct, but for the purpose of this investiga - 
tion we find that whether true or not. it 
furnishes no excuse for -violating a law which 
is perfectly plain and unambiguous in_ its 
terms. It is not claimed that the Prosecutor 
advised him that the law was invalid or that 
there was any douht about its meaning and we 
find it to be no part of the functions of the 
Prosecuting Attorney to advise or direct dis- 
obedience to law, where neither the validity 
or the meaning of the law are in dispute. 
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The Box Car Episode. 


It appears that on one occasion a number of 
Police officers were sent out with a marked 
ten dollar bill either for the purpose of in- 
ducing one Ada Crandall and another woman 
to make an illegal sale of intoxicating liquor 
or for the purpose of procuring evidence against 
them as prostitutes. Whichever purpose was 
in mind the details of the enterprise appears 
to have been left to officers Beebe and John- 
son, Beebe being at that time a_ sargeant. 
They were under the charge of Lieutenant 
Dickerson who testified that the purpose was 
to obtain evidence of illegal violations and 
that he knew nothing of the details of what 
was afterwards done and no one testified 
that he had any part in planning the de- 
tails of the enterprise. By methods that were 
disgusting and disgraceful to any one knowing 
the participants in the plan as carried out in 
its details, a perfect case was obtained against 
the women. But the method used was _ so 
repugnant to all sense of decency that the 
Chief of Police desired to avoid any publicity 
of the same and directed the discharge of 
the women and disciplined one of the police 
officers, namely, Patrolman Johnson. On the 
other hand Sergeant Beebe has since. been 
promoted to Lieutenancy. Giving Sergeant 
Beebe’s conduct the most favorable construc- 
tion to him it indicated a lack of discretion 
and judgment which in the judgment of this 
committee wholly unfits him for a respongible 
position in the Police Department. We think 
instead of being promoted, he should have 
been dismissed. 


The Suspensic:n o2 Lieutenant Wilbur. 


During the progress of the investigation, 
Patrolman Wilbur of the Police Department in 
response to a subpoena was placed upon the 
witness stand and frecly told the facts relat- 
ing to the appropriation of the Ford car herein- 
hefore mentioned, seived hy him while being 
used in the illegal transportation of liquor. 
It is admitted that he told nothing hut the 
truth relating thereto. Immediately after he 
left the witness stand he was suspended by 
order of the Chief of Police. The only excuse 
offered for such suspension was that Patrol- 
man Wilbur had, a long time previous, dis- 
closed facts relating to the Police Department 
to outsiders but there was no evidence what- 
ever ef any such disclosure and ro evidence 
of any kind or character showing any miscon- 
duct o1 the part of Lieutenant Wilbur, ex- 
cept that in the winter of 1921, shortly after 
the seivure of the Ford car, he had said to 
an employe of the Police Department, William 
Hale, that the car ought to belong to him. 
We find as a fact that said suspension did 
rot take place for the reasons stated, but that 
it took place hecause of the fact that said 
Wilbur has testified in this investigation and 
we can find no other reason or motive for 
such susnension except that of deterring other’ 
police officers from testilving. It was ex- 
pressly admitted hy the Chief of Police that 
the testimony of Mr. Wilbur had been true 
in every particular. 


We expressly find that the matters herein- 
hefore set forth when considered in connection 
with the testimony as to the general policy of 
the Police Department in such matters show 
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gross misconduct in office on the part of the 

lice officers. And we further find that the 
ailure of the Police and Fire Commission to 
take notice of and remedy such conditions 
shows that there should be a reorganization of 
the entire Police Department, including the 
Board of Police and Fire Commissioners, and 
we recommend to the Mayor and City Coun- 
cil the immediate taking of steps looking to 
that end, all of which is respectfully submitted.

Fire Commissioners and we recommend to the 


Gentlemen: 


On October 15th the majority of you signed 
a report in relation to the investigation of the 
Police Department and the Board of Police 
and Fire Commissioners of the City of Lan- 
sing and after making your findings you con- 
cluded, as follows: 

“We further find that the failure of the 
Police and Fire Commissioners to take notice 
of and remedy such conditions shows that there 
should be a reorganization of the entire Police 


Mayor and City Council the immediate tak- } 


ing of steps looking to that end.” 


This report having included the Mayor and 
recommending him to take certain steps forces 
me by virtue of said recommendation to either 
adopt the report as made or state my reasons 
for not so doing as all must and should un- 
derstand by virtue of the council resolving 
itself into a committee of the whole and choos- 
ing its own chairman the Mayor had no part 
in the action of the committee, but when the 
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mraiter comes before the council it then be- 
comes my duty to recognize the same and dis- 
charge my duties which I ain called upon to 
do as Mayor of the City of Lansing and in so 
doing I shall do the same fearlessly, honestly 
and to the best of my ability as I have under- 
taken to discharge all my duties since 1 have 
been incumbent of the Office. 


At the outset I wish it to be known and 
wish to be understood that in the discharge 
of my duties I have been undertaking and 
shall in the future undertake to have the 
different Departments of the City work in 
conjunetion and for the best interests of our 
City. No City working under a Charter such 
as we have can be successful until its de- 
partments function and work together atrd 
when one Department undertakes to tear down 
or work to the detriment of the other we are 
destroying that part and portion of our City 
Government. Our Police Force is one of the 
great hodies of our commonwealth. They are 
men that have been chosen to protect our 
property and our rights, to enforce the laws 
and carry out their execution. In this re- 
gard it must be remembered that our Police 
and Commissioners, and all of us, are human 
beings, subject to the frailities of humanity 
and liable to err, but the great and_ prinei- 
pal question is, are they working and exer- 
cising’ according to the best of their judg- 
ment and ability? 

Our Police Force and Board of Police and 
Fire Commissioners have been charged and 
censored in your report, not only with a lack 
in the discharge of their duties, but of ex- 
ceeding the authority given them by law. 
It would be indeed marvelous in a City hke 
this if some of the Police Officers in the dis- 
charge of their duties and in making the 
many arrests that are made, did not over- 
step the letter of the Jaw in a few instances, 
dealing as they do with “bootleggers,” and 
eriminals in general, being a class of people 
who do in every way attempt to evade the 
law and when detected endeavor to find some 
trivial excuse or reason whereby their prose- 
cution may be defeated, and I am loathe to 
lend my influence in the support and aid of 
any of this class of people. For that reason 
1 am foréed to say that 1 cannot agree with 
the report as tmade, for it is my opinion that 
it is unjustified and has a great tendency to 
lend support and condolence to the “bootleg- 
ger” and “crook” and disparage the efforts 
of our present Police Force or any Police 
Force that might le in charge of our City in 
the future, and, plainly, |} refuse to accede 
to or concur in the recommendations contained 
in your report. 


In fairness to all, 1 deem it my duty to re- 
view the same in a general way and call at- 
tention especially to the some of the points 
which | believe to be the most objectionable, 
and in this respect 1 will take the same up 
in order in which the report was made. 


In the Case of George Sitterding. 


While | did not hear all the evidence given 
during the investigation, I feel that } am 
well informed in relation to the same general- 
ly. The Police in this regard are condemned 
for arresting this man Sitterding after they 
had been called. It appears that some women 
got into a quarrel over a clothesline and that 
this man Sitterding interfered in behalf of his 
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wife. As stated, the Police were called and 
when they got there they found conditions as 
they existed and the women claimed to have 
heen assaulted severely by Sitterding, and 
from the evidenee disclosed, the marks upon 
her body showed that she had been severely 
assaulted. The Police testified and said that 
they helteved that this woman had been as- 
saulted and injured to such an extent that the 
man had committed a felony and was liable 
for an assault with the intent to do great 
bodily injury. No one questions but that 
these officers acted in good faith and were dis- 
charging their duties as they. honestly ap- 
peared to them as this time. Shall we con- 
demn these ofhcers who are undertaking te 
protect the people of our commonwealth, even 
though they overstepped in the discharge of 
their duties? | contend that they did not 
exceed their authority in regard to the arrest. 
Permit me to invite your attention to our 
Supreme Court record People vs. Bressler, 223 
Michigan 601 (quoting from a former decision) 
Says: 


“Any constable or sheriff may arrest any 
person whom he suspects on reasonable ground 
of having committed a felony, whether in fact 
a felony has been actually committed or not.” 


This man Sitterding was brought to jail 
and afterwards brought to trial. He alleges 
that he was beaten and bruised by the officers. 
This is a mooted question. The oficers de- 
nied it, as does one of the Michigan State 
Police Officers who was present. I do nat 
feel that our Officers should be censored un- 
til proven guilty and it is our duty, as the 
governing body of this city, to stand by our 
Officials in questions of doubt. 


In this matter it also appears that the man 
was arrested and confined in jail Fault is 
further found with the Officers because there 
was some evidence that this man was de- 
nied the right to communicate with his friends. 
Ike was denied the use of the telephone for 
some time, [ see nothing grievous in this 
matter, and nothing that should challenge 
particular censure. In fact,, it is so stall 
that it is beneath the dignity of this body to 
consider. Fhe Police Force must have some 
opportunity ‘to determine for themselves 
whether it was proper for the man to com- 
municate or not, and until there is a serious 
abuse of the same no condemnation should 
he pronounced upon the Police Department. 


In the Case of Goodnecht. 


In this matter the Police Department was 
condemned off hand by the comtnittee charg- 
ing Goodnecht's premises were — illegally 
searched and Ulegal seizures were made of hts 
property, And he was not in either case 
arrested an reasonable suspicions of a felony 
committed by him. This statement is absol- 
utely erroneous. It appears from the evidence 
that this man Gooduecht was running a store 
in Grand Avenue and the police suspected 
him of selling extracts containing alcohol for 
heverage purposes, It appears that he was 
arrested once and this case was not brought 
to trial, That they again searched hts prem- 
ises found the goods, he was convicted in the 
Cireuit Court of violating the prohibition law 
of this State, he appealed to the Supreme 
Court and the decision of the Circuit Court 
was ‘affirmed. tHe was then sentenced to jail 
and to pay a fine, Further, this man Good- 
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necht perjured himself upon the witness stand, 
stating that these were the only two ‘times he 
had ever been arrested, the facts are that 
he had been arrested and convicted on two 
other occasions in the City of Lansing, and 
was arrested twice in Owosso in the last few 
years. He is the man who said that the 
officers’ took $585.00 from his till and that he 
remained silent in relation to the same _ for 
over a year and comes upon the witness stand 
and makes a claim. If we can condemn our 
Police Force for bringing Bootleggers to Jjus- 
tice we had better dispense with them entire- 
ly and tell the bootleggers and crooks that 
this is an open town and that they can ply 
their occupations without fear of molestation. 


In the Case of John Spaniola. 


In their findings in this case the committee 
states first: ‘In this case we find that the 
officers conducted an illegal search and scizure 
of the premises occupied by the said John 
Spaniola, and illegally arrested him and con- 
fined him in jail.’’ Personally, I feel that this 
condennation on the part of this committee 
of our Police Officers in unjustified, as the 
evidence discloses that at the time of the 
arrest of Spaniola he had, had a party in his 
place of business and that his place of business 
was a public place. That the same was on 
Sunday night and that they were creating a 
disturbance and that the officers went and 
discovered the party, and that also after go- 
ing into the building where the disturbance 
was they discovered liquor. The possession of 
liquor at that time, as we all know, was a 
felony. That the Police Officers brought the 
respondent to the jail, together with the liquor, 
coniplaint was made against him, but for 
some reason was never prosecuted. Nothing is 
shown but what the officers did their duty 
faithfully and honestly, 


It is charged further that he was eut off 
from communication during the next morning 
for some time. That was explaincd by the 
police department by the fact that for some 
time they did keep people from communication 
with the outside twntil an arrangement was 
made, as often it defeated the ends of justice. 
Can we condemn our Police Department for an 
honest undertaking to enforce the laws? 


In the Case of Chas. Stone. 


Substantially the facts in relation to this 
matter are, Mr. Stone, in company with some 
other man, who was later learned to be, a 
Mr. Fowler, was driving along North Wash- 
ington Avenue at a point where the ‘Streets 
were being repaired. An officer was on duty 
directing the trafhe and these men did not 
obey the officer’s directions, and nearly ran 
into him with their inachine. In fact, as the 
officer discloses, he was pushed for some dis- 
tance and was thrown upon the bumper of the 
car. The officer obtained the number of the 
car and the car was followed by Police Officers 
and Mr. Stone asked to come to the Station, 
which he did later where he and his com- 
anion were reprimanded by the Chief of 

olice. While they might have threatened 
Mr. Stone with arrest, there was nothing of a 
serious nature occurred in the officer’s conduct 
towards him, and he was not detained. I 
certainly feel that the officers were justified 
in what they did. 


COUNCIL PROCEEDINGS 


In the Case of George Wixom. 


While this is another matter in which the 
police were characterized as wrong-doers, the 
facts appear that this man George Wixom 
was at or around the City Market talking 
and telling people that the police had beaten 
him most severely. He was sent for and 
brought to police headquarters, where he 
acknowledged that the statements were false. 
There was no undertaking on the part of the 
Police Department, or any of its officers, in 
any way to inflict any punishment upon him. 
As a matter of fact, he was not arrested but 
was simply brought in for investigation. It 
would certainly be very detrimental to the 
efficiency of the Police Department were men 
permitted to go around promiscuously making 
statements derogatory to them, as this man 
appears to have been doing, and while there 
may be no written law authorizing the police 
to do what they did, they certainly would be 
beyond question, justified as a matter of prin- 
ciple in doing it. However, I am inclined to 
the opinion that this man, in making these 
statements of a slanderous nature, was com- 
nlitting an offense and that it would have 
been legal if an arrest had heen made. But, 
as stated, it appears that all that was done 
was to take steps to suppress this man from 
making any further slanderous statements and 
that, that was done in a gentlemanly manner 
as far as the evidence discloses. 


In the Case of ‘‘Poots’”? Madden. 


The facts of this case are stated in the find- 
ings of your eommittee as follows:—“In this 
case Officer Miles shot Madden through the 
shoulder and lung while Madden was driving 
a truck on Michigan Avenue East. The only 
reason Officer Miles had for shooting Madden 
was that he refused to stop the truck when 
ordered to do so by the officer. He _ said 
Madden was not wanted for any crime here- 
to fore committed and the effort of the officer 
to stop him was solely because of a breach 
of a traffic ordinance.” 


The facts as disclosed are that ‘‘Poots’’ Mad- 
den and another party were driving a truck 
on East Michigan Avenue at about two o’clock 
in the morning while under the influence of 
liquor and without any lights upon the car, 
not only in violation of the city ordinance hut 
of the laws of the State of Michigan. (The 
officer ordered them to stop, they refused and 
made the explanation “I will run over the 
s.... of a b.....’?) Madden was known to be 
a bad man, having served time in prison prior 
to this occurrence. What should the officer 
have done, gotten-out of the way and let the 
man continue on his course in violation of the 
laws of the State of Michigan and of the City 
of Lansing, and by reason of his running with- 
out lights perhaps caused the death of some 
innocent party? Or. was the Officer justified 
in doing what he did under the cirucmstances? 
I am frank to say that it is my opinion that 
had the officer permitted this man to have 
gone upon his way and not resorted to the 
means he did to stop him and some accident 
had oecurred by reason of the same, that this 
committee would have censured the officer 
much more severely and more justly than they 
have done because of his discharging his duty 
in the manner he did. It will be remembered 
that the officers are called upon for immediate 
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decision and action and are liable to censure 
if they do or do not. 


In the Case of William Crowley. 


In the findings in this matter the com- 
mittee finds that the arrest of this man Crow- 
ley was unquestionably lawful, but censure 
the officer, Officer Laing who made the arrest, 
for abusing and brutally beating Crowley, 
over the head with his police club at a time 
when no resistance of said officer was being 
made by the said Crowley. 


The facts of this matter were that Crowley 
and another man were fighting. Crowley had 
the other man down and the officer took him 
off and that Crowley resisted the officer, 
tearing his clothing practically off from his 
body and injuring him quite severely in the 
back and otherwise. The officer finally took 
him to a place where he was to call the 
Police wagon and this man Crowley kept stick- 
ing his hands in the officer’s face and when 
requested not to do so said he would do it 
as often as he wanted to. The officer did 
strike him with his club, but that the extent 
of his bruises and injuries were not severe. 

Now, before condemning the officer for his 
conduct and asking for his dismissal let us 
take into consideration the condition of the 
officer at this time. He had been severely 
assaulted and his clothing torn and Crowley 
insisted on further resisting him, the ofhcer be- 
ing in a condition where he did not feel like 
further combating him. Let us see then if he 
was not justified in his conduct towards this 
man Crowley. As to the subsequent conduct of 
the officers towards this man in not allow- 
ing him to wash and get a Doctor, a Doctor 
was secured for him. I do not wish to be 
understood as advocating anything inhuman 
on the part of the Police Officers whatever, 
but I do know and understand that a Police 
Officer’s duty is such, when it is taken into 
consideration the people they have to do with, 
that it looks much different to those who hear 
the story than it really was at the time of 
the occurrence. It will also be remembered 
that this man Crowley was a pugnacious 
fighting character. He admitted upon the 
witness stand that he had been in several 
places and had been arrested in every place 
he had been in, for fighting. 


The Party Arrested in Front of the Lawrence 
Apartments, 


Considerable has been said ahout this in- 
stance and I am frank to say in my judgment 
from the evidence that was ,given upon the 
hearing that if the officcrs at any time over- 
stepped the bounds of their duty it was in 
this instance. It appears that these people 
had been having a party and were laughing 
and joking, but the undisputed evidence 1s 
that they were not intoxicated, although it is 
claimed thcy had been drinking some hquor. 
The law, however, does not authorize the ar- 
rest of a man because he has been drinking, 
provided he is not intoxicated or disturbing 
the peace. It further appears that a _ bottle 
with some gin was found with them. If they 
had no right to arrest them, they certainly 
had no right to search them and the liquor 
could not have been used in evidence against 
them. But, as to the Icgality of these mat- 
ters I would prefer that they be submitted to 
some court or tribunal that is eapable of pass- 
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ing upon the same. In this instance, as in 
other instances referred to in the report, if this 
committee that the parties have not been 
brought to justice, they, at any time, can 
go before a proper court, make complaint, 
and the matters would be fully and fairly 
siited and the truth of the matters ascer- 
tained and the legality of the actions of the 
officers determined, 


In the Matter of Louis Moore. 


The facts concerning this case are fully set 
up in the report and I will not here undertake 
to go through the entire matter. It is well 
known that Mr. Moore was one of the Police 
Commissioners of the City of Lansing, and 
there is no question but his conduct was un- 
becoming at the time for a man discharging 
the duties of that position, and would have 
been unbecoming, in fact, to any citizen. 
When the matter was called to my attention 
I immediately asked for his resignation, re- 
ceived the same and it was accepted by this 
council, It appears from the evidence of the 
Police that Mr. Moore was taken to the 
Station and the Chief ordered him ~ released 
until morning. He came in in the morning, 
the Chicf reported the matter to the Prose- 
cuting Attorney and the President of the 
Board of Police and Fire Commissioners, and 
it appears that it was deemed best by them, 
efor the best interests of all that no prose- 
cution be brought against Mr. Moore. Whether 
or not there was sufficient evidence to cause 
the arrest of the other party named, to-wit: 
one McElvey, I am not at present ready to 
determine and shall leave the same to the 
prosecuting officers of our county. 


In Re: Ford Car. 


Tt appears that this car was one Officer 
Wilbur took after undertaking to arrest its 
occupant, who fled and escaped abandoning 
the car. <As stated, the car was injured by 
reason of running into the Shiawassee Street 
Bridge and the Officer took the car and of- 
fered to turn it over to the State, but that 
Colencl VanDercook who was then head of 
the State Police, owing to the small value of 
the car, told the Police Department to use 
the same. It is not shown that there was 
any effort on the part of the Police Depart- 
nient to secrete this matter or hypothecate the 
car without right. While the proceedings 
might have been irregular in some particulars, 
there was no case of depriving any one of his 
property illegally or any other particular neg- 
lect of duty. This, like many matters that 
come before public offices, called for them to 
exercise their judgment in rclation to the 
same. VPerhaps they did this erroneously, but 
when we take into consideration the expense 
of going through the entire routine a reason- 
able excuse is furnished for their action. 


Release of Automobile Seized by Police De- 
partment. 


Tt appears from the evidence in relation to 
this@matter that automobiles have been taken 
from violators of the liquor law who were 
apprehended and that on divers occasions the 
cars have been returned to the parties, or those 
who claimed them. Not being a lawyer and 
versed in the technical understanding of all 
the Statutory provisions, I am unable to give 
a full and comprehensive opinion in relation 
to the same, and I might say that most of 
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us, including the committee, are forced to 
reply upon the judgment of Attorneys in re- 
lation to the construction of the statutes which 
we are called upon to enforce and observe. 
It appears that Acts of the Legislature 1921, 
Act 336, provide: 


“Any officer making an arrest for any viola- 
tion of this Act may seize all evidence of the 
commission of such violation, including any 
wagon, buggy, automobile * * * or other 
vehicle or conveyance in which liquors are 
had, kept, transported or possessed contrary 
to law.”’ 


As heretofore stated, not being an Attorney 
at law or an expert in the construing of Pub- 
lic Acts, I do not consider myself competent 
to construe the meaning of this Statute, It 
does appear from the evidence that was offered 
upon the investigation that some cars were 
taken and have heen released and returned to 
the parties who claimed them. The evidence 
discloses, however, that at any time the same 
was turned back to the parties who claimed 
them that the same was done under the in- 
structions of the Prosecuting Attorney. In 
this regard I am forced to accept the explana- 
tion made by the Policé Department that any 
car that was brought in by an Officer was 
held and was not returned to the owner or 
claimant, except under the advice of the Prose- 
cuting Attorney. Whether the advice given by 
the Trosecuting Attorney was in accordance 
with the statute or otherwise, I am loathe to 
condemn the Police Officers for their conduct 
in so doing. Discretion and good judgment 
are called upon to be exercised by all officers 
in the enforcement of law, whether they be 
police officers or the legal advisers of the 
county and if the legal adviser of the county 
advised these acts to be done I think it would 
be ill-advised to condemn the police officers of 
our city for following his counsel; they may 
have been mistaken, but everybody knows and 
understands that the advice of counsel is 
justification for an act. 


In this regard I am forced to the conclusion, 
without determining the legality of the acts 
of the Police Department, that they were jus- 
tified in the same by virtue of the conditions 
that existed and the advice received. 


The Box Car Episode. 


This matter appeals to me as showing a 
lack of judgment on the part of certain officers. 
In this regard 1 refer to the officers who 
were in charge of the undertaking. It ap- 
pears that two women were living in a cer- 
tain neighhorhood in the city, who had caused 
and created some disturbance in that neighbor- 
hood. Many complaints had come in, in 
relation to their conduct, and in the = ab- 
senee of the Chief of Police the officers in 
charge thought they would take drastic meas- 
ures to bring these women to justice. The 
weight of evidence of the investigation shows 
that Officer Becbe and Officer Johnson were 
designated by the Captain of the Police Force, 
then in charge, and Lieutenant Dickerson to 
obtain evidence against these women. That 
one officer viz, Johnson, went to the house 
and made an appointment with these women 
whereby they were to tmect officers, Beehe 
and Johnson, who were in citizens clothes, at 
a certain point and that officers Dickerson 
and Fenby were to apprehend them, that the 
instructions were carried out by the officers, 
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and these women met them and went with 
them to a box car. Some things occurred, 
which I do not deem proper to here res - 
iterate, on the part of an officer who is now 
not upon the Police Force, but the evidence 
shows and discloses an undertaking to obtam:, 
evidence against these women and that when, 
the attention of the Chief of Police was called’ 
to the whole matter he immediately ¢on- 
demned the whole proceedings, and permitted 
the women to return home, the same having 
heen done without his knowledge or consent 
or encouragement. The Chief of Police was. 
asked why he did not expose the same and 
discharge the officers and he gave the reason. 
that he felt that the same was humiliating 
and disgraceful and absolutely wrong and that 
he did not discharge the officers at that time 
for the reason that he wanted to hush the 
matter. That should the same be made pub~ 
lic it might be the cause of breaking up. 
families, disgracing the Police Force to a cer~ 
tain extent, and that the good that might re~ 
sult from any exposition of the same would 
be neglible in comparison with the injury that 
would be caused. Lieutenant Beebe, who was 
one of the officers who undertook to aid the 
other officers in securing this evidence was 
then subordinate to those who directed him 
to do it, and while the committee says that 
he should be discharged, I feel that if anyone 
should be discharged it should have been the. 
superior officer at that time. But, as stated 
by the Chief of Police, he thought for the good’ 
of all it was better to suppress the matter and 
for the good of society and better laws, I do> 
not feel like lending my influence against the. 
proposition especially under the showing that 
was made that the same was contrary to the 
will of the department and cxecuted by over- 
zealous. subordinates. As to the discipline. 
that should be administered the Police De- 
partment we must admit their capability of 
administering discipline as they see fit, and 
we from the outside viewing these matters 
cannot go in their place and position and as 
an act of criticism condemn their actions as ta 
the matter of judgment.

The Suspension of Lieutenant Wilbur. 


As to this matter I feel that it is a propo- 
sition that arose during the investigation and 
not properly before this committee nor a mat- 
ter for them to decide upon, it does appear, 
however, that the man Wilbur was suspend- 
ed by the Chief of Police and hy our Charter 
the Board of Police and Fire Commissionérs, 
have full and complete authority over the 
officers of the Police Force, the hiring and the 
discharging of the same. Mr. Wilbur was 
suspended, as stated, and it is now before the 
Board of Police and Fire Commissioners to’ 
determine whether the Chief of Police was 
justified in his act or not. It is their duty to 
itlvestigate and take evidence in relation to 
the same gnd [ think it was far fetched for 
this committee to assume the authority in 
this matter. 


In conelusion, [ wish to say that I have 
very carefully and thoroughly investigated 
the report made and signed by this Committee 
and | am forced to this conelusion that the 
eonduct of the Board of Police and Fire Com- 
missioners and of the officers constituting the 
Police Foree, taken as a whole. is entitled to 
and worthy of the support of this council and 
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of the good citizens of the City of Lansing. 
The investigation covers a period of about 
four years yet with diligent search and _ will- 
ing: assistance only nine cases of arrest are 


-held as reprehensible in the report of your 


committee. Yet during this period a total of 
more than 12,500 arrests were made by the 
Department. 1 do not wish to he understood 
as saying that 1 find they are absolutely per- 
fect in all things. There are unquestionable 
matters of commission and ornission on the 
part of the Police Force that it would be bet- 
ter had the same not occurred, but as here- 
tofore stated by me, these men are all human 
and if they have discharged all of the duties 
of their office in a city like ours without error, 
it would be marvelous and in fact more than 
we could expect of humanity. Taken as a 
whole I feel that they are worthy of credit. 
It is my opinion that should you go into any 
of the Cities of this State of any size or im- 
portance, and have an investigation as was 
had here, you would find cotmunission and 
omission on the part of Police Departments in 
excess of those brought out upon the hearing 
recently concluded. The investigation which 
was had of the Police Departinent lasted for 
considerable time. Some people who are very 
anxious to see the Police Force torn asunder 


were ready and willingly and did lend their , 


assistance, so unquestionably the worst that 
could be brought out was brought out, the 
same being conducted as it was along the lines 
more of a criminal trial] than a full investiga- 
tion into the merits and demerits of the 
Police Department. 


The City of Lansing is fortunate indeed 
in being able to secure the type of citizens 
we do as members of our various Boards 
who are ready and willing to sacrifice valuable 
time froin their business without compensa- 
tion, other than the satisfaction that comes 
from the promotion of civic wellbeing, and de- 
voted to serving the community in which they 
live are a part of, and as much concerned in 
its advancement as we ourselves are, and I 
decline to be a party to any censure or crit- 
icism of the members of the Board of Police 
and Fire Commission and the Police Depart- 
ment on the strength of evidence obtained 
from jaw breakers and evil doers, as contained 
in the report of your committee.

CONSTRUCTION OF SEWERS AND 
DRAINS, I.

Tt it is the opinion of the City Council of the 
City of Lansing, that for better sanitation, 
public convenience and general drainage pur- 
poses, the construction of a sewer in Eaton 
Road, from Greenlawn Avenue to South City 
Limits as petitioned for, is desirable, therefore 
be it

An ordinance to regulate and restrict the 
location of trades and industries and the loca- 
tion of buildings designed for specified uses, 


to regulate and limit the height and bulk of 
buildings hereafter erected or altered, to regu- 
late and limit the percentage of lot occupancy, 
and to regulate and determine the area of 
yards, courts and other open spaces surround- 
ing buildings, to limit and restrict the maxi- 
mum number of families which may be housed 
in dwellings hereafter erected or altered, and 
for said purposes to divide the city into dis- 
tricts and prescribe penalties for the violation 
of its provisions.

Section 1.—Definitions. 


For the purpose of this ordinance, certain 5 
terms and words are herewith defined, as fol- 6 
lows: 3 

Words used in the present tense include 0 
the future; words in the singular include the, 
plural number, and words in the plural num- < 
ber include the singular number; the word # 
“building” includes the word “structure”; the 
word ‘“‘shall’ is mandatory and not directory. 
(Any word not herein defined sball be con- 
strued as defined in the Housing Code of. 
Michigan, Act 167, Public Acts of 1917, and 
amendments thereto.) 


Alley: A public thoroughfare not over 
twenty-four (24) feet wide. 


Apartment House: See ‘Multiple Dwelling.” 


Apartment Hotel: An apartment hotel is 
a multiple-dwelling in which are provided 
dining room accommodations for the joint use 
of the apartment house tenants only. 


Apartment: A household unit in a multi- 
ple dwelling, tenement or apartment house, 
suitable for occupancy for one or more per- 
sons. 


Area: See “Building Area.” 


Basement: A_ story partly under ground, 
but having at least one-half of its height above 
the highest level of the adjoining ground. A 
basement, if not occupied for living purposes 
by other than the janitor or his family, shall 
not be included as a story for purpose of 
height measurement. 


Boarding House: A boarding house is a 
building or place wherein table board is pro- 
vided to five or more individuals pursuant to 
previous arrangement and not to any who 
may apply. 

Building: A_ structure having a roof sup- 
ported by columns or walls for the shelter, sup- 
port or enclosure of persons, animals or 
chattels; and when separated by division walls 
from the ground up, and without openings, 
each portion of such building shall be deemed 
a 7 in building except as provided in sec- 
tion 


Building Area: The maximum horizontal 
projected area of a building and its accessory 
buildings, excluding open steps, terraces, and 
Fd projecting not more than thirty (30) 
inches. 


Cellar: <A cellar is a story having more 
than one-half of its height below the highest 
level of the adjoining ground. and not occupied 
for living purposes. A cellar shall not be 
counted as a story for the purpose of height 
measurement. , 


Curb Level: The curb level is the level 
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of the established curb in front of the build- 
ing measured at the center of such front. 
Where no curb has been established the city 
engineer shall establish such curb or its 
equivalent for the purpose of these regulations. 


Depth of Rear Yard: The mean horizontal 
distance between the rear line of the build- 
ing and the center line of the alley, where an 
alley exists; otherwise tbe rear lot line. 


Depth of Lot: The mean horizontal dis- 
tance between the front and rear lot lines. 


Dwelling: Is any house or building, or por- 
tion thereof, which is occupied in whole or 
in part as the home or residence of one or 
more human beings. 


District: A section of the city of Lansing 
for which the regulations governing the height, 
the area or the use of buildings and premises 
are the same. 


Group House: A group of not more than 
four (4) one-family dwellings, erected simul- 
taneously as one building, under the same 
roof. 


Height of Building: The vertical distance 
measured from the curb level opposite the 
middle of the front of the building to the high- 
est point of the roof for flat roofs; to the deck 
line for mansard roofs, and to the mean height 
level (between eaves and ridge) for gable and 
hip roofs. Where a building is located: upon 
a terrace the height may be measured from 
the average ground level of the terrace at the 
building wall. 


Height of Yard: The vertical distance from 
the lowest level of such yard to the hightest 
point of any bounding wall. 


Hotel: A hotel is a building in which lodg- 
ing is provided with or without meals (for 
more than fifty (50) persons) and offercd to the 
public for compensation. As such it is opened 
to. transient guests in contradistinction to a 
boarding house, a lodging house, an apartment 
‘house or an apartment hotel which are herein 
specifically defined. 


Lodging House: A lodging house is a build- 
ing or place providing lodgings to individuals 
pursuant to previous arrangement and not to 
any one who may apply. 


Lot: . Land. occupied or to be occupied by 

a building and accessory buildings and includ- 
* such open spaces as are required under 
this ordinance, and having its principal front- 
age upon a public street or officially approved 
place. 


Lot, corner: Lot, triangular: A lot front- 
ing on .two or more streets at their junction, 
said streets forming with each other an angle 
of 45 degrees or more, is a. corner lot. When 
the angle formed by the intersecting street 
is less than 45 degrees, such a lot shall be 
known as a triangular lot. For the purpose of 
determining the percentage of lot occupancy, 
corner and triangular lots shall be assumed 
to have an area not greater than 5,000 square 
feet and a frontage not greater than 100 feet 
on either of the intersecting streets. 


Lot, interior: A lot other than a corner 
lot or triangular lot. 

Lot, through: An interior lot having front- 
age on two streets. 

Lot lines: The lines bounding a lot as de- 
fined heréin. 
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Multiple dwelling: Is a dwelling which is 
occupied more or less permanently for réesi- 
dence purposes by several families and in which 
the rooms are occupied in apartments, suites 
or groups, includes tenement houses, flats, 
apartment houses, apartment hotels, and all 
other dwellings similarly occupied, whether 
specifically enumerated herein or not. 


Non-conforming use: A _ building or prem- 
ises occupied by a use that does not conform 
with the regulations of the use district in 
which it is situated. 


One family dwelling: Is a building’ occupied 
as a dwelling by not more than one family. 


Percentage of lot occupancy: That portion 
of the area of a lot, as herein defined, which 
is occupied or which may be occupied under 
this ordinance as building area. 


Place: An open unoccupied space dedicated 
to purposes of access for abutting property. 


Private garages: A garage with a capacity 
for not more than three steam or motor-driven 
vehicles. 


Public garage: Anv premises used for hous- 
ing or care of more than three steam or 
motor-driven vehicles, or where any such 
vehicles are equipped for operation, repaired, 
or kept for remuneration, hire or sale, not 
including exhibition or show rooms for model 
cars. 


Private stable: A stable with a capacity 
for not more than four horses, all but one of 
which shall be the property of one owner. 


Public stable: A stable with a capacity for 
more than four horses. 


Rear Yard: An open unoccupied space (ex- 
cluding accessory buildings, see Sec. 15) on 
the same lot with a building between the rear 
line of the building and the rear line of the 
lot, for the full width of the lot. 


Setback: The minimum horizontal distance 
between the front line of the building (exclud- 
ing steps and unenclosed porches) and the 
front line of the lot. 


Side yard: An open unoccupied space on 
the same lot with a building between the 
building and the side line of the lot extending 
through from the front building line tothe 
rear yard. 


Street: A public thoroughfare more than 
twenty-four (24) feet wide. 


Story: That portion of a building included 
between the surface of any floor next above 
it, or if there be no fioor above it then the 
space between such floor and the ceiling next 
above it. 


Half story: That portion of a building in 
the 35-foot height district, between the eaves 
and ridge lines of a pitched roof, which may 
or may not be used for tenant purposes. 


Structural alterations: Any change in the 
supporting members of a building, such as 
bearing walls or partitions, columns, beaths or 
girders, excepting such alterations as may be 
required for the safety of the building. 


See “Multiple- Dwelling.” 


Terrace: A natural or artificial earthen em- 
hankment between a building and its street 
front. The “height of terrace” shall be the 
difference in elevation between the average

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curb level, and the average elevation of the 
terrace at the building wall. 


Tower: A subordinate enclosed structure 
projecting above the roof line of a main build- 
ing and naving a roof line of a main building 
and having a roof supported by columns or 
walls. Such tower may or may not be used 
for tenant purposes. 

Two-family dwelling: Is a building occupied 
as a dwelling by not more than two families. 


Section 2.—Use District Regulations. 


In order to regulate and restrict the loca- 
tion of trades and industries and the location 
of buildings erected or altered for specific 
uses, the city of Lansing is hereby divided into 
“use districts,’ of which there shall be five, 
known as: 


“A” Residence District. 
“B” Residence District. 
“Cc” Commercial District. 
“D” Industrial District. 
“E” Unrestricted District. 


The City of Lansing is hereby divided into 
five (5) districts aforesaid, and the boundaries 
of such districts are shown upon the nap at- 
tached hereto and made a part of this or- 
dinance, being designated as the “use district 
map,” and said map and all the notations, 
references and other things shown thereon shall 
he as much this ordinance as if 
the matters and things set forth by said map 
were all fully described herein.

Section 7.—‘E” Unrestricted District. 


In the “E” unrestricted district building and 
premises may be used for any purppse what- 
soever, provided the provisions of the present 
or hereafter adopted ordinance of the city of 
Lansing, regulating the location or mainte- 
nance of nuisances, are complied with. 
Section 8.—Non-Conforming Uses. i: 

The lawful use of a premises existing at 
the time of adoption of this ordinance, al- 
though such use does not conform to the pro- 
visions hereof, may be continued, but if such 
non-conforming use is discontinued, any fu- 
ture use of said premises shall be in con- 
formity with the provisions of this ordinance. 


The lawful use of a building existing at the 
time of the adoption of this ordinance may be 
continued, although such does not conform 
with the provisions hereof, and such use may 
be extended throughout the building provided 
no structural alterations, except those required 
by law or ordinance are made therein. If no 
structural alterations are made, a non-conform- 
ing use of a building may be changed to a 
use of the same or higher classification accord- 
ing to the provisions of this ordinance, and 
provided further that whenever a Use District 
shall be hereafter changed, any then existing 
non-conforming use in such changed district 
may be continued or changed to a use of a 
similar or higher classification, provided all 
other regulations governing the new use are 
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complied with. Whenever a non-conforming 
use of a building has been changed to a high- 
er classification or to a conforming use, such 
use shall not thereafter be changed to a use 
of a lower classification. 


Section 9.—Height and Area District Regula- 
tions. 


In order to regulate and limit the height 
and bulk of buildings hereafter erected or 
altered; to regulate and limit the percentage 
of lot occupancy; to regulate and determine 
the area of yards, courts and other open spaces, 
and to limit and restrict the maximum number 
of families which may be housed in dwelling 
hereafter erected or altered, the city of Lan- 
sing is hereby divided into districts of which 
there shall be five, known as: 


‘‘A”’ Height and Area District. 
“B” Height and Area District. 
“C” Height and Area District. 
“DPD” Height and Area District. 
“E” Height and Area District. ' 


The City of Lansing is hereby divided into 
the five (5) districts aforesaid, and the boun- 
daries of such districts are shown upon the 
map attached hereto and made a part of 
this ordinance, being designated as_ the 
“Height and Area District Map,” and said 
map and all the notations, references and 
other things shown thereon shall be as much 
a part of this ordinance as if the matters and 
things set forth by said map were all fully 
described herein. 


Except as hereinafter provided no building 
shall be erected or altered to exceed in height 
and limit herein established for the district 
in which such building is located. Provided 
further that no new building shall be erected, 
nor shall an existing building be altered, en- 
larged or rebuilt, nor shall any open spaces 
surrounding any building be encroached upon 
or reduced in any manner except in conform- 
ity with the regulations hereby established for 
the district in which such building is located. 


Section 10—‘‘A” Height and Area District. 


In the “A” Height and Area District the 
height of buildings, the minimum dimensions 
of yards and courts, the maximum percentage 
of lot occupancy and the maximum number of 
families per acre shall be as follows: 


Height: No building hereafter shall ex- 
ceed thirty-five (35) feet or two and one-half 
(2%) stories, 


Rear Yard: On interior lots there shall be 
a rear yard having a minimum depth of sixteen 
(16) feet for a one story building, eighteen (18) 
feet for a two or two and one-half story build- 
ing, and twenty (20) feet for a three story 
building. 

On a corner lot abutting on two streets the 


depth of the rear yard may be six (6) feet less 
than that required for an interior lot. 


On corner lots abutting on three streets 
the rear yard need not extend across the full 
width of the lot, only to its median line. 

The above requirements for a rear yard may 
be decreased by one-half provided there is no 
room of the dwelling which receives its legal 
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light as required by the state housing code 
from such rear yard. 


Side Yard: There shall be a side yard on 
each side of the lot of not less than three (3) - 
feet in width, provided, however, that build- 
ings used for commercial purposes and locat- 
ed in a ‘CC’ commercial district may waive 
this side yard requirement, except on the side 
adjacent to ‘‘A”’ residence property. 


Setback: There shall be a setback of not 
less than twenty (20) feet; provided that where 
all but one of the buildings on ome side of a 
street between two intersecting streets have ,, 
observed a uniform setback line of more or? 
less than twenty (20) feet all new building$ & 
shall conform to such setback line; and pro-5 
vided that this regulation shall not reduces 
the buildable width of a corner lot facing an#@ 
intersecting street to less than twenty-fourO 
(24) feet where such corner lot was held un- $ 
der a distance and separate ownership from< 
adjacent lots and of record at the time of theS 
passage of this ordinance.

Side Yard: There shall be a side yard on

Setback: There shall be a sethack of not 
less than twenty (20) feet; provided that where 
all but one of the buildings on one side of 
a street between two intersecting streets 
thirty-six hundred (3600) square feet have ob- 
served a uniform setback line of more or less 
than twenty (20) feet all new buildings shall 
conform to such set back line; and provided 
that this regulation shall not reduce the build- 
able width of a corner lot facing an interscct- 
ing street to less than twenty-four (24) feet 
where such corner lot was held under a dis- 
tinct and separate ownership from adjacent 
lots and of record at the time of the passage 
of this ordinance. 


Building Area and Number of Families Per 
Acre: No building with its accessory buildings 
shall occupy in excess of 50% of an interior lot, 
nor in excess of 60% of a corner lot. No 
dweling shall hereafter be erected or altered 
to accommodate nor make provision for more 
than eighteen (18) families on any acre of 
Jand, nor make provision for more than a 
proportional number of families on any frac- 
tional part of an acre of land. The maximum 
number of families which may hereafter be 
housed on any lot shall not exceed the inte- 
gral number obtained by multiplying the acre- 
age of such plot, exclusive of the area with- 
in street lines by eighteen (18). 


Section 12.—“‘C’ Height and Area District. 


In the ‘“‘C’ Height and Area District the 
height of buildings, the minimum dimensions of 
yards and courts, the maximum percentage of 
lot occupancy and the maximum number of 
families per acre shall he as follows: 


Height: No building hereafter erected shall 
exceed seventy-five (75) feet or six (6) stories. 


Rear Yard: On interior lots there shall he a 
rear yard having a minimum depth as_ fol- 
lows: Sixteen (16) feet for a one (1) story 
building, eighteen (18) feet for a two (2) 
story building, twenty (20) feet for a three (3) 
story building, twenty-four (24) feet for a four 
(4) story building, twenty-eight (28) feet for 
a five (5) story building and thirty-two (32) 
feet for a six (6) story building. 


On a corner lot abutting on two streets the 
depth of the rear yard may he six (6) feet 
less than required for an interior lot. 


On corner lot abutting on three streets the 
rear yard need not extend across the full 
width of the lot, only to its median line. 


The above requirements for a rear yard 
may be decreased by one-half, provided there 
is no room of the dwelling which receives its 
legal light as required by the state housing 
code from such rear yard. 


Side Yard: There shall be a side yard on 
each side of the lot having a width of not 
less than three (3) feet. In no case shall the 
width of the side yard he less than one (1) 
inch for each,foot of building length. 


Set back: There shall he a setback of not 
less than twenty (20) feet; provided that 
where all but one of the buildings on one 
side of a street between two intersecting streets 
have observed a uniform setbact: line of more 
or less than twenty (20) feet all »ew build- 
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ings shall conform to such setback line; and 
provided that this regulation shall not re- 
duce the buildable width of a corner lot fac- 
ing an intersecting street to less than twenty- 
four (24) feet where such corner lot was held 
under a distinct and separate ownership from 
adjacent lots and of record at the time of 
passage ot this ordinance. 


Building Area and Number of Families per 
Acre: No building with its accessory build- 
ings shall occupy in excess of 60% of an interior 
lot, nor in excess of 70% of a corner lot. No 
dwelling shall hereafter be erected or altered 
to accommodate nor make provision for more 
than seventy-five (75) families on any acre of 
land, nor make provision for more than a pro- 
portional number of families on any fractional 
part of an acre of land. The maximum num- 
ber of families which may hereafter be housed 
on any plot of ground shall not exceed the in- 
tegral number obtained hy multiplying the 
acreage of such plot, exclusive of the area 
within street lines by seventy-five (75). 


Section 13.—"D’ Height and Area District. 


In the “D” Height and Area District build- 
ings used for residental purpdses shall com- 
ply with the regulations of the “C'’ Height 
and Area listrict. The height of the buildings, 
the minimum dimensions of yards and courts, 
the maximum percentage of lot occupancy and 
the maximum number of families per acre, 
for all other buildings shall be as follows: 


Height: No building hereafter erected shall 
exceed seventy-five (75) feet or six (6) stories. 


Rear Yard: There shall be a rear yard of 
not lesa than fifteen (15) feet. 


Side Yard: A side yard, if provided, shall be 
not less than three (3) feet wide, nor less than 
three-fourths (4) of an inch in width for each 
foot of building length. 


Building Area and Number of Families per 
Acre: No building with its accessory build- 
ings shall occupy in excess of eighty (80) per 
cent of an interior lot, nor in excess of ninety 
(90) per cent of a corner lot. 


Section 14-—“E” Height and Area District. 


In the “Ie” Height and Area District build- 
ing used for residental purposes shall comply 
with the regulations of the “C” Height and 
Area District. The height of building, the 
minimum dimensions of yards and courts, the 
maximum percentage of lot occupancy and the 
maximum number of families per acre for all 
other buildings shall be as follows: 


Height: No building hereafter erected shall 
exceed one hundred (100) feet or eight (8) 
stories. 


Rear Yard: There shall be a rear yard of 
not less than ten (10) feet. 


Side Yard: A side yard, if provided, shall 
be not less than three (3) feet; nor less than 
three-fourths of an inch wide for each foot of 
building Jength. 


Building Area: A building with its accessory 
buildings may occupy the entire lot on the 
first floor, provided the required provision for 
a rear yard is complied with. Above the first 


floor, a building shall not occupy in excess 
of ninety (90) percent of a corner lot. nor in 
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excess of eighty (80) per cent of an interior 
lot. 


Section 15.—Height and Area District Excep- 
tions. 


The foregoing requirements in the height 
and area district shall be subject to the follow- 
ing exceptions and regulations: 

Heights-- 

First: That in the “A” and “B” Tleight 
and Area Districts, public or semi-public 
buildings, hospitals, sanitariums or schools may 
he erected to a height not exceeding sixty 
(60) feet, when set back from all lot lines not 
less than one foot for each foot such building 
exceed thirty-five (35) and forty-five (45) feet 
respectively in height. 


Second: A one family dwelling in the “A” 
Height and Area District may be increased in 
height by not more than ten (10) feet when 
two (2) side yards of not Jess than fifteen 
(15) feet each are provided. Such dwellings, 
however, shall not excced three (3) stories in 
height. 


Third: Churches, cathedrals and temples, 
which have side yards on all sides and com- 
ply with the area restrictions of the “> 
Height and Area District may be erected as 
to the height and regulations in accordance 
with existing or hereafter adopted ordinanccs 
of the City of Lansing. 


Fourth: Chimneys, cooling towers, elevator 
bulkheads, fire towers, gas tanks, grain cle- 
vators, light-houses, pent houses, stacks, stage 
towers or scenery lofts, sugar refineries, tanks, 
water towers, ornamental towers and _ spires, 
wireless towers or necessary mechanical ap- 
purtenances may be erected as to their height 
in accordance with existing or hereafter adopted 
ordinances of the City of Lansing. A tower 
may be erected on a building having a min.- 
mum frontage of one hundred (100) feet on a 
street, provided such tower occupies not more 
than 50% of the frontage of the street, is re- 
moved twenty-five feet from any adjoining 
property line and shall have a maximum hor- 
izontal area not to exceed thirty-six hundred 
(3600) square feet. A tower may be erected 
on a building having a frontage on three or 
more streets, but such tower shall have a max- 
imum horizontal dimension of not more than 
50% of the average frontage of the building on 
all streets, shall he removed at least twenty- 
five (25) feet from any adjoining property line. 
and shall have a maximum horizontal area 
not to exceed thirty-six hundred (3600 square 
feet. 


Fifth: On “through” lots one hundred (100) 
feet or Jess in depth the height of a building 


may be measured from the curb level on 
cither street. On through lots more than one 
hundred (100) feet in depth the height 


regulations and basis of height measurement 
for the street permitting the greater height 
shall apply to a depth of not more than one 
hundred (100) feet from that street. 


Area-- 


First: For purposes of the area regulations 
a semi-detached dwelling in the ‘tA’ Residence 
istrict, or group house in the “B"’ Residence 
istrict may be considered as one building 
and occupying one lot. 
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Second: Buildings on through lots and run- 
ning through from street to street may waive 
the requirements for a rear yard when com- 
plying with the percentage oi lot occupancy 
by furnishing other open spaces in lieu of such 
required rear yard. 

Third: In computing the depth of a rear 
yard or the width of a side yard for any build- 
ing where such yard opens onto an alley or 
street, one-half of such alley or street may 
Le assumed to be a portion of the yard. 


Fourth: In computing the percentage of lot 
occupancy in the “D” and “TE” Height and 
Area Districts where a lot abuts on an alley, 
one-half the width of the abutting alley may 
be assumed to be a portion of the lot. 


Fifth: Every part of a required yard shall 
be open from its lowest point to the sky un- 
obstructed, except for the ordinary projections 
of skylight ahove the bottom of such yard, 
and except for the projection of sills, belt 
courses, cornices and ornamental features not 
to exceed four (4) inches. 


Sixth: No cornice shall project over the- 
street line more than three (3) per cent of the- 
width of such street, and shall in no case- 
pro.ect more than three (3) feet. 


Seventh: Open or lattice enclosed fire es-- 
capes, fireproof outside stairways and_ solid" 
floored balconies opening upon fire towers,. 
projecting into a yard not more than five (5)! 
feet, and the ordinary projections of chimneys 
and flues, may he permitted by the Building 
Commissioner where same are so placed as not 
to obstruct the light and ventilation. 


Eighth: One or more accessory buildings 
inay he erected within a required rear yard 
when built to a height not exceeding twelve 
(12) feet and which occupy an area of not 
more than thirty (30) per cent of the area of 
such required rear yard. 


Section 16,—Board of Appeals. 


Creation of Membership: A Board of Appeals 
is hereby established. The word ‘Board’ 
when used in this section shall be construed 
to mean the Board of Appeals. The Board 
shall consist of five members, of whom not 
less than two (2) shall be members of the 
City Planning Commission, appointed by the 
Mayor for terms of one (1) for one year, two 
(2) for two years, and two (2) for three years, 
respectively, in the first instance, and there- 
after appointments shall be for three (3) 
years each. The chairman of the Board shall 
be annually elected by the members of the 
Board. All members of the Board shall serve 
without compensation. 


Meetings: Meetings of the Board shall be 
held at least once a month and at such other 
times as the Board may determine. There 
shall he a fixed place of meeting and all meet- 
ings shall be open to the public. The Board 
shall adopt its own rules of procedure and 
keep a record of its proceedings, showing the 
action of the Board and the vote of each 
member upon each question considered. The: 
presence of four members shall be necessary: 
to constitute a quorum. 


Anpeal. Appeal from the ruling of the- 
Building Commission concerning the enforce- 
ment of the provisions of this ordinance may 
be made to the Board of Appeals within such: 
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time as shall be prescribed by the Board by 
general rule. The appellant shall file with the 
Building Commission and with the Board of 
Appeals a notice of appeal, specifying the 
grounds thereof. The Building Commissioner 
shall forthwith transmit to the Board all the 
papers constituting the record upon which the 
action appealed for was taken. 


Stay: An appeal stays all proceedings in 
furtherance of the action appealed from unless 
the Building Commissioner, from whom the 
appeal is taken, certifies to the Board of Ap- 
peals, after the notice of appeal shall have 
been filed with him, that by reason of facts 
stated in the certificate, a stay would in his 
opinion cause imminent peril to life or prop- 
erty, in which case proceedings shall not be 
stayed otherwise than by a restraining order 
which may be granted hy the Board of Ap- 
peals or by the Circuit Court, on application, 
on notice to the Building Commissioner from 
whom the appeal is taken and on due cause 
shown. 


Jurisdiction: The Board of Appeals may, in 
specific cases, after public notice and hearing, 
and subject to appropriate conditions and safe- 
guards, determine and vary the application 
of the use, height and area district regulations 
herein established in harmony with their gen- 
eral .purposes and intent as follows: 


(1) Grant a permit in a residence district 
for a temporary building for commerce or in- 
dustry incidental to the residental development, 
such permit to he issued for a period of not 
more than one (1) year. 


(2) Grant a permit for the reconstruction 
within twelve (12) months of a building de- 
stroyed by fire or other causes to the extent 
of not more than one-half of its assessed value 
when such building is located in a district re- 
stricted against its use. 


(3) Grant a permit for the extension of a use 
or height and area district for a distance of 
not more than twenty-five (25) feet where the 
boundary line of a district divides a lot in a 
single ownership at the time of the adoption of 
this ordinance. 


(4) Grant a permit for the enlargement of 
existing building or buildings, or erection on 
the same fot or plot of ground of additional 
buildings for a trade, business or industry 
located in a district restricted against its use, 
where such enlargement or expansion of such 
trade, business or industry will not be detri- 
mental to or tend to alter the character of the 
neighborhood. 


(S$) Grant a permit for the erection and use 
-of a building or the use of a premises in any 
location to a public service corporation or for 
public utility purpose which the Board ad- 
mits reasonably necessary for the public con- 
venience or welfare, 


(6) Interpret the provisions of this ordinance 
in such a way as to carry out the intent and 
purpose of the plan, as shown upon the maps 
fixing the several districts accompanying and 
-made a part of this ordinance where the street 
layout actually on the ground varies from the 
street layout as shown on the maps aforesaid. 


(7) Adopt from time to time such rules and 
regulations as may be deemed necessary to 
-carry into effect the provisions of this or- 
‘dinance. 
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(8) “Grant permit for the erection of a one- 
family dwelling on a lot held under a separate 
and distinct ownership from the adjacent lots 
and of record at the time of the passage of 
this ordinance which has less area than the 
lot area per family requirements of this or- 
dinance for the district in which such lot is 
locatec. 


Section 17.--Certificate of Occupancy and Com- ‘ 


pliance, 


No premises shall be occupied or used and 
no building shall hereafter be erected or al- 
tered, nor any building existing at the passage 
of this ordinance be altered or changed in its 
use, until certificates called a “Certificate of 
Occupancy and Complianee,”’ shall have been 
issued by the Building Commissioner, stating 
that the building or proposed use of building 
Or premises complies with all building and 
health laws and ordinances of the city and 
with the provisions of this Zoning Ordinance. 


This Certificate of Occupancy and Complt- 
ance shall he applied for at the same time 
as the application for a building permit and 
shall he issued at any time, not exceeding 
ten (10) days, after the erection or altera- 
tion of such building shall have been com- 
pleted in conformity with the provisions of 
these regulations. A record of all certificates 
shall be kept on file in the office of the 
Building Commissioner and copies shall be 
furnished, on request, to any person having a 
proprietary or tenancy interest in the build- 
ing affected. No fee shall he charged for 
the original Certificate of Occupancy and 
Compliance when applied for at the same time 
as the application for a building permit, for 
all other certificates or copies of any original 
certificate there shall be a charge of one dol- 
lar each. No building permit shall be issued 
before application has been made for Certificate 
of Occupancy and Compliance, 


Section 18:—Plats. 


All applications for building permits shall 
be accompanied by a plat in duplicate drawn 
to scale showing the actual dimensions of the 
lot to be built upon, the size of the building 
to be erected, and such other information as 
may be necessary to provide for the enforce- 
ment of these regulations. A careful record of 
such applications and plats shall be kept in 
the office of the building commissioner. No 
yard, court or other open space provided about 
any building for the purpose of complying with 
the provisions of these regulations shall again 
be used as a yard, court or other open space 
for another building. 


Section 19:--Use Permit. 


No change shall be made in the use of a 
building without a permit having first been 
issued by the building commissioner, and no 
permit shall be issued to make such a change 
unless it is in accordance with the provisions 
of this ordinance or amendment thereto here- 
after duly enacted. 


sors 20:—Interpretation. Purpose and Con- 
ict. 


In interpreting and applying the provisions 
of this ordinance, they shall be held to be the 
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minimum requirements for the promotion of the 
public safety, health, convenience, comfort, 
prosperity and general welfare. It is not in- 
tended by this ordinance to interfere with or 
abrogate or annul any ordinance, rules, regu- 
lations or permits previously adopted or is- 
sued, and not in conflict with any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance or which shall be 
adopted or issued, pursuant to law relating to 
the use of buildings or premises, nof is it in- 
tended by this ordinance to interfere with or 
abrogate or annul any easements, covenants, or 
other agreements between ‘parties, provided, 
however, that where this ordinance imposes 
a greater restriction upon the use of building 
or premises or upon height of building or re- 
quires larger open spaces than are iinposed or 
required by such ordinances, rules, regulations 
or permits, or by easements, covenants, or 
agreements, the provisions of this ordinance 
shall control. 


Section 21.—-Violation; Penalty. 


Every person, firm or corporation § violat- 
ing, neglecting or refusing to comply with any 
of the provisions of this ordinance shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be punished by a fine of 
not Jess than twenty-five ($25) dollars, nor 
more than two hundred ($200) dollars. 


Each and every day’s continuance of the 
violation of this ordinance shall constitute a 
separate offense and he punishable as such. 


The City of Lansing or any private citizen 
may take steps in court to cause the ahbate- 
ment of any violation of this ordinance. 


Section 22.—Boundaries of Districts. 


Where uncertainty exists with respect to the 
boundaries of the various districts as shown 
on the maps accompanying and made a part 
of this ordinance the following rules shall 
apply: 

(a) The district boundaries are eitber 
streets or alleys unless otherwise shown and 
where the designation on the maps accom- 
panying and made a part of this ordinance 
indicating the various districts are approxi- 
mately bounded by streets or alley lines, 
said street or alley shall be construed to be 
the boundary of such district; 


(b) Where the district boundaries are not 
otherwise indicated and where the _ property 
has been or may hereafter be divided into 
blocks and lots, the district boundaries shall 
be construed to be lot lines, and where the 
designations on the maps accompanying and 
made a part of this ordinance indicating the 
various districts are approximately bounded by 
lot lines, said lot lines shall be construed to 
be the boundary of such district, unless said 
boundaries are otherwise indicated on the 
maps. 


Section 23.—Validity and Administration, 


Should any section, clause or provision of 
this ordinance be declared by the courts to 
be invalid, the same shall not affect the 


validity of the ordinance as a whol or any 
part thereof. other than the part se 
to be invalid. 

It is hereby made the duty of the Building 
Commissioner to administer this ordinance.

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Section 24:—Changes and Amendments. 


The city planning commission may, of its 
own motion or upon petition signed by the 
owners of a majority of the property accord- 
ing to frontage in any district or portion 
thereof, prepare an ordinance amending, sup- 
plementing, or changing the district bound- 
aries or the regulations herein established. 
The city planning commission shall cause to be 
prepared a notice indicating the proposed 
change in the regulations or in the district 
boundary lines and describing the boundaries 
of the territory to be affected, which notice 


‘shall set a date for a public hearing for con- 


sideration of such proposed amendment, sup- 
plement or change. After due publication and 
posting and public hearing of such proposed 
amendment. supplement or change, as required 
by law, the city planning commission may 
cause such ordinance to be introduced in the 
city council of the city of Lansing. Wher- 
ever a written protest against such proposed! 
amendinent, supplement, or change, signed by 
the owners of twenty (20) per cent of the 
frontage proposed to be altered, or by the: 
owners of twenty (20): per cent of the front-- 
age immediately adjoining or across an alley 
therefrom, or hy the owners of twenty (20) 


per cent of the frontage directly opposite the- 
shall have: 


frontage proposed to be altered, 
been filed with the -city planning commission,.

he passed except by the favorable vote of 
three-fourths of the members of the city 
council. If any area is hereafter transferred 
to another district by a change in district 
boundaries by an amendment, as above pro- 
vided, the provisions of this ordinance in re- 
gard to huildings or premises existing at 
the time of the passage of this ordinance shall 
apply to buildings or premises existing at the 
time of the passage of such amendment in 
such transferred areas. 


Section 25:—Conflicting Provisions Repealed. 


All ordinances or parts of ordinances in con- 
flict with any of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance are hereby repealed. 


Section 26:—Wben Effective. 


This ordinance shall be in effect from and 
after its passage, publication and _ recording, 
according to law, thirty days after publication.

To the Board of Police and Fire Commissions 
of the City of Lansing: 


Dear Sirs:—The ministers of Lansing, as- 
sembled in the regular monthly meeting of 
their Union, have debated with deep concern 
the violation of law, especially against the 
manufacture and use of intoxicating liquors, 
as defined in the 18th Amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States and the 
Volstead Enabling Act. 


It is self-evident that the fundamental laws 
of the land, when placed upon the statute 
books by the will of the people, should be 
obeyed until changed in an orderly and legiti- 
mate manner, 


Inasmuch as there is a widespread disregard 
of obedience to law, which is a test of good 
citizenship; and, inasmuch that whatever 
breaks down the respect for law, on the part 
of either the humble or more exalted citizen, 
tends to destroy the moral fiber of our Re- 
public, and thus leads to moral dis-integra- 
tion and anarchy. 


We, the ministers of our respective churches, 
by a unanimous vote, declare that: We 
regard with sincere disapproval this apparent 
condition of lawlessness; but view with deep 
satisfaction the challenge of President Calvin 
Coolidge to the Governors of our several 
States, and city police forces, to Iend their 
fullest co-operation to the federal and _ state 
officers, in securing an honest enforcement of 
our laws—especially those which bear upon 
the moral welfare of our state and city. 


Further, we most sincerely and_ earnestly 
commend all officers and citizens who have 
teen and are co-operating in such enforcement; 
and pledging our support, we urge upon all 
good citizens an honest discharge of their civic 
duties that the majesty of the law may be 
preserved, and the moral welfare of our city 
and state be safeguarded.

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Thousand ($25,000) Dollars of bonds for the 
extension of the boulevard lighting systein. 
The two propositions carried. 


The council, July 24, 1916, authorized the 
execution and sale by the city treasurer over 
the counter of the One Ilundred Sixty-five 
Thousand ($165,000) Dollar issue. The bonds 
were to be issued in denominations of One 
Hundred ($100.00) Dollars and Five Hundred 
($500.00) Dollars and bear interest at the rate 
of 4 per cent per annum, payable semi-an- 
nually. There were to be five hundred (550) 
fifty of One Hundred Dollar bonds and two 
hundred (220) twenty of Five J[undred Dollar 
bonds. Fifty of the One ILundred Dollar 
bonds and twenty of the Five Hundred Dollar 
bonds were to be due September 1, 1926, and 
a like number each year thereafter until the 
whole issue was paid. Sixty thousand dollars 
of these bonds were to be sold as of September 
1, 1916, sixty thousand dollars as of March 
1, 1917, and forty-five thousand dollars as of 
September 1, 1917. The first sixty thousand 
dollars of these bonds were executed and 
sold; the second sixty thousand dollars were 
printed and executed but never sold; the re- 
maining forty-five thousand dollars perhaps 
were never printed. Council records of March 
12, 1917, and July 16, 1917, show that efforts 
were made to sell the balance of this one 
hundred sixty-five thousand dollar issue, but 
without success, due doubtless, to the fact 
that a 4 per cent bond was not attractive to 
local investors. On September 24, 1917, Octo- 
ber 15 and 22, 1917, the council took action 
to change the denomination of the balance of 
this issue, to bonds of one thousand dollar 
denomination, to have the date of issue changed 
to September 1, 1917, and to sell them to the 
highest bidder, which was done. 


With reference to the bond issue of twenty- 
five thousand ($25,000) dollars for the exten- 
sion of the boulevard lighting system, the 
council records of June 28, 1916, July 24, 1916, 
February 13, 1917, May 20, 1918, May 27, 
1918, July 8, 1918, July 15, 1918, July 19, 1918, 
March 5, 1917, and April 22, 1918, show that 
the issue was authorized by the voters and 
that $10,000.00 of the bonds were authorized to 
be executed and the treasurer to sell them 
over the counter. Of this $10,000.00 portion 
issued and executed however, only $9,900 is 
on hand in city treasury vault. The remaining 
$15,000.00 of the original $25,000.00 issue per- 
haps was never printed. Their sale in this 
manner was unsuccessful and September 3, 
1918, the issue was offered to the highest 
bidder. September 3, 1918, the bid of Prudden 
& Company, for this issue was accepted. 
Prudden & Company never took the bonds. 
The record does not show the reason why, 
but we are informed it was upon the ground 
of some alleged irregularity in the proceed- 
ings in the issuance of the bonds. The coun- 
cil then called a special election for December 
28, 1918, to again vote on the question of 
authorizing the issuance of twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars of boulevard lighting bonds. The 
matter carried and the bonds, dated January 
15, 1919, were issued under authority of that 
election. 


_From the above it will be seen that the 
sixty thousand dollars of waterworks bonds 
and nine thousand nine hundred dollars of 
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boulevard lighting bonds, now in the office of 
city tréasurer were replaced by other bonds 
of different dates and denominations. These 
bonds and their coupons are perfectly legal 
on their face, and negotiable by transfer.

Dear Sir:—Complying with the request of 
your office, we are enclosing an itemized bill 
of the damage to our truck by the Police 
Patrol Car, together with a statement of the 
major details of that accident. 


On the morning of September 6, 1922, our 
truck, headed north, was parked on the east 
side of the street, at about the center of the 
1200 block on South Washington Avenue. (Be- 
tween South Street and the Grand Trunk 
Crossing.) 

Our driver had only time to reach the oppo- 
site side of the street after parking his truck 
when the Police Car coming south on Wash- 
ington Avenue, was forced to swerve sharply 
to the left to avoid hitting a bakers truck 
which started to turn in front of the Patrol. 
Apparently unable to turn back in time, the 
Patrol Car crossed the street to the extreme 
left side and ran head-on to our truck, strik- 
ing it amidships. The resultant damage is 
listed in the bill for repairs submitted by 
the F. J. Blanding Company who made them. 


For your convenience will state that Mr. 
John McClellan, former City Attorney, claims

and since we have been following it for more 
than a year, it has become quite an annoy- 
ance as well as expense.

ORDINANCES. 


Ald. DeCamp introduced the following ordi- 
nance which was read a first and second time 
by its title and referred to the committee on 
ordinances. 

An Ordinance to Heense and regulate the 
operation of interurban and suburban motor 
husses within the limits of the City of Lansing. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. Definitions. The following words 
shall have the meaning given to them in this 
section. 

The words “motor bus” shall mean and 
include any motor vehicle engaged in the 
business of affording suburban or interurban 
transportation by indiscriminately accepting or 
discharging passengers as they may offer 
themselves for transportation along the way 
or course, route or routes, street or streets 
on which it is used or operated or may be 
running, and for which service fares are 
charged, received or permitted to be donated. 


The word “person” shall mean and include: 


any person, firm or corporation. 


The words ‘‘suburban or interuban trans- 
portation” shall mean and inelude the trans- 
portation of a passenger or passengers from 
any point in the City of Lansing to any point 
outside of the city, or the transportation of 
2 passenger or passengers from any _ point 
outside of the eity of Lansing to any point 
within said eity, wherein a street ov streets 
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in the said city of Lansing, or any part of 
said street, is traversed in so doing. 


Section 2. Routes. All persons operating 
and driving suburban or interurban motor 
busses upon the streets of the City of Lansing 
shall operate the same according to the fol- 
lowing directions and the following routes, and 
any person operating such motor bus shall 
not accept or discharge passengers in the city 
limits upon any other street or streets except 
those named in said routes, to-wit: 


Route to the East~From Ottawa street and 
Grand avenue north to Saginaw street, east 
on Saginaw street to Pennsylvania avenue, 
north on Pennsylvania avenue to Sheridan 
street, east on Sheridan street to city limits. 


Route to the South—From Grand avenue 
and Ottawa street south on Grand avenue 
and River street to Spring street, east on 
Spring street to Cedar street, south on Cedar 
street to city limits. 


Route to the North—From Grand avenue 
and Ottawa street north on Grand avenue 
to Saginaw street, east on Saginaw street to 
Center street, north on Center street to Frank- 
lin avenue, west on Franklin avenue to Turner 
Street, north on Turner street to North street. 


Route to the West—Same as route to the 
north. 


Route to the Southwest—From Ottawa street 
and Grand avenue south on Grand avenue 
to Main street, west on Main street to city 
limits. 


Section 3. Penalty. Any person who shall 
violate any of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction thereof shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding one hundred (190) dollars 
or by imprisonment in the common jail of 
Ingham county, or the city jail of said city, 
for a period of not more than sixty (60) days, 
or both such fine and imprisonment within 
the discretion of the court. 


Section 4. Scope. This ordinance shall not 
repeal or amend an ordinance to license and 
regulate the operation of motor busses within 
the limits of the City of Lansing approved 
June 15, 1916. 


Section 5. Validity. Should the courts of 
this city or state declare any section or pro- 
vision of this ordinance unconstitutional, or 
invalid, or in conflict with any section or 
provision of this or any other ordinance, then 
such decision shall affect only the section 
or provision so passed upon, but shall not 
affect any other section or part of this ordi- 
nance. 


Section 6. Change of Route. Should it be 
necessary at any time for persons operating 
-said busses to traverse other streets than 
those named in said route by reason of the 
streets being out of repair or in case of any 
emergency inaking it impractical to traverse 
the streets named in said routes, then they 
shall traverse such teimporary routes as may 
he designated by the Police Department of 
the City of Lansing, under the direction of 
the City Council. 


The following ordinance was introduced by 
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Ald. Phillips, read a first and second time 


by its _title and referred to the Committee 
on Ordinances. 


By Ald. Phillips— 


An Ordinanee to amend Sections 3, 19 ant 
23 of Ordinance No. 133, as amended July 
loth, 1923, entitled ‘‘An Ordinance to regulate 
trafhe and the use of carts, wagons, drays, 
coaches, omnibuses, bicycles, motorcycles, auto- 
mobiles and every description of carriage, 
ncteors and vehicles propelled or driven by 
motive power or otherwise on any of the 
Streets of the city of Lansing.” 


The City of Lansing ordaius: 


Section 1. That Sections 3, 19 and 23 of 
OrdinanceyNo, 133, as amended July 16th, 1923. 
entitled “An ordinance to regulate traffic and 
the use of carts, wagons, drays, coaches, om- 
nibuses, bteycles, motorcycles, automobiles end 
every description of carriage, motors and ve- 
hicles propelled or driven by motive power 
or otherwise on any of the streets of the city 
of Lansing,” is hereby amended to read as 
follows:: 


Section 3. The driver or operator of every 
mietor driven vehicle shall have a chauffenr’s 
or operator's state license. All vehicles shall 
be driven in a careful manner and with due 
regard for the sifety and = eonvenience «i 
pedestrians, and no motor vehicle shall le 
deiven or operated upon any street by any 
person who is less than fourteen years 0 
age, nor shall any person, firm or corporation 
oviug or possessing any motor vehicle suite; 
or permit any person Jess than fourteen years 
ef age to drive or operate such motor velricle 
upon any street within the city of Lansing. 
No person shall drive or operate any motor 
vehicle while under the influence of hquor or 
other stimulant. No person shall drive any ve- 
hicle across or into any safety zone. No person 
shall drive on -the right side of any vehicle 
when overtaking it. Provided, however, tha 
in passing street cars proceeding in the same 
direction all vehicles shall, at all. times, pass 
suid street cars on the right side thereof 
All vehicles meeting shall pass each other to 
the right. Drivers shall be governed by con- 
ditions cf the particular occasion and may he 
deemned reckless even though proceeding «at 
the speed within the limit allowed by lavz, 
which shall not be greater than fifteen nules 
per houe in the business portions of the city 
and not greater than twenty miles per hour 
in ali other portions thereof, 


Scction 19. All vehicles approaching a street 
on which street cars are operating shall come 
to a full stop upon entering said street 
before crossing such street car tracks. Oj 
other street crossings the vehicle approaching 
from the right shall have the right cf way. 


Section 23. Any person or persons violating 
any of the provisions of this ordinance shall 
upon conviction thereof, be punished by a 
fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, and 
in the default of the payment of such Ane 
each person or persons shall he imprisoned 
in the city jail or any workhouse in the state 
authorized hy law to receive prisoners, not to 
exceed ninety days, or hy both such fine and 
imprisonment in the discretion of the court.

Howe, read a first and second time by its 
title and rcferred to the Committce on Or- 
dinances: 


An ordinance to regulate and restrict the 
location of trades and industries and the loca- 
tion of buildings designed for specified uses, 
to regulate and limit the height and bulk of 
buildings hereafter erected or altered, to regu- 
late and limit the percentage of lot occupancy, 
and to regulate and determine the area of 
yards, courts and other open spaces surround- 
ing ‘buildings, to limit and restrict the maxt- 
mum number of families which may be housed 
in dwellings hereafter erected or altered, and 
for said purposes to divide the city into dis- 
tricts and prescribe penalties for the violation 
of its provisions. ~ 


The city of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1.—Definitions. 


For the purpose of this ordinance, certain 
terms and words are herewith defined, as fol- 
lows: 


Words used in the present tense include 
the future; words in the singular include the 
plural number, and words in the plural nu:n- 
ber include the singular number; the word 
‘building’ includes the word ‘“‘structure”’; the 
word “shall”? is mandatory and not directory. 
(Any word not herein defined shall be con- 
strued as defined in the Housing Code of 
Michigan, Act 167, Public Acts of 1917, and 
amendments thereto.) 


Alley: A public thoroughfare not over 
twenty-four (24) feet wide. 


Apartment House: See “Multiple Dwelling.” 


Apartment Hotel: An apartment hotel is 
a multiple-dwelling in which are provided 
dining room accomrodations for the joint use 
of the apartment house tenants only. 


Apartment: A household unit in a multi- 
ple dwelling, tenement or apartment house, 
Suitable for occupancy for one or more per- 
sons. 


Area: See “Building Area.” 


Basement: A_ story partly under ground, 
but having at least one-half of its height above 
the highest level of the adjoining ground. A 
basement, if not occupied for living purposes 
by other than the janitor or his family, shall 
not be included as a story for purpose of 
height. measurement. 


Boarding House: A boarding house is a 
building or place wherein table board is pro- 
vided to five or more individuals pursuant to 
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previous arrangement and not to any who 
may apply. 


Building: <A_ structure having a roof sup- 
ported by columns or walls for the shelter, sup- 
port or enclosure of persons, animals or 
chattels; and when separated by division walls 
fram the ground up, and without openings, 
each portion of such building shall be deemed 


a separate building except as provided in sec- 
tion 15, 


Building Area: The maximum. horizontal 
projected area of a building and its accessory 
buildings, excluding open steps, terraces, and 


cornices projecting not more than thirty (30) 
inches. 


Cellar: A cellar is a story having more 
than one-half of its height below the highest 
level of the adjoining ground and not occupied 
for living purposes. A cellar shall not be 


counted as a story for the Purpose of height 
measurement. 


Curb Level: The curb level is the level 
of the established curb in front of: the build- 
ing measured at the center of such front. 
Where no curb has been established. the city 
engineer shall establish such curb or its 
equivalent for the purpose of these regulations, 


Depth of Rear Yard: The mean horizontal 
distance between the rear line of the build- 
ing and the center line of the alley, where an 
alley exists; otherwise the rear fot line. 


Depth of Lot: The mean horizontal dis- 
tance between the front and rear lot lines. 


Dwelling: Is any house or building, or por- 

tion thereof, which is occupied in whole or 
In part as the home or residence of one or 
more human beings. 


District: A’ section of the city of Lansing 
for which the regulations governing the height, 


the area or the use of buildings and premises 
are the same. 7 


Group House: _A group of not more than 
four (4) one-family dwellings, erected simul- 
tape ounny as one building, under the same 
roof, 


Height of Building: The vertical distance 
measured from the curb level opposite the 
middle of the front of the building to the high- 
est point of the roof for flat roofs; to the deck 
line for mansard roofs, and to the mean height 
level (between eaves and ridge) for gable and 
hip roofs. Where a building is located upon 
a terrace the height may be niteasured from 
the average ground level of the terrace at the 
building wall. \ 


e 
Height of Yard: The vertical distance trom 
the lowest level of such yard to the hightest 
point of any bounding wall. 


_ Hotel: A hotel is a building in which lodg- 
ing is provided with or without meals (for 
more than fifty (50) persons) and offered to the 
public for compensation, As such it is apened 
to transient guests in contradistinction to a 
hoarding house, a lodging house, an apartment 
house or an apartment hotel which are herein 
specifically defined. 


Lodging House: A lodging house is a build- 
ing or place providing lodgings: to individuals 
pursuant to previous arrangement and not to 
any one who may apply. . 
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Lot: Land occupied or to be occupied by 
a building and accessory buildings and includ- 
ing such open spaces as are required under 
this ordinance, and having its principal front- 
an upon a public street or officially approved 
place. 


Lot, corner: Lot, triangular: A lot front- 
ing on two or more streets at their junction, 
said streets forming with each other an angle 
of 45 degrees or more, is a corner Jot. When 
the angle formed by the intersecting street 
is less than 45 degrees, such a lot shall be 
known as a triangular lot. For the purpose of 
determining the percentage of lot occupancy, 
corner and triangular lots shall be assumed 
to have an area not greater than 5,000 square 
feet and a frontage not greater than 100 feet 
on either of the intersecting streets. 


Lot, interior: A lot other than a corner 
lot or triangular lot. 

Lot, through: An interior lot having front- 
age on two streets. 

Lot lines: The lines bounding a lot as de- 
fined herein. 


Multiple dwelling: Is a dwelling which is 
occupied more or less permanently for resi- 
dence purposes by several families and in which 
the rooms are occupied in apartments, suites 
or groups, includes tenement houses, flats, 
apartment houses, apartment hotels, and all 
other dwellings similarly occupied, whether 
specifically enumerated herein or not. 


Non-conforming use: A _ building or prem- 
ises occupied by a use that does not conform 
with the regulations of the use district in 
which it is situated. 

One family dwelling: Is a building occupied 
as a dwelling by not more than one family. 


Percentage of Jot occupancy: That portion 
of the area of a lot, as herein defined, which 
is occupied or which inay be occupied under 
this ordinance as building area. 


Place: An open unoccupied space dedicated 
to purposes of access for abutting property. 


Private garages: A garage with a capacity 
for not more than three steam or motor-driven 
vehicles. 


Public garage: Any premises used for hous- 
ing or care of more than three steam or 
motor-driven vehicles, or where any such 
vehicles are equipped for operation, repaired, 
or kept for remuneration, hire or sale, not 
including exhibition or show rooms for model 
cars. 


Private stable: A stable with a capacity 
for not more than four horses, all but one of 
which shall be the property of one owner. 


Public stable: A stable with a capacity for 
more than four horses. 


Rear Yard: An open unoccupied space (ex- 
cluding accessory buildings, see Sec. 15) on 
the same Jot with a building between the rear 
line of the building and the rear line of the 
lot, for the full width of the lot. 


Setback: The minimum horizontal distance 
between the front line of the building (exclud- 
ing steps and unenclosed porches) and the 
front line of the lot. 

Side yard: An open unoccupied space on 
the same Jot with a building between the 
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building and the side line of the lot extending 
through from the front building line to the 
rear yard. 


Street: A public thoroughfare more than 
twenty-four (24) feet wide. 


Story: That portion of a building included 
between the surface of any floor next above 
it, or if there be no floor above it then the 
space between such floor and the ceiling next 
above it. 


Half story: That portion of a building in 
the 35-foot hcight district, between the eaves 
and ridge lines of a pitched roof, which may 
or may not be used for tenant purposes. 


Structural alterations: Any change in the 
supporting members of a building, such as 
bearing walls or partitions, columns, beams or 
girders, excepting such altcrations as may be 
required for the safety of the building. 


Tenement house: See ‘‘Multiple-Dwelling.” 


Terracc: A natural or artifieial earthen em- 
bankment betwcen a building and its street 
front. The “height of terrace” shall be the 
difference in elevation between the average 
curb level, and the average elevation of the 
terrace at the building wall. 

Tower: A subordinate enclosed structure 
projecting above the roof line of a main build- 
ing and naving a roof line of a main building 
and having a roof supported by columns or 
walls. Such tower may or may not be used 
for tenant purposes. 


Two-family dwelling: Is a building occupied 
as a dwelling by not more than two families. 


Section 2.—Use District Regulations. 


In order to regulate and restrict the loca- 
tion of trades and industries and the location 
of buildings erected or altered for specific 
uses, the city of Lansing is hereby divided into 
“use districts,’ of which there shall be five, 
known as: 


“A” Residence District. 
“B” Residence District. 
“C’’ Commercial District. 
“DP” Industrial District. 
“Ee” Unrestricted District. 


The City of Lansing is hereby divided into 
five (5) districts aforesaid, and the boundaries 
of such districts are shown upon the map at- 
tached hereto and made 3 part of this or- 
dinance, being designated as the “use district 
map,’’ and said map and all the notations, 
referenees and other things shown thereon shall 
be as much a part of this ordinance as if 
the matters and things set forth by said map 
were all fully described herein. 


Except as hereinafter provided, no building 
shall be ereeted or altered nor shall any build- 
ing or premises he used for any purpose other 
than is permitted in the “use district’? in which 
such building or premises is located. 


Section 3.—‘‘A”’ 


In the “A” Residence District no building 
or premises shall be used and nv building shall 
be hereafter erected or altered, unless other- 
wise provided in this ordinance, except for 
one or more of the following uses: 


Residence District. 
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1. One and two-family dwellings. 
2. Group houses. 

3. Churches and temples. 

4. Schools and colleges. 

5. Libraries. | 

6, Farming and truck gardening. 


7. Accessory buildings incidental to the above 
uses and located on the same lot (not involv- 
ing the conduct of a retail business) includ- 
ing one private garage, private stable, when 
located not less than fifty (50) feet from the 
front lot line or in a fireproof compartment as 
a part of the main building, providing that 
any barn, stable, chicken coop or other build- 
ing or enclosure used for the purpose of se- 
curing or keeping animals or poultry is not 
nearer than thirty feet to any street line or 
to any dwelling and including also home oc- 
cupations engaged in by the occupants of a 
dwelling not irfvolving the conduct of a re- 
tail business on the premises, and including 
the office of the occupant for a trade, profes- 
sion or occupation when situated in the same 
dwelling or apartment used by such occupant 
as his or her private dwelling. 


Section 4.—‘B’’? Residence District. 


In the “B’ Residence District no building 
or premises shall he used and no building shall 
be hereafter erected or altered unless other- 
wise provided in this ordinance, except for 
one or more of the following uses: 


1, Any use permitted in the ‘“‘A’”’ Residence 
District. 


2. Multiple- Dwellings, 

3. Hotels. 

4. Private Clubs and Fraternity Houses. 
5. Boarding and Lodging Houses. 


6. Institutions of an educational, philanthro- 
pic or eleemosynary nature. 

7. Accessory buildings incidental to the above 
uses and located on the same lot, not involving 
the conduct of a retail business. 


8. A garage for storage purposes only and 
for the exclusive use of occupants of the prem- 
ises when located not less than fifty (50) feet 
from all street lines. 


Section 5.—‘C’’ Commercial District. 


In the “C’? Commercial District all buildings 
and premises except as otherwise provided in 
this ordinance, may he used for any use per- 
mitted in the ‘‘B'’ Residence District or for 
any other use except the following: 


1, Bakery (employing more than five (5) 
persons. 


2. Blacksmith or horse shoeing shop. 

3. Bottling works. 

4. Building material storage yard. 

5. Carting, express, hauling or storage yard. 
6. Contractor’s plant or storage yard, 

7. Coal, coke or wood yard. 


8. Cooperage works. ' 
§, Dyeing and cleaning works (employing 
more than five (5) persons). 
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10. Ice plant or storage house in excess of 
five (5) tons capacity. 


11. Laundry (employing more than five (5) 
persons). 

12. Livery stable. 

13. Lumber yard. 

14. Machine shops. 

15. Milk distributing station. 

16. Stone yard or monumental works. 

17. Stove polish manufacture. 


18. All uses excluded from the “D’’ indus- 
trial district, 


19. Any kind of manufacture or treatment 
other than the manufacture or treatment of 
products clearly incidental to the conduct of a 
retail business conducted on the premises. 


A public garage may be established or erect- 
ed in a commercial district if, when the per- 
mit is issued, there are on file with the build- 
ing commissioners the written consents of the 
owners of 75 per cent of all commercial or 
residential property within two hundred (200) 
feet of any part of the lot to be used for garage 
purposes. 


Section 6.—‘‘D”? Industrial District. 


In the “D” Industrial District all buildings 
and premises except as otherwise provided in 
this ordinance may be used for any use per- 
mitted in the ‘‘C’’ Commercial District or for 
any other use except the following: 


1, Abattoirs. 
2. Acetylene gas manufacture, 
3. Acid manufacture. 


4. Ammonia, bleaching powder or chlorine 
manufacture. 


5. Arsenal, 

6. Asphalt manufacture or refining. 

7. Blast furnace, 

8. Boiler works, 

9. Brick, tile or Terra Cotta tmanufacture. 
16. Candle manufacture. 

11. Celluloid manufacture. 

12. Coke ovens. 

13. Crematory. 

14, Creosote treatment or manufacture. 
15. Disinfectants manufacture. 

16. Distillation of bones, coal or wood. 
17. Dyestuffs manufacture. 


18. Exterminator and insect poison manufac- 
ture: 


19. Emery cloth and sand paper manufacture. 
20. Fat rendering. 

21. Fertilizer. 

22, Fish sinoking and curing. 

23. Flour Mill. 

24. Forge plant. 


25. Gas (illuminating or heating) manufac- 
ture. 


26. Glue, size or gelatine manufacture. 
27. Gunpowder manufacture or storage. 
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28. Fireworks or explosive manufacture or 
storage.

Section 7.—“‘E’”’ Unrestricted District. 


In the “E”’ unrestricted district building and 
premises may be used for any purpose what- 
soever, provided the provisions of the present 
or hereafter adopted ordinanee of the city of 
Lansing, regulating the location or mainte- 
nance of nuisances, are complied with. 
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Section 8.—Non-Conforming Uses. 


The lawful use of a premises existing at 
the time of adoption of this ordinance, al- 
though such use does not conform to the pro- 
visions hereof, may be continued, but if such 
non-conforming use is discontinued, any fu- 
ture use of said premises shall be in con- 
formity with the provisions of this ordinance. 


The lawful use of a building existing at the 
time of the adoption of this ordinance may be 
continued, although such does not conform 
with the provisions hereof, and such use may 
be extended throughout the building provided 
no structural alterations, except those required 
by law or ordinance are made therein. If no 
structural alterations are made, a non-conform- 
ing use of a building may be changed to a 
use of the same or higher classification accord- 
ing to the provisions of this ordinance, and 
provided further that whenever a Use District 
shall be hereafter changed, any then existing 
non-conforming use in such changed district 
inay be continued or changed to a use of a 
similar or higher classification, provided all 
other regulations governing the new use. are 
complied with. Whenever a non-conforming 
use of a building has been changed to a high- 
er classification or to a conforming use, such 
use shall not thereafter be changed to a use 
of a lower classification. 


Section 9.—Height and Area District Regula- 
tions. 


In order to regulate and limit the height 
and bulk of buildings hereafter erected or 
altered; to regulate and limit the percentage 
of lot occupancy; to regulate and determine 
the area of yards, courts and other open spaces, 
and to limit and restrict the maximum number 
of families which may be housed in dwelling 
hereafter erected or altered, the city of Lan- 
sing is hereby divided into districts of which 
there shall be five, known as: 


“A” Height and Area District. 


“B’ Height and Area District. “a 
. 


“C” Weight and Area District. ‘ 
“~Pp’’ Ieight and Area District. 
“E” Height and Area District. 


The City of Lansing is hereby divided into 
the five (5) districts aforesaid, and the boun- 
daries of such districts are shown upon the 
map attached hereto and made a part of 
this ordinance, being designated as_ the 
“Height and Area District Map,’’ and _ said 
map and all the notations, references and 
other things shown thereon shall be as much 
a part of this ordinance as if the matters and 
things set forth by said map were all fully 
described herein. 


Except as hereinafter provided no building 
shall be erected or altered to exceed in height 
and limit herein established for the district 
in which such building is located. Provided 
further that no new building shall be erected, 
nor shall an existing building he altered, en- 
larged or rebuilt, nor shall any open spaces 
surrounding any building be encroached upon 
or reduced it. any manner except in conform- 
ity with the regulations hereby established for 
the district in which such building is located. 
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Section 10.—“‘A” JTleight aud Area District. 


In the “A” Height and Area District the 
height of buildings, the minimum dimensions 
of yards and courts, the maximum percentage 
of lot occupancy and the maximum number of 
faniili¢és per acre shall be as follows: 


Height: No building hereafter shall ex- 
ceed thirty-five (35) feet or two and one half 
(2%) stories. 


»Rear Yard: On interior lots there shall he 
a rear yard having a minimum depth of sixtcen 
(16) feet for a one story building, cighteen (18) 
feet for a two or two and one-half story build. 
ang, and twenty (20) feet for a three story 
‘building. 

On a corner fot abutting on two streets the 
depth of the rear yard may he six (6) feet less 
than that required for *n interior lot. 


On corner lots abutting on three strects 
#he rear yard need not extend across the full 
width of the lot, only to its median line. 


The above requirements for a rear yard may 
be decreased by one-half provided there is no 
room of the dwelling which receives its legal 
light as required ly the state housing code 
from such rear yard. 


Side Yard: There shall ke a side yard on 
each side of the lot of nut less than three (3) 
feet in width, provided, however, that build- 
angs used for commercial purposes and loeat- 
ed in a “C’ commercial district may waive 
this side vard requirement, except on the side 
adjacent to “A” residence property. 


Sethack: There shall be a sethack of not 
Jess than twenty (20) feet; provided that where 
all but one of the buildings on one side of a 
Street between two intersecting streets have 
observed a uniform sethack hne of more or 
less than twenty (20) feet all new buildings 
shall conform to such setback line; and pro- 
vided that this regulation shall not reduee 
the buildable width of a corner lot facing an 
intersecting street to less than twenty-four 
(24) feet where such corner lot was held un- 
der a distance and separate ownership from 
adjacent lots and of record at the time,of the 
passage of this ordinance, 


Building Area and Number of Familhes per 
Acre: No building with its accessory build- 
ings shall occupy in excess of 40% of an in- 
terior lot, nor itt excess of 50,4 of a corner lat. 
No dwelling shall hereafter be erected or al- 
tered to accommodate nor make provision for 
more than ten (10) families on any acre of 
land, nor make provision for more than a 
proportional number of families on any frac- 
tional part of an acre of land. The maximum 
number of families which may hereafter he 
housed on any lot shall not exceed the integral 
mumber obtained by multiplying the acreage 
of such plot, exclusive of the area within street 
lines by ten (10). 


Section 11.—‘B” Height and Area District. 


In the “B” Height and Area District and 
height of buildings, the minimum dimensions 
of yards and courts, the maximum percentage 
of lot occupancy and the maximum number of 
families per acre shall be as_ follows: 


Height: No building hereafter erected shall 
exceed forty-five (45) feet or three stories. 
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Rear Yard: On interior lots there shall he 
a rear yard having a minimum depth of six- 
teen (16) feet for a one story building, eighteen 
(18) feet for a two story building, and twenty 
(20) feet for a three story building. 

On a corner lot abutting on two streets the 
depth of the rear yard may be six (6) feet 
less than required for an interior lot. 

On corner lots abutting on three strects the 
rear yard need not extend across the full 
width of the lot, only to its median line. 


The ahove requirements for a rear yard 


may he decreased by one-half provided there 


is no room of the dwelling which receives its 
legal light as required by the state housing 
eode from such rear yard. 


Sule Yard: There shall he 2 side yard on 
each side of the lot of not less than three (3) 
feet in width, provided, however, that a side 
yard shall in no case be Iess than one (1) inch 
in width for each foot of building length, and 
provided further that buildings used for com- 
mercial purposes and Jocated in a “C”’ com- 
mercial district may waive this side yara re- 
quirement, except on the side adjacent to “B” 
or “A” residence property. 


Sethack: There shall he a setback of not 
less than twenty (20) feet; provided that where 
all but one of the buildings on one side of 
a street hetween two intersecting  strects 
thirty-six hundred (3600) square feet have ob- 
served a uniform sctback line of more or less 
than twenty (20) feet all new juildings shall 
conform ta such set back line; and provided 
that this regulation shall not reduce the buiid- 
able width of a corner lot facing an intersect- 
ing street to less than twenty-four (24) feet 
Where such comer lot was held under a dis- 
finct and separate ownership from adjacent 
lots and of record at the time of the passage 
of this ordinanee, 


Building Area and Number of Families Per 
Acre: No building with its accessory buildings 
shall occupy in excess of 50% of an interior lot, 
nor in excess of 60% of a corner lot. No 
dwelling shall hereafter Im crected or altered 
to accommodate nor make provision for more 
than eightcen (18) families on any acre of 
land, nor make provision for more than a 
proportional number of families on any frac- 
tional part of an acre of land. The maximum 
number of families which may hereafter be 
housed on any lot shall not exceed the inte- 
gral number obtained by multiplying the acre- 
age of such plot, exclusive of the area with- 
in street lines by cighteen (18). 


Section 12.—“‘C” Height and Area District. 


In the “C” Tleight and Arca District the 
height of buildings, the minimum dimensions of 
vards and courts, the maximum percentage of 
lot occupancy and the maximum number of 
families per acre shall he as follows: 


Height: No building hereafter erected shall 
exceed seventy-five (75) feet or six (6) stories. 


Rear Yard: On interior lots there shall be a 
rear yard having a minimum depth as _ fol- 
lows: Sixteen (16) feet for a one (1) story 
building, eighteen (18) feet for a two (2) 
story building, twenty (20) feet for a three (3) 
story building, twenty-four (24) feet for a four 
(4) story building, twenty-eight (28) feet for 
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a five (5) story building and thirty-two (32) 
feet for a six (6) story building, 


On a corner lot abutting on two streets the 
depth of the rear yard may be six (6) feet 
less than required for an interior lot. 


On corner lot abutting on three streets the 
rear yard need not extend across the fuil 
width of the lot, only to its median linc, 


The above requirements for a rear yard 
may be decreased by one-half, provided there 
is no room of the dwelling which receives its 
legal light as required hy the state housing 
code from such rear yard. 


Side Yard: There shall be a side yard on 
each side of the lot having a width of not 
less than three (3) feet. In no case shall the 
width of the side yard be less than one (1) 
inch for each foot of building length. 


Set back: There shall be a setback of not 
less than twenty (20) feet; provided that 
where all but one of the buildings on one 
side of a street between two intersecting streets 
have observed a uniform setback line of more 
or lesa than twenty (20) feet all new build- 
ings shall conform to such setback line; and 
provided that this regulation shall not re- 
duce the buildable width of a corner lot fac- 
ing an intersecting street to Jess than twenty- 
four (24) feet where such corner lot was held 
under a distinct and separate ownership from 
adjacent lots and of record at the time of 
passage of this ordinance. 


Building Area and Number of Families per 
Acre: No building with its accessory build- 
ings shall oceupy in excess of 60% of an interior 
lot, nor in excess of 705, of a corner lot. No 
dwelling shall hereafter be erected or altered 
to accommodate nor make provision for more 
than seventy-five (75) families on any acre of 
land, nor make provision for more than a pro- 
portional nutnber of families on any fractional 
part of an acre of land. The maximum num- 
ber of families which may hereafter be housed 
on any plot of ground shall not exceed the in- 
tegral number obtained by multiplying the 
acreage of such plot, exclusive of the area 
within street lines by seventy-five (75). 


Section 13.—“D” Height and Area District. 


In the “D’’ Height and Area District build- 
ings used for residental purposes shall com- 
ply with the regulations of the “C’’ Height 
and Area District. The height of the buildings, 
the minimum dimensions of yards and courts, 
the maximum percentage of lot occupancy and 
the maximum number of families per acre, 
for all other buildings shall be as follows: 


Height: No building hereafter erected shall 
exceed seventy-five (75) feet or six (6) stories, 


Rear Yard: There shall be a rear yard of 
not lesa than fifteen (15) feet. 


Side Yard: A side yard, if provided, shall be 
not less than three (3) feet wide, nor less than 
three-fourths (34) of an inch in width for each 
foot of building Jength. 


Building Area and Number of Families per 
Acre: No building with its accessory build- 
ings shall occupy in excess of eighty (80) per 
cent of an interior lot, nor in excess of ninety 
(90) per cent of a corner lot. 
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Section 14.—‘E” Height and Area District. 


In the “E” Height and Area District build- 
ing used for residental purposes shall comply 
with the regulations of the “C’? Height and 
Area District. The height of building, the 
minimum dimensions of yards and courts, the 
maximum percentage of lot occupancy and the 
maximum number of families per acre for all 
other buildings shall be as follows: 


Height: No building hereafter erected shall 
exceed one hundred (100) feet or eight (8) 
storics. 


Rear Yard: There shall be a rear yard of 
not less than ten (10) feet. 


Side Yard: <A side yard, if provided, shall 
he not less than three (3) feet; nor less than 
three-fourths of an inch wide for each foot of 
building length. 


Building Area: A building with its accessory 
huildings may occupy the entire lot on the 
first floor, provided the required provision for 
a rear yard is complied with. Above the first 
floor a building shall not occupy in excess 
of ninety (90) percent of a corner lot, nor in 
a of eighty (80) per cent of an interior 
ot. 


Section 15.—Height and Area District Excep- 
tions, ‘ 


The foregoing requirements in the height 
and area district shall be subject to the follow- 
ingy exceptions and regulations: 


lieights-- 


First: That in the “A” and “B” Height 
and Area Districts, public or  semi-public 
buildings, hospitals, sanitariums or schools may 
he erected to a height not exceeding sixty 
(60) feet, when set hack from all lot lines not 
less than one foot for each foot such building 
exceed thirty-five (35) and forty-five (45) feet 
respectively in height. 

Second: A one family dwelling in the ‘A” 
Height and Area District may be increased in 
height by not more than ten (10) feet when 
two (2) side yards of not less than fifteen 
(15) feet each are provided. Such dwellings, 
however, shall not exceed three (3) stories in 
height. 


Third: Churches, cathedrals and temples, 
which have side yards on all sides and com- 
ply with the area restrictions of the ‘‘A” 
Height and Area District may be erected as 
to the height and regulations in accordance 
with existing or hereafter adopted ordinances 
of the City of Lansing. 


Fourth: Chimneys, cooling towers, elevator 
bulkheads, fire towers, gas tanks, grain ele- 
vators, light-houses, pent houses, stacks, stage 
towers or scenery lofts, sugar refineries, tanks, 
water towers, ornamental towers and_ spires, 
wircless towers or necessary mechanical ap- 
purtenances may be erected as to their height 
in accordance with existing or hereafter adopted 
ordinances of the City of Lansing. <A tower 
may be erected on a building having a mini- 
mum frontage of one hundred (100) feet on a 
street, provided such tower occupies not more 
than 50% of the frontage of the street, is re- 
moved twenty-five feet from any adjoining 
property line and shall have a maximum hor- 
izontal area not to exceed thirty-six hundred 
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(3600) square feet. A tower may be erected 
on a building having a frontage on three or 
more streets, but such tower shall have a max- 
imum horizontal dimension of not more than 
50% of the average frontage of the building on 
all streets, shall be removed at least twenty- 
five (25) feet from any adjoining property line, 
and shall have a maximum horizontal area 
not to exceed thirty-six hundred (3600) square 
feet. 


Fifth: On “through” lots one hundred (100) 
feet or less in depth the height of a building 
may be measured from the curb level on 
either street. On through lots more than one 
hundred (100) feet in depth the height 
regulations and basis of height measurement 
for the street permitting the greater height 
shall apply to a depth of not more than one 
hundred (100) feet from that street. 


Area- 


First: For purposes of the area regulations 
a semi-detached dwelling in the ‘A’? Residence 
District, or group house in the ‘‘B” Residence 
District may be considered as one building 
and occupying one lot. 


Second: Buildings on through lots and run- 
ning through from street to street may waive 
the requirements for a rear yard when com- 
plying with the percentage of lot occupancy 
by furnishing other open spaces in lieu of such 
required rear yard. 


Third: In computing the depth of a rear 
yard or the width of a side yard for any build- 
ing where such yard opens onto an alley or 
street, one-half of such alley or street may 
be assumed to be a portion of the yard. 


Fourth: In computing the percentage of lot 
occupancy in the “D” and “E” Height and 
Area Districts where a lot abuts on an alley, 
one-half the width of the abutting alley may 
be assumed to be a portion of the lot. 


Fifth: Every part of a required yard shall 
be open from its lowest point to the sky un- 
obstructed, except for the ordinary projections 
of skylight above the bottom of such yard, 
and except for the projection of sills, belt 
courses, cornices and ornamental features not 
ta exceed four (4) inches. 


Sixth: No cornice shall project over the 
street line more than three (3) per cent of the 
width of such street, and shall in no case 
project more than three (3) feet. 


Seventh: Open or lattice enclosed fire es- 
capes, fireproof outside stairways and_ solid 
floored balconies opening upon fire towers, 
projecting into a yard not more than five (5) 
feet, and the ordinary projections of chimneys 
and flues, may be permitted by the Building 
Commissioner where same are so placed as not 
to obstruct the light and ventilation. 


Eighth: One or miore accessory buildings 
may be erected within a required rear yard 
when built to a height not exceeding twelve 
(12) feet and which occupy an area of not 
more than thirty (30) per cent of the area of 
such required rear yard. 


Section 16.—Board of Appeals. 


Creation of Membership: A Board of Appeals 
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is hereby established. The word ‘Board’ 
when used in this section shall be construed 
to mean the Board of Appeals. The Board 
shall consist of five members, of whom not 
less than two (2) shall be members of the 
City Planning Commission, appointed by the 
Mayor for terms of one (1) for one year, two 
(2) for two years, and two (2) for three years, 
respectively, in the first instance, and there- 
after appointments shall be for three (3) 
years each. The chairman of the Board shall 
be annually elected by the members of the 
Board. All members of the Board shall serve 
without compensation. 


Meetings: Meetings of the Board shall be 
held at least once a month and at such other 
times as the Board may determine. There 
shall be a fixed place of meeting and all meet- 
ings shall be open to the public. The Board 
shall adopt its own rules of procedure and 
keep a record of its proceedings, showing the 
action of the Board and the vote of each 
member upon each question considered. The 
presence of four members shall be necessary 
to constitute a quorum. 


Appeal, Appeal from the ruling of the 
Building Commission concerning the enforce- 
ment of the provisions of this ordinance may 
be made to the Board of Appeals within such 
time as shall be prescribed by the Board by 
general rule, The appellant shall file with the 
Building Commission and with the Board of 
Appeals a notice of appeal, specifying the 
grounds thereof. The Building Commissioner 
shall forthwith transmit to the Board all the 
papers constituting the record upon which the 
action appealed for was taken. 


Stay: An appeal stays all proceedings in 
furtherance of the action appealed from unless 
the Building Commissioner, from whom the 
appeal is taken, certifies to the Board of Ap- 
peals, after the notice of appeal shall have 
been filed with him, that by reason of facts 
stated in the certificate, a stay would in his 
opinion cause imminent peril to life or prop- 
erty, in which case proceedings shall not be 
stayed otherwise than by a restraining order 
which inay be granted by the Board of Ap- 
peals or by the Circuit Court, on application, 
on notice to the Building Commissioner from 
whom the appeal is taken and on due cause 
shown. 


Jurisdiction: The Board of Appeals may, in 
specific cases, after public notice and hearing, 
and subject to appropriate conditions and safe- 
guards. determine and vary the application 
of the use, height and area district regulations 
herein established in harmony with their gen- 
eral purposes and intent as follows: 


(1) Grant a permit in a residence district 
for a temporary building for commerce or in- 
dustry incidental to the residental development, 
such permit to be issued for a period of not 
more than one (1) year. 


(2) Grant a permit for the reconstruction 
within twelve (12) months of a building de- 
stroyed by fire or other causes to the extent 
of not more than one-half of its assessed value 
when such building is located in a district re- 
stricted against ita use. 

(3) Grant a permit for the extension of a use- 
or height and area district for a distance of 
not more than twenty-five (25) feet where the 
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boundary line of a district divides a_ lot. in a 
single ownership at the time of the adoption of 
thia ordinance. 


(4) Grant a permit for the enlargement of 
existing building or buildings, or erection on 
the same lot or plot of ground of additional 
buildings for a trade, business or industry 
located in a district restricted against its use, 
where such enlargement or expansion of such 
trade, business or industry will not be detri- 
mental to or tend to alter the character of the 
neighborhood. 


(5) Grant a permit for the erection and use 
of a building or the use of a premises in any 
location to a public service corporation or for 
public utility purpose which the Board ad- 
mits reasonably necessary for the public con- 
venience of welfare. 


(6) Interpret the provisions of this ordinance 
in such a way as to carry out the intent and 
purpose of the plan, as shown upon the maps 
fixing the several districts accompanying and 
made a part of this ordinance where the street 
layout actually on the ground varies from the 
street layout as shown on the maps aforesaid, 


(7) Adopt from time to time such rules and 
regulations as may be deemed necessary to 
carry into effect the provisions of this or- 
dinance. 


(8) ‘Grant permit for the erection of a one- 
family dwelling on a lot held under a separate 
and distinct ownership from the adjacent lots 
and of record at the time of the passage of 
this ordinance which has less area than the 
lot area per family requirements of this or- 
dinance for the district in which such lot is 
located, 


Section 17.—Certificate of Occupancy and Com- 
pliance. 


No premises shall be occupied or used and 
no building shall hereafter be erected or al- 
tered, nor any building existing at the passage 
of this ordinance be altered or changed in its 
use, until certificates called a ‘‘Certificate of 
Occupancy and Compliance,” shall have been 
issued by the Building Commissioner, stating 
that the building or proposed use of building 
or premises complies with all building and 
health laws and ordinances of the city ,and 
with the provisions of this Zoning Ordinance. 


This Certificate of Occupancy and Compli- 
ance shall be applied for at the same time 
as the application for a building permit and 
shall be issued at any time, not exceeding 
ten (10) days, after the erection or altera- 
tion of such building shall have been com- 
pleted in conformity with the provisions of 
these regulations. A record of all certificates 
shall be kept on file in the office of the 
Building Commissioner and copies shall be 
furnished, on request, to any person having a 
proprietary or tenancy interest in the build- 
ing affected. No fee shall be charged for 
the original Certificate of Occupancy and 
Compliance when applied for at the same time 
as the application for a building permit, for 
all other certificates or copies of any original 
certificate there shal] be a charge of one dol- 
lar each. No building permit shall be issued 
before application has been made for Certificate 
of Occupancy and Compliance. 


ob 
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Section 18:—Plats. 


All applications for building permits shall 
be accompanied by a plat in duplicate drawn 
to scale showing the actual dimensions of the 
lot to be built upon, the size of the building 
to be erected, and such other information as 
may be necessary to provide for the enforce- 
ment of these regulations. A careful record of 
such applications and plats shall be kept in 
the office of the building commissioner. No 
yard, court or other open space provided about 
any building for the purpose of complying with 
the provisions of these regulations shall again 
be used as a yard, court or other open space 
for another building. 


Section 19:—Use Permit. 


No change shall be made in the use of a 
building without a permit having first been 
issued by the building commissioner, and no 
permit shall be issued to make such a change 
unless it is in accordance with the provisions 
of this ordinance or amendment thereto here- 
after duly enacted. © 


Section 20:—Interpretation. Purpose and Con- 


flict. 


In interpreting and applying the provisions 
of this ordinance, they shall be held to be the 
minimum requirements for the promotion of the 
public safety, health, convenience, comfort, 
prosperity and general welfare. It is not in- 
tended by this ordinance to interfere with or 
abrogate or annul any ordinance, rules, regu- 
lations or permits previously adopted or is- 
sued, and not in conflict with any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance or which shall be 
adopted or issued, pursuant to law relating to 
the use of buildings or premises, nor is it in- 
tended by this ordinance to interfere with or 
abrogate or annul any easements, covenants, or 
other agreements between parties, provided, 
however, that where this ordinance imposes 
a greater restriction upon the use of building 
or premises or upon height of building or re- 
quires larger open spaces than are imposed or 
required by such ordinances, rules, regulations 
or permits, or by easements, covenants, or 
agreements, the provisions of this ordinance 
shall control, 


Section 21.—Violation; Penalty. 

Every person, firm or corporation violat- 
ing, neglecting or refusing to comply with any 
of the provisions of this ordinance shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be punished by a fine of 
not less than twenty-five ($25) dollars, nor 
more than two hundred ($200) dollars. 


Each and every day’s continuance of the 
violation of this ordinance ‘shall constitute a 
separate offense and be punishable as such. 


The City of Lansing or any private citizen 
may take steps in court to cause the abate- 
ment of any violation of this ordinance. 


Section 22,—Boundaries of Districts. 


Where uncertainty exists with respect to the 
boundaries of the various districts as shown 
on the maps accompanying and made a part 
of this ordinance the following rules «shall 
apply:

12 COUNCIL PROCEEDINGS 


(a) The district boundaries are either 
streets or alleys unless otherwise shown and 
where the designation on the maps accom- 
panying and made a part of this ordinance 
indicating the various districts are approxi- 
mately bounded by streets or alley lines, 
said street or alley shall be construed to be 
the boundary of such district; 


(b) Where the district boundaries are not 
otherwise indicated and where the _ property 
has been or may hereafter be divided into 
blocks and lots, the district boundaries shall 
be construed to be lot lines, and where the 
designations on the maps accompanying and 
made a part of this ordinance indicating the 
various districts are approximately bounded by 
lot lines, said lot lines shall be construed to 
be the boundary of such district, unless said 
boundaries are otherwise indicated on the 
maps. 


Section 23.—Validity and Administration. 


Should any section, clause or provision of 
this ordinance be declared by the courts to 
be invalid, the same shall not affect the 
validity of the ordinance as a whole or any 
part thereof, other than the part se “*clared 
to be invalid. 


It is hereby made the duty of the Building 
Commissioner to administer this ordinance. 


Section 24:—Changes and Amendments. 


The city planning commission may, of its 
own motion or upon petition signed by the 
owners of a majority of the property accord- 
ing to frontage in any district or portion 
thereof, prepare an ordinance amending, sup- 
plementing, or changing the district bound- 
aries or the regulations herein established. 
The city planning commission shall cause to be 
prepared a notice indicating the proposed 
change in the regulations or in the district 
boundary lines and describing the boundaries 
of the territory to be affected, which notice 
shall set a date for a public hearing for con- 
sideration of such proposed amendment, sup- 
plement or change. After due publication and 
posting and public hearing of such proposed 
amendment, supplement or change, as required 
by law, the city planning commission may 
cause such ordinance to be introduced in the 
city council of the city of Lansing. When- 
ever a written protest against such proposed 
amendment, supplement, or change, signed by 
the owners of twenty (20) per cent of the 
frontage proposed to be altered, or by the 
owners of twenty (20) per cent of the front- 
age immediately adjoining or across an alley 
therefrom, or by the owners of twenty (20) 
per cent of the frontage directly opposite the 
frontage proposed to be altered, shall have 
been filed with the city planning commission, 
the ordinance providing for such proposed 
amendment, supplement or change shall not 
be passed except by the favorable vote of 
three-fourths of the members of the _ city 
council. If any area is hereafter transferred 
to another district by a change in district 
boundaries by an amendment, as above pro- 
vided, the provisions of this ordinance in re- 
gard to buildings or premises cxisting at 
the time of the passage of this ordinance shall 
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apply to buildings or premises existing at the 
time of the passage of such amendment in 
such transferred areas. 


Section 25:—Conflicting Provisions Repealed. 


All ordinances or parts of ordinances in con- 
flict with any, of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance are hereby repealed. 


Section 26:—When Effective. 


This ordinance shall be in effect from and 
after its passage, publication and recording, 
according to law, thirty days after publication.

To the Honorable Mayor and Members of 
the City Council, Lansing, Michigan: 


Gentlemen: 


In relation to the assessment to be made 
for main and trunk sewers, I beg leave to 
call your attention to the fact that I gave 
an opinion under date of August 13th, 1923 
of which I have no reason to make any 
correction at the present time, but in ex- 
planation as to the confusion that may 
arise or might have arisen in the minds 
of some as to Section 274 of the city chart- 
ter, in relation to the expense of establish- 
ment of main or trunk sewers, I beg to call 
your attention to the fact that said sec- 
tion contains two distinct sections which 
are included in Section 274. But it is very 
clear that all main or trunk sewers that 
are established without reference to sewer 
districts shall be paid from the general 
sewer fund, cxcept such portions thercof 
as the council shall deem to be of benefit 
to private property. Further, I will state 
that I am inclined to the opinion that any 
other assessment that might he made, not 
in accordance with these provisions, would 
be absolutely unjust and illegal. In other 
words, it would he unjust to tax a certain 
district that might or may be created for 
the purpose of a main or trunk sewer, for 


as stated, the charter very plainly pro- 
vides that the same shall be paid from the 
general sewer fund, except portions that the 
council inay deem are benefited by it. The 
question now arises what will we do where 
assessment districts have been made with- 
out regard to sewer districts for the pur- 
pose of assessing for these trunk sewers? 
My opinion is that the council should re- 
scind the original resolutions and pass new 
resolutions in relation to the assessment of 
the same and cause new rolls to be made 
and then if in the judgment of the council 
the district through which the trunk or 
main sewer is built receives any special 
benefit from the same, there should be a 
tax made in proportion to the benefit re- 
ceived.

REPORTS OF CITY OFFICERS. 


The report of the Gas Inspector for the 
week ending Dec. 15, 1923, was received 
and placed on file. 

By Ald. Avery— 


To the Honorable City Council: 
Gentlemen: 

On August 13th, I addressed your Honor- 
able Body suggesting that some action be 
taken to relieve property owners of some 
portion of assessments made for the con- 
struction of Main or Trunk Line Sewers. 

The sewers constructed and under con- 
struction which should be deemed Main 
Trunk Line Sewers built without reference 
to Sewer Districts are as follows: 

Mt. Hope avenue, $233,415.43; 

Forty third, $81,480.00; 

Middle street, $49,800.00; 

Ottawa street, $204,000.00; 

Forty eighth, $141,000.00; 

Cedar, Mt. Hope and Herbert, $66,000.00; 

Shiawassee street, $24,900.00; 

Jefferson avenue, $70,930.00; 

Jerome street, $35,000.00; 

Lenawee and Hillsdale, $37,497.00; 

East Saginaw street, $8,700.00. 


It is my suggestion that assessment 
should be made against abutting owners 
in the streets where these sewers have been 
constructed, said assessment not exceed 
five-sixths of the cost of a ten or twelve 
inch sewer, and wherever this Main Trunk 
Line Sewer serves any particular terri- 
tory as its district sewer, a small assess- 
ment should be made against the property 
so served, and the balance should be paid 
by the City at large. The total amount of 
these eleven rolls is, $952,419.86—for the 
construction of these sewers, bonds in var- 
jous amounts have been voted, making a 
total of $1,105,000 of which $1,008,000 are to 
be retired, as follows: 


1924—-$97 ,000 
1925—187 ,000 
1926—188,000 
1927—168,000 
1928— 139,000 


1929—139,000 
1930— 30,000 
1931—- 30,000 


1932-— 30,000. 


As suggested, if rolls were to be made 
covering the territory traversed by these 
various Trunk Line Sewers and assess- 
ments made against the abutting property 
owners not to exceed five-sixths of the 
cost of a lateral drain of ample capacity 
to drain said property, and as heretofore 
suggested in this letter, and wherever this 
Trunk Line Sewer serves as a district 
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sewer, an assessment should be made 
against the property so served; the total 
amount to be realized from an assessment 
made as suggested, could be applied against 
bond retirement and the balance required 
for bond retirement in the years as here- 
tofore specified, should be spread in the 
general taxes. 


I have given this matter some very 
careful study and while the propositions 
of assessment for these sewers was in- 
herited by this administration, I feel that 
we should correct the apparent injustice. 
I have checked over very carefully our 
charter together with sections of our old 
charter from which the present chapter on 
sewers and drains was taken, and have 
made careful comparison with our Ordin- 
ance and I am satisfied that the solution 
as herewith set forth is the proper one to 
make a just and reasonable charge against 
the properties served and the City at large. 


I am anxious that your Honorable Body 
give this your immediate attention as 
these rolls are now all made and if it is 
your judgment that no correction is to 
be made, I will direct the Treasurer to 
make collections on the basis of the pres- 
ent rolls.

To the Honorable Mayor and Members of 
the City Council, Lansing, Michigan: 


Gentlemen: 


In response to your request that was 
made at the last meeting of the council 
that I give an opinion as to the legality of 
the resolution introduced by Alderman 
Howe relative to the city paying for the 
pavement between the railway tracks of 
the Michigan Railway Company, provided 
they will lay a double track on North 
Washington avenue, they to turn the brick 
over to the city, I submit the following: 

The said Michhigan Railway Company al- 
ready has a franchise in this city. Sec- 
tion 307 of our Charter says: ‘‘The power 
to grant public utility franchise rights or 
privileges and to renew, extend, amend or 
alter the same shall be exercised by or- 
dinance.”” This section of the charter fur- 
ther provides that before a franchise shall 
be granted that it shall be adopted by a 
three-fifths vote of the electors voting at 
some election. 


The first question that confronts us is, is 
this resolution that was introduced an 
undertaking to amend or alter the fran- 
chise already. in existence with the Rail- 
way Company? Without further statement 
in relation to the same at the present, I 
am convinced that it is not such an under- 
taking, and if adopted it would neither alter 
or amend the franchise in any way. 


The next proposition is, is it a contract 
or agreement which the city can properly 
enter into with the Railway Company, with 
the present ordinance franchise existing. 
In considering this we will refer to the 


ordinance, which is ordinance No. 50 of 
the compilation of ordinances of the city. 
A part of Section 2 of said ordinance reads 
as follows: “When any street travelled 
by said street railway shall be paved or 
re-paved said Railway Company * * * 
shall pay the expense of paving between 
the rails and for a width of 18 inches on 
each side of the tracks.’”’ It does not ap- 
pear from the proposition that there is a 
paving or re-paving of this street. It is 
simply a question of the Railway Company 
laying another or double track along a 
street which is already paved, Section 1 
of this franchise ordinance provides for 
the streets the railway shall run upon, 
and also provides “and such other streets 
and avenues as the common council of the 
city shall direct.”” Owing to the fact that 
there is already one tracks over this part 
of Washington avenue in question and the 
city desires another track to be laid so 
that there will be a double track upon 
North Washington avenue, it is my opin- 
ion that it is a matter that the city is 
not authorized to direct. That when the 
Railway Company has placed one track and 
such turn tables and side tracks as may 
be necessary that there is no authority 
given the city whereby they could com- 
pel the company to double track its streets. 


For the reasons aforesaid, I am of the 
opinion that the resolution might be legal- 
ly adopted by the council and carried out, 
for there is a direct consideration moving 
to the city from the Railway Company for 
the same. There is the consideration of 
having a double track and the considera- 
tion of receiving the paving brick, and the 
transaction is one outside of the fran- 
chise,

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corporation, to sell or offer for sale or 
to use in the City of Lansing any blank 
cartridge, pistol, toy cannon, toy cap 
pistol, fire cracker of any size loaded with 
dynamite, daygo bombs or any other high 
explosive, potash and sulphur tablets or 
powders, or Pollet’s cane, ammunition cane 
used for exploding same or any fire crack- 
er exceeding two inches in length by one- 
half inch in diameter, sky rockets, Roman 
candles containing over twenty balls, fly- 
ing pigeons, and fire balloons, 


Section 2. Hereafter it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person, persons, firm or corp- 
oration to use fireworks, the sale of which 
is prohibited within the City of Lansing, 
excepting as provided in section three of 
this ordinance. Provided, that the city 
council of the City of Lansing may grant 
permission to any person or persons, firm 
or corporation to use said fireworks within 
the City of Lansing upon such times and 
under such regulations as the City Coun- 
cil may deem advisable and justified. 


Section 3. No person, firm or corporation 
shall sell at retail or expose for sale at 
retail any fireworks, except between June 
23th and July 5th. 


Section 4. Any violation of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be punished by a 
fine not to exceed $100, or imprisonment 
for ninety days in the county jail or city 
prison, or both such fine and imprison- 
ment in the discretion of the court,

otherwise on any of the streets of the 
city of Lansing,’’ and to add thereto a new 
section to be known as Section 22a. 

The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. That Sections 3, and 23 
of Ordinance No. 133, as amended July 16th, 
1923, entitled ‘“‘An ordinance to regulate 
traffic and the use of carts, wagons, drays, 
coaches, omnibuses, bicycles, motorcycles, 
automobiles and every description of car- 
riage, motors and vehicles propelled or 
driven by motive power or otherwise on 
any of the streets of the city of Lansing,” 
is hereby amended to read as follows, and 
a new section to be known as Section 22a 
is hereby added thereto. 


Section 3. The driver or operator of 
every motor driven vehicle shall have 
a chauffeur’s or operator's state license. 
All vehicles shall be driven in a careful 
manner and with due regard for the safety 
and convenience of pedestrians, and no 
motor vehicle shall be driven or operated 
upon any street by any person who is less 
than fourteen years of age, nor shall any 
person, firm or corporation owning or 
possessing any motor vehicle suffer or per- 
mit any person less than fourteen years 
of age to drive or operate such motor veh- 
icle upon any street within the city of 
Lansing. No person shall drive or operate 
any motor vehicle while under the influence 
of liquor or other stimulant. No person 
shall drive any vehicle across or into any 
safety zone. No person shall drive on the 
right side of any vehicle when overtaking 
it. Provided, however, that in passing 
street cars proceeding in the same direction 
all vehicles shall at all times, pass said 
street cars on the right side thereof. All ve- 
hicles meeting shall pass each other to 
the right. Drivers shall be governed by 
conditions of the particular occasion and 
may he deemed reckless even though pro- 
ceeding at the speed within the limit al- 
lowed hy law, which shall not be greater 
than fifteen miles per hour in the business 
portions of the city and not greater than 
twenty miles per hour in all other portions 
thereof. 


Section 22-A. Any vehicle approaching 
the intersection of Michigan avenue and 
Washington avenue shall continue on its 
course through said streets without mak- 
ing a right or left turn at said intersection. 


Section 23. Any person or persons violat- 
ing any of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance shall upon conviction thereof, be 
punished hy a fiine of not exceeding one hun- 
dred dollars, and in the default of the 
payment of such fine each person or per- 
sons shall be imprisoned in the city jail 
or any workhouse in the state authorized 
hy law to receive prisoners, not to exceed 
ninety days, or by hoth such fine and im- 
prisonment in the discretion of the court.

REPORTS OF CITY OFFICERS. 


The report of the Gas Inspector for the 
week ending December 29, 1923, was re- 
ceived and placed on file. 

The Honorable Mayor and City Council: 
Gentlemen: 


I hereby respectfully submit to your 
Honorable Body a report covering activities 
of this department during the period he- 
tween May Ist and December 31st, 1923. 
Due to lack of sufficient time I have made 
no effort to compile data from the records 
of this department previous to my taking 
over the office on October 9th last. These 
records are open to your inspection either 
at the Mavor’s Office or at my office at 
the City Market. 


There are in the City of Lansing approxi- 
mately 370 Groceries and Meat markets 
who use for commercial purposes about 
1,500 scales or weighing devices. In ad- 
dition to these we have 41 Coal scales, 
about 250 Gasoline Pumps, 36 Druggists, 
28 Confectioners and 16 Bakeries. To these 
must be added the numerous measuring 
Cevices used tn Department Stores, Elec- 
trical Stores, etc., lastly, we have the 
countless liquid and dry ineasures used by 
practically all merchants previously men- 
tioned. 


These instruments must all be tested at 
least once annually. 


Since my taking over the office, this 
department has approved and sealed 202 
instruments, and condemned 84, of which 32 
were later released and sealed. Nineteen 
illegal instruments have been condemnec 
and removed from trade altogether. 
Twenty-seven Gravel Boxes have been 


measured and their capacity certified by a 
City Seal. Numerous complaints not’ of 
sufficient gravity to justify court action 
have been carefully adjusted to the satis- 
faction of all parties concerned. 


_ Another phase of this Department’s activ- 
ities, one which ranks second to none in its 
importance, is the rechecking and reweigh- 
ing of package goods, and other commod- 
ities ready for delivery to the purchaser. 


In reweighing coal we have dciscovered 
but one serious shortage and this was ad- 
justed without court action. Numerous 
other violations of charter provisions have 
been corrected by this Department. Two 
serious cases of short weight have been 
referred to State authorities, and one of 
these has been referred by them to federal 
weights and measures officials. Both cases 
were of a nature which brought them be- 
yond my jurisdiction; one in which Smoked 
Meats being sold to local dealers by Chi- 
cago packers were underweight, and the 
other a matter of short measure in Oyster 
shipments received by local cealers froin 
one located at several places in Mary- 
and.

To the Honorable Mayor and City Council 
of the City of Lansing: 


Gentlemen: 


During the period from May 1 to De- 
cember 15, the Department of Public 
Works has compieted the grading and 
graveling of ninety-six and one-half blocks 
of streets where the improvement was 
petitioned for and the actual cost of this 
work was reported at your last meeting; 
A. M. Wheaton and John Farrell were the 
foremen in charge; other streets, that are 
not yet completed are Hapeman street from 
Willow street to Hyland street, Hyland 
street from Jenison avenue to Hapeman 
street, Jenison avenue from Willow street 
to north end of street, Logan street from 
Barnes avenue to south end of street. [ 
have certified to bills amounting to $58,- 
195.10 for gravel, distributed among the 
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improvements above named charged against 
the abutting property, sidewalks and cross- 
walks, patching of streets, and finishing 
_ after curb and gutter have been 
beuilt. 


Stone sidewalks have been built and re- 
paired to the amount of $35,357.89; this in- 
cludes crosswalks, alley walks and mis- 
cellanecous jobs, besides in front of private 
property; only a small amount of that or- 
dered is left over for next year, but as 
new plats are being opened and the streets 
graded, there is always as much waiting 
as can be built during the season. In the 
building of so much walk it is nearly im- 
possible to not have an occasional error in 
description, but my sidewalk foreman, 
toward Derhammer has kept careful record 
and we are receiving few complaints. Owing 
to the mild weather considerable was built 
too late to he reported for the December 
taxes, but this will appear on the June 
tax rolls. 


The labor pay rolls have amounted to 
$94,220.33 and $34,061.18 has been collected 
for miscellaneous items a record of which 
is in my office; $123.23 of this represents 
the receipts from May 29 to December 1 
from the weighing scales in the Rest 
Rooms. As our share is only one-third 
of the total receipts, you can judge how 
well they are patronized. 


I have heen ordered to cinder several 
streets, hut could not do so, for since the 
last of September we have not been able to 
obtain enough cinders to even patch the 
had places in the streets, and for this 
reason have had to use gravel on the de- 
tours, making the expense much greater. 


The tsual amount of weeds were cut 
during the summer but this cost was taken 
from the contingent fund instead of heing 
reported against the property as in former 
years. Forty-six thousand two hundred 
and fifty pounds of angle iron have just 
been received for placing of the remainder 
of the 3,885 street signs purchased, and 
while every street will be properly marked 
by next year more signs will be needed 
for new streets opened, and to replace 
those which are constantly being damaged 
by accidents, and by boys who delight in 
doing such things. 


Considerable time has heen required to 
keep the drinking fountains in good con- 
dition, and they will now soon be discon- 
nect for the winter; these too, are great- 
ly injured by being tampered with. 


About sixty yards of dirt have been taken 
daily from the streets, an average of fifty 
miles of paved streets being cleaned per 
day by the motor sweepers in charge of 
Freda Belbeck, this system being much su- 
perior to the old way with many street 
cleaners and carts, If the drivers who 
overload their wagons and trucks thereby 
strewing a portion of the contents on the 
streets, would be more careful, it would 
lessen the expense of keeping these sweep- 
ers in repair. 


Drivers have been hired for the thirty- 
one snow plows, and I expect to have the 
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sidewalks kept in satisfactory condition, 
but the public must remember that after 
a sudden heavy fall of snow it is impos- 
sible to clean at once the walks on all of 
the streets. I had thirteen carloads of 
calcium chloride distributed on the streets; 
this was a larger amount than ever before 
usec’, owing to the shortage of water, but 
tt proved very satisfactory, and I surely 
recommend the use of it in the future. 
By putting a greater number of trucks at 
work the annual spring “clean-up’’? was 
done in a short space ot time; during the 
year a man has been stationed at the 
public dumping ground on Willow street 
and everything possible has been done to 
keep it in good condition. 


T am held responsible for the repairs, 
supplies, etc., ordered for the city hall, 
comfort stations, and Franklin avenue rest 
house, and with my assistant, T.. H, Bliz- 
zard, hela’ responsible for all of the out- 
side work connected with the department. 
A few months ago Albert Laycock was 
transferred from the elevator where he 
had been many years, and made general 
repair man for the city hall and furniture; 
this was a very wise move as the work 
is now being done at about one-fourth the 
former cost, 


Miss Laura Talbot has charge of the 
clerical work in my office and is responsible 
for the correctness of the pay rolls and 
bills, allowed, the eost of grading, gravel- 
ing, and sidewalks reported for the tax 
rolls. A permit for each of the hundrec's 
of service connections made by the Gas 
Company and Water Works department 
is signed in my office and an index kept 
of same, This calls for an exact knowledge 
of the streets and blocks, to he sure that 
they are made out correctly when brought 
to be signed. The sidewalk permits are 
also issued here as those built by private 
parties require a permit before the Engi-* 
neer will set grade stakes; with her is- 
sistant Mrs. LL. Hineheliffe she also does 
all the clerical work for the City Service 
department. While their pay rolls have 
only totaled $10,853.07 the charges she has 
reported Curing that time against the dif- 
ferent departments amount to $12,384.10, 
and among other duties she notaries all 
pay rolls and nearly all bills allowed by 
the public works, garbage, and_ service 
departments.
